And your baſe and cruell Vulgar, which vpon the leaſt 
occaſion ſuffers it ſelfe to be led away by hatred, and re- 
uenge, preſently falls to taking of ſtones intheir hands,tea- 
ring vp the pibbles in the ſtreetes, as Czcero ſers downe vnto. 
vs,that in the populeraſſemblies of Rome,it ſo fell our, that 
oftentimes they drew their naked ſwordes,& that the ſtones 
were ſeene to flye about their eares on all ſides. And when 
this head: ſtrotig multitude hath once broken the reines, 
there is rio keeping of them in,norcan the wit 'ofman deuiſe 
how to bridle them. Ina Monarchy, the Monarke , In an 
Ariſtocratia,your Noble.men are ſupreme Indges,and Arbi. 
trators, andby this their ſupreme apd abſolute! power, they 
many times compoſe the differences of the ſubie&s. Butin a 
Democratiaand Popular Eſtate, they are the ſupreme power, 
and they themſelncs bandy.one againſt another; the fire of fa- 
Aion, ſetting them in a conſuming flame, without acknow- 
ledging any ſuperiour, to decide the quarrell , and compoſe 
their differences: And therefore _Arifforle ſayd; That there 
was not any Tyrannie either greater or more pernicious, 
then that of an intire Communaltie, which,of it ſelfe,is incli. 
ned to crueltie. The Monarchy, or Kingdomeis ficer from- 
theſe burning feuers, and by all is ranked in 'the beſt place; 
and is ſtiffely maintained by the graieſt Authors. Ofthis 
onely ſhall I rreateat this preſent. Ttis called a Monarchy;of 
Mi!©-, which,in Greek&,fignifieth One,and of 4zx®, which 
1s the ſame with Prince, which is as if we ſhould ſay a 
Principalitie, or a Kingdome where one alone is hee that: 
commands and gouernes, and the reſt all obey. All theſe 
threo kindes, of Popular, Ariſtocraticall, and Monarchicall 
gouernments were vied in Greece, and more particularly in 
Rome, But Rome nener came to be Miſtrefle of the World, 
till {hee was reduced to a: Monarchie in the time of Czfar 
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Auguſtus. There are found therein 8. differences of States: 
Husbandmen, Trades-men, Merchants, 'Souldiers, Tudges 
Cleargic-men; the Nobility,and the-King,which ( to ſpeake 
more properly ,and, /as in-divers places irisdeliuered'by che 
bleſſed Apoftle'S.Pawt) 1s Miſticall Body,which we call a 
Kingdome'with it's Head. For a king,isthe ſupreme Lord,

And God be- 
ing.one;and moſt ſimplein' tiis'Beings and Nature the Head 
of all the whole Vniuerſe;by Whotty, 1d Which all is go» 
ucrned with admirableand ineffable promdence,and is' the 
Idea of all goodand perfe& gouernment,'it'is not a thing to 
be doubted, but that thar ſhall be amongſt vs the beſt, which 
is moſt agreeable, with his;Andifthe Members df the body, 
being many;and bearing differcht OM&s ther; adtnir' to 
be gouerned bya Head, andthat God'and Natute; hath fo' 
ordained it, Why ſhould not a Monarchicall gonerument be 
the beſt? Moſt certaine therefore # it, that it ismainely to 
be preferred before the other twh.Some will hane'thi' Monar- 
chicall gouermenttobe the rmoſFhndient} and thatithad jt's 
_— from Cain, AHdumstldelt fotine, who was the 
firſt, that did gather people together, builr Cities, and did 
ſhut them vp,and fortifie chem with'walls:© After the flood, 
Nimrod,the ſonne of Chus,and riephew-vires Cham,aman of fm ito 
valour,and amongſt thoſe 6fthoſctinies, the moſt Able, and aum yrilon.de © 
Bzongeſt man, -wasthe firſt; "hit" teduced men'to/live'in a-4niq. + 
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Communitie,and to be obedient to one only King,poſſefling 
himſelfe of the Kingdome and Signorie of the World. And 
before theſe, cuen in the very beginning of rhe Creation, 
God began to eſtabliſhthis gouernment, & forme ofa Com- 
A8,17-26, monwcalth. For (as S.Pav{ faith) God would, that all Man- 
kinde ſhould deſcend from one Man. And Gods choſen peo- 
ple did euermore maintaineaMonarchie,anddidordaine,that 
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more, hath the more intireneſſe, prudence,and wiſedome,and 

by conioyning and intermixing the one with'the orher, re- 

ſiilterh-a perfe&t & abſolute gonernmient. Sothat'a Monarchy, 

that ir may notdegenerate, muſt not goelooſe, and abſolute 

(for Command,is a madd-man; and power Lunaticke ) but 

muſt be tyed to the Lawes,as far forth as it is comprehended 

vnderthe Law;And inrhings particular and temporall,muſt 

haue reference tothe body of the Conncell, ſeruing as -the 

brace,or ioyhing pecce oftimber,betweene'a Monarchic, & 

an Ariſtocracie, which is the affiſtance and aduile of the 
chiefer,and wiſer ſort. For,from a Monatchy not thus well 

4nd orderly tempred, ariſe great errours in gotictnment,little 
(atisfaRion to the State, and many diftaſtes\anorigſt thoſe 

thatare gouerned. Ailmen, that haue had the eſtimation of 

ſound indgements,and accounted wile in all kind of faculties 

haue held this to be the beſt and perfeReſt goucrnment,and 

with out it, neuer Citienor-kingdbfme hath -beene taken to 

be well gouerned. Your'good King$*atid'grear Gonernours 

haue ever favoured this Coiitfe ; whereas 'on the contrarie, 

your bad kings,and enilf Gouernours, tranſported with their 
pride,haue runne anothet-way. And therefore, tn\conformitic

And ifin a humane body, the Anatomie & conſideration of 
the Head,be the niceſt, ſubtilleſt,and moſt difficult,whar dif- 
ficultic will it not. be,and whar a daintic hand will it not rc- 

uire to touch, talke,and treate of a king, whois the head of 
the Commonwealth ? And hence inferre,that for to treate 
ofKings, and to preſcribe them Precepts and Documents 
rouching a. Kingdome, heought tobe ſuch a wiſe King, as 
was Salomon.) ho,conſideringthedifficultics and dangers, 
which maylin this matter offer themſclues,aduiſcth all with- 
outany difference,that they ſhould norſeeme to be deſirous 
to ſeeme wiſe before their Temporall kings. For no man, 
howſocuer fulfill d with wikdome, is;(ſpeaking in his kings 
preſence )-Kcurs and ſale, Peres Regemr, nol; velle videri ſa- 
picps,Boalt not thy. wiſedome in the preſence of the King. 
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Temporall power, whom allacknowledge and obey as their 
Superiour,;riſenterh-it much; to ſee himſelte inferiour-in a 
hits of 0 great eltceme,.3s.is. wiſedome and diſcretion. 
Xenephon,laying his foundation, onthis opinion,introduceth 
Cambiſes,inſtrufting hisſonne Cyrws, King of Perſia, how he 
avg to.carry himſelf im his Kingdome. As alſo Alexander, 
who reccined his Militarie.Precepts. from .his facher Philip 
and not from. any other that, was inferiour, vnto bim. It. is 
written of 472aficles, king of the Legedemonians, that he te- 
fuledro learne Philolophiepf a famousPhiloſopher of hole 
rimes;ir ſeerming vnto.him,. that being a king, -it was. not 
ficting, he ſhould be his Scholly, whoſe ſonne; he was not. 
As if he ſhould haue fayd; Thayhe,ondy by g:narurall obli- 
pation, acknowledged him alone; and. that he-contented 
imfelte with that which he had learned from hins nod 
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- would ib. facknowledpge any other inferiour vnto him in. 
birch, choigſh neuer ſo much before him in learning and 
knowledge. But this difficulry I purpoſe to ouercome by 
propoling,in this my Treatiſe, vnto kings, not mine owne 
Reaſons,nor thoſe, which I might draw from great Philoſo- 

ers,and humane Hiſtories, but from the words of God, 
and of his Saints, and from Hiſtories Diuine and Canoni= 
call, whoſe Inſtrufions kings may. not diſdaine, nor take it 
as an affront to ſubmitthemſeluesthereunto, be they (being 
Chriſtians)neuer ſo powerfull,neuer ſo ſupreme; becauſe the 
Author that di&ates theſe Leſſons vnto them, is the Holy- 
Ghoſt. And if I ſhall. ar any timealleage the Examples of 
heathen Kings, and ſhall make ſome good benefit of An- 
tiquitie, and ſerue my ſeife with the ſentences of Philoſo. 
phers, that wereſtrangers vnto Gods people, it ſhall be very 
ſparingly,and as ir comes in my way,and as one that ceazeth 
vpon his owne goods ( ifhe fortuneto light vpon them) and 
takeththem from thoſe that vniuſtly detaine :and poſleſſe 
them,

( like good (hepheards;) theſe their rationall{heepe: That 
they are ( likeskilfull Phyſirians) to-heale and cure their ma- 
ladies : And that they are to haue that care of their ſubie&s, 
as fathers haue of their children, watching ouer them with 
Yrudence and with Loue, reſpecting more them, then them- 
elucs. For Kings;are more obliged to the Kingdome,and 
the Common-wealth, then vnto themſclues.For, if we ſhall 
but lookeinto the Orging,ons Inſtitution of a King, and 
a kingdome, we ſhall finde, thata King was ordained for 
the. good of the kingdome, and not the kingdome for the

There is not. that creature,like vnto Man, 


for whoſe gouernment, more Arte. more prudence, more 
_...> wikdome, more diſcretion, and ſagacitie 'is required. No 


man, can. denic, but that to beare on his ſhoulders the 


- weight of a kingdome, with obligation to attend -on ſuch 


and ſo great a diucrſitic of things, as of Peacc,and Warre, 
and of ſo many graue and weightie buſineſſe, and of ſo 
great Importance, without- fayling one point or tittle 
therein,is.an intollerable trouble,a moſt heauy burthen,and 
molt difhculr Office. And in this refpe&;{o-few haue _— 

| ecne 
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beene, that haue knowne perfealy to;cumply-therewith:; 
Andit is worthy our conſideration, that-: there being fo 
many Hiſtories,and Bookes of the Liues of Kings,and Em- 
perours of the Gentiles, thereis not oneamongſt them all 
to be found, who hath not bin noted of many faults. Alex- 
anderthe Great, who for his famous Ats,&'great Cou rage, 
had the ſirname given him of Grear, had many things in 
him worthy reprehenfion,and vnbeſeeming royall dignitic. 


And howbeit Xenophor in his Cyropedia, would giue vs to Xinopbon.tib.x 
vnderſtand, that King Cyrs,had all thoſe vertuesand great: * 9% 


neſſes, which are there repreſented vnto vs,yet many wiſe 


men are of belicfe, that thar was no true Hiſtory which he - 


wrote of that King, butan 7dea, or Patterne, that Kings 
might draw from thence,whar they ought to bee. Like vnto 
thoſe Bookes of Cicero, which he wrote de Oratore; Who 
paintcth forth the properties, which hee that will be a good 
Orator ought to hauc, though that man ' was. never yet 
found, that had them. Beſides,if we ſhall .turne our eyes to: 
wards thoſe ancient Kings of Gods people,the facred Seri p- 
ture doth diſ-deceine vs. For, out of the. whole packe of 


them, hee picks out butthree onely that were good. Pre- peek as 


ter Dauid, & Ezechiam, & Tofiam, vomnes Reges prucatum 
—_— Excepting David, Ezechizs, and Toſias,all the 
reſt of the Kings committed ſinne. Not that theſe three 
had not their ſinnes, for the holy Scripture taxeth them 
of ſome,( and thoſe no ſmall ones) but becauſe they had not 
ſinned in the Office of Kings.

ting in a chaire of. State on-a throne royall, like your kings 
amongſt your Stage-players; and there in rzucrence the

they though fit. And becauſe you may ſee the miſcrie where- 
unto they were brought, £1nardws,in the beginning ofthar

in the world,made no ſhew of Nobleneſſe,nor gave ſo much 
as a taſt of any inclination thereunto; but had onely the 
empty and naked natne'of King.For'itt very deedethey were 
not Kings, nor had aQtually andeffeQually'any hand in the 
goucrnment of the State, or the wealth” and riches of the 
Kingdome ; for they were wholly poſſeſſed by the Prefect: 

< Palatij, 
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latij, whom they called. Seneſhalls, or Lord high. Stewards 


of the Kings Houſe. Who «vere ſuch abſolute Lords and 
of thar vnlimited power,thacthey ruled. the roſte,and: did 
what they liſt, kauing the poore ſeely King nothing ſaue 
onely the bare Titie, whoittingin a Chaire with his Per- 
riwigge,and his long beard, repreſented the perſon of a 
King making the world belecue that hee gaue Audience 
to all Ambaſſadours that came from forraigne parts, and 
gue them their anſwers anddiſpatches, when they were 
to-returne : But in very truth; he ſayd no more vnto them, 
ſaue- what hee had becne taught, or had by writing beene 
poyred into him, making ſhew as ifall this had beene done 
out of his owne Head, So that theſe kinde of Kings had 
nothing of the Power-Royall, but the. vnprofitable. name 
of King, and inutile throne of State, and a perſonated 
Maieſtie that lay open to nothing but ſcorne and derifion. 
For the true kings,and thoſe that commanded all, were thoſe 
their Minions and Fanorites, who oppreſled the other by 
their potencie, and kept them in awe. Of a King of 
S4maria, God fayd; That hee was no more but paula- 
lum ſpume, a froathy. bubble. Which being beheld a far 
off, ſeemeth ro be ſomething, but when yeu draw neere 
and rouch-it, it is nothing. $:n/a in teffo, Rex fatumns,in 
folio ſao. Heislike vnto an Ape onthe houſe-toppe, who 
vling the apparances, and geſtures of a man is. taken for 
ſuch a one by them that know him not. TIuſt ſo, is a fooliſh 
King vpon his Throne, your Ape likewiſe ſcrueth'to en- 
tertaine children and to make them ſport: Andja King 
cauſerh laughter in thoſe, who behold him ftript of the aQti- 
ons of a King, without authoritie, and without government. 
A King,apparcled in Purp'e, and ſitting with-great Ma'eſtic 
in- his Throne anſivereab'e to his :;greatneſſe, ſcemeth in 
ſhew, graue, ſeuere, and terrible, ;bur in, effke& nothing. 
'Like'vnto the Piure of that Grec/ans limming, which 
being placed on high, and beheld; from a farre, ſeemed

A vaine Idoll, which repreſenteth 
much, yet is no other ;then a falſe andlying ſhadow. And 
that name doth very well ſute with them, which Eliphas 
falſly put vpon 1ob, who,being ſo good andſo iuft a man, 
did mocke at him, vpbrayding him, that his foundation 
was in the. duſt,, that he was not a man of any ſolid and 
ſound iudgement, but :onely had : ſome cerraine extcriour 
apparences, calling him c/imicoleon, which is a kinde of 
creature, which in Latin, they call Formicales. Becauſe it 
hath a monſtrous kinde of Compoſture,in the one haife 
part-of the body, repreſenting a fierce Lyon, which was 
alwayes the Hierogliffeofa King z and in the other halfe 
an:.1rteor Piſmire, which (ignifieth a weake thing and 
without any ſubſtance. Authoritic, Name, Throne, and 
Maieſtie doth well become Lyons, and powerfull Princes; 
And hitherto, it is weil. But when we looke on the 0. 
ther halfe, and ſee the being and ſubſtance of a Piſmire; 
that goes hard... There haue beene Kings,who with their 
very name onely,haue ſtrooke the world into a feareand 
terrour. But they themfelues had no ſubſtance in them, 
and were in their: -Kingdome no better then ©4zts, and 


. Piſmiires, - Great inname and Office /bit,poore in ation. 
\ Let enery .King then 'acknowledpe. himſelfe ro be an Qf- 
ficer, and not: onely to beer a prinate;;buta publicke Of- 
 ficer, and a ſuperintendent 'in all Offices! whatfoeuer. 'For 


in al!, hee is bound both to ſpeake, and: doe'S Luſter, 
| - and 


and D.-T homas, expounding that. place of Saint Pas, Aug.& D.The 
which treates of Eprſcopal/-Dignitie, ſay 5 That the Latin _ tad 


mY 


word Fpiſcopus, is compounded in the Greeke of two 
words, being in ſignification the ſame 'with Saperinten= 
dens, The name'of- Biſhop, of King,-and of wharſoeuer 
other ſuperior, i'4 nime that-*comprehendeth” Superin- 
rendencie, #nd afhſtance ir; all Offices. This, the royall 
Scepter ſignifieth, exerciſed by Kings'in their publicke acts, 
a Ceremonic vſed by the <&z2yptians, but borrowed 
from the Hebrews, who fot'to-expreſſe the obligation of 
a good King, did paint an obtriveye placed alofte vpon 
the top of a rod, in forme ofa Scepter; ſignifying in the 
one the great power that a King hath,and the prouidence 
and vigilancie which hee is to haue. In the other thathe 
doe not onely content himſelfe in poſlefling this ſupreme 
power, and in holding this high and eminent place, and 
ſo lye downe and {leepe, and take his caſe, as if there 
were no more to bec done: but hee. muſt bee the firſt in 
government, the firſt in Councell and all in all Offices, ha- 
uing a watchfull eye in viewing and reuiewing, how cue. 
ry publicke Miniſter performes his duty. In ſignification 
whercof, Jeremie ſaw the like rod, when God asking him 


what hee ſw, hee layd; Viream Vigilantem ero vigeo. Ter.1,y.12, 


yell haſt thon ſeene, and verily I ſay vnto thee; That I 
who am the head, will watch ouer my body , I, that am 
the ſhepheard, will watch oner my ſheepe;, And I that am 
a King and Monarke, will watch without- wearineſſe oner 
all my TInferiours. The Chalde tranſlates it, Regem feſti- 
zantem,a King that goes in haſt. For though hce haue 
eyes and ſee; yet if he betake him to his caſe, be lull'd 
aſleepe with his delightes and pleaſures, and doth nor. 
beſtirre himlelfe, viſiting this, and that other place, and 
ſeeke to ſee and know all the good and euill which paſ. 
ſeth in his Kingdome, hee is, as if hee were not. Let 
him bethinke himſelfe that he is a Head,and the Head of 
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a Lyon, which fleepes with his eyes open 5 Thar he js 
that rodde, which hath eyes, and warcheth : Let him 
thereforeopen his eyes, and not {leepe, truſting to thoſe that 
perhaps are blinde, or like Moles, haue no eyes at all : or 
if they haue any,vſe them no fartherthen for their own pri- 
uate profit: And therein they, are _ ſighted. 
Theſe, haue the eyes of the Kyrte, and 
other your birdes of rapine; but it 
were better that they had no 
cyes atall,then haue them | 
all for themſclues. 
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2 Auing -proued, that the name of King, 
A is-not of Dignitic onely, but likewiſe 
Z. of Occupation , and:Office, it is fit, 
DB. that we ſhould now treate .of the qua- 
S liticsand.partes thereof. For the bet- 
}) ter. vnderſtanding whereof, wee muſt 

242 follow the Metaphor, or reſemblance 
of Mans body, whereof the/ Apoſtle $. 
Paul made vſe, thereby to giue vs to vnderſtand the place 
and Office which. cuery Member is to: hold in the Com- 
mon-wealth. All the Members of the body ( faith he)haue 
their particular Office, but the Occupations and funttions 
of euery one of them, are diuerſe, and different. The moſt 
importantand ofgreateſt Excellencie arc thoſe of the Head ; 
which is the ſuperiour part of the bodie. In which the 
Soule doth exerciſe her principall operations, as thoſe of 
the Vnderſtanding,and Will, the inſtruments whereof haue j,jz.6 4h. 
their habitation in the head. There is ſeated the Sexſwus !ib.z.de Anima. 
Communis, or Common ſenſe, fo called,becauſe it's know- 
| ledge is common to all thoſe obies of the exteriour or 
outward ſences. There likewiſe,isthe /maginatine,the Eſi- 
matine, the Phantafie, and the Reminiſcentia, Corporal fa- 
culties, which-ſerue-ro thoſe thar are Spiritiall, as are the 
Vnderſtanding, and the Will. Inthe Head, are hkewiſe 
piaced the exteriour ſences. As Sccing, Hearing, Smelling 
Taſting, Touching, and other: faculties and vertues,where- 
withthe life of man is ſuſtained and gouerned, Andther- 
fore $. Ambroſe calls it Imperialem Aulam;the Imperi- 
all Court; becauſe therein reſides the Imperiall _ 
2 tnart 
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thar Empreſle the Will, which ruleth and Commandeth 
all choſe powers and faculties, as being obegicnt and ſub- 
ie& vnto her. And wee may alſo ſtile it Regalem As. 
lam, the Princes Pallace; for therein abideth ( afhſted by 

_ it's operations) the Vnderftandingas a King in his Courr. 
For if the Will bee tearmed an Empreſle, of it's Empire 
and rule: The Vnderſtanding is called a King, becauſe ir 
direeth and gouerneth in Man, and-vnto Man, all his 
opcrations, guiding them to their dueand fit ends. LadZax- 
Liflan.Emm | 14s ( contrary vnto. Galen ) ſayth of the Head, that it is 
Lib. de Opificio the firſt member that. is formed in Man, and hath the 
77c24-12- Primacicouer all the reſt. And is for this cauſe, called Caper, 
, "eeee7* which is the ſame with Principiam, ( as ſome DoQors 
doe expound it.) And in the Spaniſh tongue, they call 

the firſt lines of a Proceſſe, Cabeca de Proceſſo, the head 

of the Proceſſe, or the beginning of it. And it carryes 

2.Yame. the fame ſignification in the £#tin. 17 capite librs ſeriptums 
Reb.Steph.i eft de me; ideſt, in principio Libri. And for this, we haue 


109 one not onely Yarrs's, butalſs Rebertzs Stephanus his Con- 


firmation. Capat dicitur, quod inde initium capiant Senſus. 
Tt is called Head, becauſe from thence the - ſences haue 
their Head, and Beginning. As alſo, for that the Head,is 
the Well-head of Mans life. From it, haue their original], 
and in it, do all the Sences liue. Ir Sees, Heares, Smells, 
and Taſtes, not onely for it ſelfe, but for the whole body, 
that is, for the good and benefit of all the membersand parts 
ofthe body, | 
Hence it followeth,thatthe Inſtitution of the State-royall, 
or of a King, which is repreſented inthe Head, was not or- 
dained onely for the Kings owne vſe and profit, but for the 
generall well-fare of his Kingdome. And therefore hee. 
ought to See, Heare, Taſte,and vnderſtand;nor only by him 
ſelte, or for himſelfe, bur by all, and-for all. He ought nor 
onely to haue an eye to his important affayres, but like- 
wiſe to the good of his SubieQs* Being that for them, and. 
: 0 -* 
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not for himſelfe onely, a King was borne to the mworld. 
Aduerte ( laith Seneca to the Emperor Nero) rempnbli. 


cam nou efſe tuam ſed te reipublice. Conſider, that the- - 


Common-wealth is not thine, but thou the Common- 
wealths. Thoſe firſt men who lewing ſolitude, aſſembled 


*themſelues toliuein a Community knew full well, that na- 


turally, euery one carcth for himſelfe and his owne people, 
but no man that takerh care for all in generall. And therc- 
fore they did agree amongſt themſclues to chooſe one of 
more eſpeciall valour and worth,to whom all might hane re- 
courſe, And that he, who among themall ſhould be moſt re- 
nowned for his vertue,prudence, and fortitude, ſhould pre- 
ſide ouer all the reſt, and ſhould rule and gouerne them ; 
that he ſhould be watchfull ouer all of them, that he ſhould 
befolicitous of the common good and profit of them all, 
and to be as carefull of them, as a father would be of his 
children,ora Shepheard of his ſheepe. And weighing with 
chemſelues, thatſuch a kinde of Man,asthis ought tobe, im. 


ploying himſelfe not in his owne, but other mens buſineſſes, . 


could not be able to maintaine himfelfe, and his familie (for 


then all did cate of the labour of their owne hands, and the - 

ſweateof their browes) they did ieyntly reſolue to finde his- 

houſe, and to ſuſtaine and maintaine him , that hee might Regallpower 
not be withdrawen by other by. buſineffes, but apply him. "2#frftordyge- © 
ffe wholy to thoſe ofthe Common good, and to publicke cap-ofthe 


goucrnment. For this end wete they eſtablithed ; This was people- 


the beginning that Kings had ; and it ought to be the care 
of a good King, to care morefor the pablike, then his owne 
particular mw All his Greatneſle is atthe coſt of a great 
deale of care, trouble, vexation,and inquietude both of Soule 


and Body.He is wearineſſe to himſclfe ; to others, heistheir, | 
eaſe, their ſuſtenance, and their defence. © Like vnto your © 


fayreſt flowers, and fruits, which although they beautifie the 
tree, theyare not ſo much for it, or for it 's 0wne reſpe&t,as 


for others. Let not any Man thinkethatall the good doth 


confiſt- 
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womans; 


confiſt inthe beauty andbrancry, wherewith the flower doth 


flouriſh; andin the goodly ſhew wherewith the Great ones 
of the world doe gallant it ; your powerfull Kings and 
Princes, areflowers,but flowers which fadeand wither, waſt 
their life topreſerne others, drawing care vpon themſclues, 
and affording- comfort vnto others, others more inioying 
the fruit, then they themſclues. For (as Philon Indews Githy 
A King to his Kingdome,is that, which a wiſe man to the 
ignorant, a ſheepheard to his ſheepe,a father to his chil- 
dren, light vnto darkeneſle, and that which God heere on 
carth is to all hiscreatures.Forthis Title he gaue vnto. Moſes, 
when he made him King,and Ruler oucr his people. Signify- 
ing vato him,that he was to be as God, the common father 
of them all.; For to all this doth the Office and digniticof a 
King oblige him. 0»nium demos illiws vigilantia defendit, 
omnium otium illins labey,omnium aclitias illizs induſtria, 
ommninum vacationem i!lins occupatio. His ſubics houſes are 
ouarded and ſecured by his Vigilance ; their eaſe procured, 
by his labour, their delights inioyed, by his induſtry,and 
their merry vacations, by his painefull imployments, And 
therfore the Prophet Samwell fayd vnto king Saul, anon af. 
ter he was annointed King ouer 7ſrael; declaring ;vnto 
him the obligations of his Office, Behold $a», now that 
God hath annointed thee King ouer all this Kingdome, that 
thy Office ties thee to it' s generall gouernment, Thou waft 
not made King to flcepe and take thine caſe, or to honour 
and authorize thy ſelfe -by the dignitic Royall, but that thou 
ſhouldeſt gouerne and maintaine the. people in peace, and 
iuſtice, and that thou ſhouldeſt prote& and defend them 
from their enemics: Rex Elzzttur, non wt ſui ipſins curam 
habeat (ſayth Socrates) et ſeſe molliter curet, Sed wt per 
spſum, y qui eligerunt, bene beateque Vineant. Kingsare not 
choſen, that their whole care ſhould be for themſclues, to. 
pamper the fleſh, and to liue nicely; and daintily ;-but that 
by him,they who hadele&ed him,might live well and ”_ 
puy 
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pily- vader him. They, were: notereated, norintiodueed into 
the world, for their owne commoditie, andthicirownepler. 
ſure, andrhar all the good morſels ſhould befor their owne 
trencher (for if it ſhould beſo, no man would willingly be 
ſubie& ynto them ) but for the-publicke profit; and common 
good ofallhis ſubjeRts,for their happy government; forrheir 
ſafe proteftion, their augmentation, .conſeruation, and ina 
word for their ſeruice; (and without any vamannerlineſſe,we 
may well tearme it fo.) foralbeit. in outward appcarahcethe 
Scepter- and-the Crowne, haue the face of Empire and Sig- 
niory-;zyetin firifeneſle and in rigour, it is'but che Office 
of a Seruant. Servus Communis, fue Servus honoratus:T he 
Common-wealrhs ſeruant, or a: more honourable kindof 
Seruant. This is the attribute which ſome giue vnto aking, 
_Quia 4 tota republica-ſtipendia actipfit, vt ſerviat omnibus. 
Becauſe herecciues ſtipends from all, that he may ſerne all. 
And the Pope of Rome holds it no diſhowour nts him, ro be 
ftiled; Servus ſervorum Dei The Sernant of Gods ſax. 
#ants. And howbcit anciently: this namcigf ſcruant. were 
infamous, yet after that our Sauiour Chriſthad in: his'own 
perſon taken it vpon him, it hath fince beene! accounted 
honorable, And as it is not repugnant and contraditory 
to the Efſenceand nature of the ſonne of God, no'more ts 
it any prejudice or diſparagement to the Maicſtic andgrear- 
nefleof Kings. And this was well vnderſtood by 4ztigovu 
King of Macedonia, who reprehending bis!ſonne, for car- 
 rying too hard a hand ouer his Subie&s, thus. checkt his 
immoderate Empire , 41ignoras ( filimi) Regnum noſtirum 
nobilem eſſe ſeruitutem? oor thouwnot: (my'ſorine:) 
that our:kingdome;/ is a Nablciſcruitude?r: Anſwering) to 
that of :4gamemneoy ; We lme (faith hee) im the: opini- 
on of the world in-much greatnefle,” and» in. high: Eſtate, 
bur in' effe& are bur ſeruantsand Naues:to our Vaſſals;This 
is wig wa} 2 Kings; 1o:ferue in this' honourable 
manner, For, in being Kidgs, their Actions depend:noron 
| C 
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the ſole: will: of ichcir dwne: perſons, but of the Lawes and 


- Statutes: which: they hauec giuen, and allowd of, and thoſe 


condirions wherewith they accepted this their Soucraign- 
tie. - And though they ſhould bee wanting to theſe (which 
arc nomore ther: a. humane :Conuencion, ' Couenant, or 
agreement.betwixt Prince, and/pcople) yer may they not be 
defeiue in thoſe, which the naturall and diuine Law hath 
layd vpon them, the Lady and Miſtris as well of Kings as 
ſubie&s. All which are in:a manner contained in thoſe words 
of Teremy,in which ( according to S.7eromes opinion) God 
ſets downe:the Office of Kings. Facite indicinm tr inſti- 
tiam, liberate vi oppreſſum de manu calumniatorg, (x adue> 
nam,gy pupillum, a viduam nolite contriſtare, neg, opprima- 
tis inique, (&r ſanguinem innocentem xe. efſundats : Execute 
yee indgement and tighteouſneſſe, and deliver the ſpoy- 
Iedout of the-hand of the oppreſſour, and doe no wrong, 
doe no: violence to the ſtranger, the fatherleſſe, nor the 
widowe, neither ſhed innocent blood. &c.This ts the Surnme 
wherein is.cyphered vp the Office of a King. © Theſe the 
Lawes of: his.-Court, — he is bound to mantaine in 
peace and Tuftice, the fatherleſſe,and the widowe ; the poore 
and therich ; the mighty, and the weake. To his Account 
are putthe A4g7auios and wrongs which his Miniſters doe 
vnto the one; and the Iniuſtice, which the other ſuffer. The 
wretched eſtate of thofe-thar are 'neceffited, the cry of the 
diſtreſſed,” and: the teares' thatare ſhed out of anguiſhof 
heart; and a thouſand other loades, cuen wane-loades of 
cares and obligations, lye vpon the ſhoulders of him that 
is: the Head,and:King of a kingdome: And albeithebe'the 
head in:commantdingandin'gonerning, yet in bearing (if 
not often ouercharged therewith.) the heauje weight and 


'  Joaye of all, heemuſt be the feete or fapporters to beare the 


-buithen of the whole body.. of the Common-wealth;. : Of 
»Kingsand Monarkes, thicinſ naen! 764 faych;barbyreaſon 
of their Oftezthey.carrp(like:Porors.)thewworld on their 
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ſhoulders, vnder-which burthen the proudeft helpers muſt 
ſttoope. In conſideration whereof, it is ſayd in the booke 
of Wiſedome; In veſte ponderis, quam habebat ſummuus ſa- 
cerdos, tots erat.orbs terrarum: In the longgarment, was 
the whole world. The Latintranſlation /# weſte ponderis,car. 
ryes more weight with it ; ſo that, in taking vpon thee ro be 
a King,thou muſt makeaccount,to take ſo great a charge vp- 
on thee and lo heauie a load,as the trongeſt Carte will hard- 
ly be ableto beareit. And this Moſes knew: well enough, 
whom God hauing made his Vice-roy, his Captaine Ge- 
nerall, and ſole Liuetenantin the Gouernment ; in ſtead'of 
giving him thankes for this ſo honourable a Charge com- 
mitted vnto him, made his moane and complaint for ha- 
uing laydſo heauy a loade vpon his ſhoulders. Cur afflixiſts Num.11.& i. 
ſeruum tuum? Cur impoſuiſti pondus vninerſi papuls hatus 
ſuper me ? Wherforc haſt thou afflicted = cruant? And 
a yak hauc I not found fauour in thy ſight, chat thou 
layeſt the burthen of all the. people vpon me? And procee- 
deth farther with his complaints, ſaying 5 Numngquid ego 
concepi omnem hanc multitudmem ? . CLUE gens! eam, Ut Num. 11.12, 
dicas miht ;, Porta eos? Haue I conceiued all this people? 
Haue [ begotten them, that thou ſhouldeſt ſay vnro me ; 
Carry them in thy boſome, as the: nurſing father beareth 
* theſucking child &c. Where it is worthy. the noting ; 
That God1aid not any one ſuch word vnto Moſes, But on- 
ly commanded him, that he ſhould rule and gouerne his 
people, thache ſhould be their Captaine,and their Leader. 
And yet he heere ſticks notto ſay, that hee layd rhe bur- 
then of all the people vpon him 3: with this Motto -:added 
thereunto ; Porta eos: Carry them &c..

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And hethat's wiſe, and well vnderſtands what itisrogo- 
uerne, and to be a Head, knowes that Gouernment, and 
Charge,or Loadc, is all one. And that the words themſclues 
Regere,and Portare, are Synonomyes, and-haue oneand the 
ſdlfe ſame ſignification.: For rhere is not any Gouernment, 
_ or charge;which is withour it's burthen,and trouble. In thar 
repartment and diuifion of Offces, which 7acob conferr'd 
vpon: his ' children, he marked out Rexber to be the firſt in 
Inherirtance;and rhe greateſt ingouernment. Prior in donis, 
©  mutior in imperzo: Thou art my: firſt in the excellencie of 
Hicomn #114 dignitic;&theexcellencie of power: which S.reromerenders, 
in Gen. M 4ior ad portandum; The greateſttobeare. For Empire,and 
bearing, are both one thing. Andby how much the Empire 
_ - | tsthegreater,by ſo.-much thegreater is the tople and'trouble 
ANY TAR and the burthen theheauier.St:Gregory in his Moralls faith; - 
Meal.c.2s, That the power, Dominion;and Signoric, which Kings baue 
oucr their ſubie&s,oughtnotto beeſteemed an honour, but 
atrouble. Pdieſtas accepta,non honor, ſed onus eftimatur. And 
the blindeſt Gentiles did .attaine to this ligtit of trath.' And 
'- onc of them vicd theſelfeſame phraſe of ſpeech, ſpeaking of 
another that was much puffed vp and well contented with 
the:chargeand office, which polo had allotted him. 
Ovid Metam,  i[+1' >" 1 Letws erdt, mixtog,oneri gaudebat honore. 
Sothat torule,and Command,is a Mixture ofa little honour 
and much trouble. And the Latin word, which fignificth ho- 
nour, doth not differ more then in one Letter from that 
which ſignifieth aloadeor burthen.0 nos, & onus. For(H.) is 
butan: aſpiration. Nor was thereeuer that man yet wanting, 
nor cnerwill be,totake{(for Honours ſake)this burthen vpon 
him. Though all ofthemican be well content, to takeas little 
of the loade as they can vpon them@ur as much of the Ho- 
nor, as you will ; howbeit this is not the-ſecurcſt Courſe. 
Bur T ſhall concludethis Chapter with this 44«iſo. That 
rhe Office of a: King confiſts.not fo.much in the outward 
oprration, (though in th's hee is not to faile) as in = 
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inward apprehenſion. Whichin it'so5$n nature may.imbrace 
infinite things, not as infinite, but as ſuch as may be reduced 
to a few points, nor no more then {hall be pointed at in this 
Treatiſe. Which ought alwayes,ofa wiſe & prudent King,to 
be well vnderſtood,& to make vic of as many of them as hee 
can,and which do more particularly appertaine vnto his Of. 
; fice,and to leaue the reſt vnto his Miniſters. A King muſt be 
like che Heartin the Body,which ſolely oft ſelfe cannot per. 
forme all thoſe offices,which all the members more particu- 
larly may.But by the helpeand meanes of diuers Inſtruments, 
members, and Organs, diffuſing & ſending forth their verrue 
vnto them, it findes it ſelfe in the operation of themall. The 
king,is the heart of the kingdome,and muſt worketherin like 
it,not doing all by bimſelfe (tor that is impoſſible,and inſtead 
of doing good, would do hurt ) by keeping himſelfe in his 
proper Station, without tranſiliating that Circle which more 
particularly belongeth vnto him,and performing thoſe Offi. 
ces, which another cannot execute for him,by his great power 
and vertuc, he may in a diffuſtue manner haue recourſe to all 
the parts euen the moſt remote of his kingdome, take a care 
ofall and hauea hand in all. And this care,is as proper to a 
King; as itisto the heartzirbeing impofhible for the heart to 
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live without care. And from thence it takes it's nameand pn 
Appellatiue. Cor ( faith 1fidore) dicitur 4 cura; Cor (which 7 


is the Heart) is ſo called, a- Cara : from it's care. For itis 
that, which takes care of Mans life. Ego dormio, + Cor 


meum vigiat. I ilcepe, but my Heart waketh.Vhile Man Cant.;.2. 


ſleepes the heart ſtill beates, and taketh care of the life 
and conſeruation of the whole body, ſending forth to-all 
the parts thereof, ir's naturall vertue and heate,without the 
leaſt diſ-carefullneſſe in the world, looling it's owne quiet, 
to give Man eaſe, And therefore the Spouſe, called her Be- 
loued, her Heart; becauſe hee performed this office with 
her. And the like muſt a King doe in his Kingdome, He 
muſt watch, and forgoe his owne ſleepe and quiet that 
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his Vaſlalls may take their caſe and reſt; vpon-painc of be- 
ing vnfaithfull and defeQioe in that fidelicie which. is due 
vnco the office of a King. This made S. Pau/to ſay ; $1 quis 


ſuorum. curam nou habet , fidem negauit. If any prouide 


not for. his o:vne, hee hath. denied the faith, and is worſe 
then an Infidel, The heart likewiſe hath another property 
very proper vnto Kings, which is, it's continuall bearing on 
the left ſide. The Author of Nature being deſirous by this 
ſecrer to. teach Kings, that they ſhould apply rthemſelues 
with more carcto the weakeſt part,and that which hathmoſt 
neede of their helpe.. The right ſide is more affiſted with 
naturall heate and blood, then the lefre, which is more 
ſtript of theſe fauours. Andin this, the Heart ſhowes, that 
Kings ſhould ſhew their King-craftand the fineneſle of their 
care, towards poore. needy people, and ſuch as are deſtitute 
of all humane fauour. For to therich and mighty, blood a- 
boundeth, - and nothing is wanting. vnto them. God doth 
illighten Kings, which are the Heads of the people, to the 
end, that they may doein their Kingdomes all chat which 
a good Head oughtto doe with it's body, by whoſe offices 
wee will goc, diſcourfing thole of the.myſticall Head of this 
body of a Common-wealth,whichis the King; beginning 
firſt with the vnderſtanding, and it's pertinencies, or what- 
ſacger appertaineth thereunto, which is the firſt in perfeRi- 
on, and wherennto ( in regard of it's Atiue beginning and 
end) the reſt of the Sences are in ordination. According to 
thatmeaſureof Light which he ſhall vouchſafe ro Commu- 
nicate vnto vs, who is that true Light, which illightcneth 
euciy Manthat commeth intothe world. 
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of the reaſon and vnderſtanding of Kings, and of their wiſe 
dome. |

And by how much the morein- + 
genious a manis, &of better vnderſtanding, by ſo much the 
more is he capable thereof,. and the more intenfinely doth he 
foue ir. And for this:cauſe did: Pythagoras call wiſe men Phie 
loſophers, Louers,or coucters of Viſdome , becauſe the psſ 
ſefion thereof doth ſet an edge on the deſire, and makes a 
man to couet it the more; for it's treaſure'is infinite, and 
no man can exhauſt it. And therefore the more a man hath 
of it,the more he deſireth it. It is the retreir'and receptacle of 
faith, andofallthe Arts and Sciences, both praQicke and ſpe- 
culariue, hauing an vniuerſall aptitnde to receiuethem all in- 
to it ſelfe, and vponthe apprehenſion of themto pur them in 
execution. And althoughit be apotentia or faculty of a li- 
mited power, yetſo greatis it's capacity, and of that ample- 
neſſe and ableneſſe to receiue and containe, that it ſcemeth 
infinite, for let aman know neuer ſo much, yet can he not 
fill vp his knowledge. For ſuch and ſuch notions diſpoſe the 
vnderſtanding forothers. Knowledge begetteth knowledge, 
and: the'more things a man: krioweth', ſo much the more 
calily doth:he apprehend thoſe he knowerh not,till he come 
'  totheperfe inquiry and knowledge of the truth : and by

conuerſing withthe wiſe, and exerciſe of good Letters, hee 
goes ſtill rifing higher and higher. And by how much the 
more a man is aduanced in his vnderſtanding, ſo much the 
more aduantage ſhall he haue of thoſe which haue not the 
fame meaſure. Suting with thatſaying of the Comicke 7 er, 
who wondering to ſce the great difference betweene man & 
man, cryes out, Homo, homini quid preſtat ! So much doth 
one man differ from another in wiſdome and prudence, that 
they ſeme to be different ſpecies. And hence is it that the 
aduantage which a wiſe man hath ouer thoſe that ate not fo, 
is, to make him King ouer all the people. Which leſſon 
God taught. vs in the firſt King he made choice of for his 
people, who ſtanding in the midſt of his SubieAs, was taller 
then any ofthem from the holders vpwards,fo thathis head 
ſhew'd it ſelfe aboue them all. And the word Melech which 
in the originall ſignifieth a king, in that large & eminent Let- 
ter which ſtands in the midſt of it, doth miſtically giue.vs to. 
underſtand the excellency that aboueothers, Kings ought to 
haue: - And therefore Plato ſtiled a;prudene and-wiſe Goner- 
nour, Yirum divinum, a divine man , preſuppoling that he 
ſhould be ſomewhat more then a man, and exceed in divine 
wiſedome all other. Gouernours whatfocuer. 743. ſapiens, 
ibi.eft Dens in humano cerpore. And therefore, as God b 
way of eminency containeth the perfe&ions of all the Crea- 
tures ; ſo, (as farre forth as a Creature can) a wiſe King 
ſhould cand that with much aduantage) poſleſle the perfe- 
ions _—_— people. And the holy Scripture. teacherh: 
vs, that God'created man after his own image and likeneſſe, 
giving him Vnderſtanding, Memory, and Will. And ha- 
uing created him,made him Kingouer all he had created. Yz 
praſit piſcibus Maris, 6 volatilibus Cali, &r bets vniverſe 
Terre,04c. Tohauedominion ouer the Fiſh of the Sea, and- 
ouer the Fowle of the Aire, & oner the Cattle, &c. And this 
was granted him, and did accompany the common nature of- 
men. Butto rule, and command, to be Lord, and Gouer- 
| nour 
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nour over men themſclues, (as are Kings) is a farre greater 
matter, and ſuch as requireth a greater meaſure of Vnder- 
tandingand Wiſedome: and he that hath moſt ſtore there- 
of, {hall reape the moſt profit by it, as he that wants it,ſhall 
contrary wiſe finde the lacke of it. Salomon, the wifeſt of 
Kings, as he was beth wiſe, and a King, could better then 
any other informe vs, of what importanceare Vaderſtan- 
ding and Wiſdome in Kings. In whoſe name he ſpeaketh, 


when he ſaith, Per me Reges regnant, per me Principes impe- Prou.s.ts. 


rant ; By me Kings reigne, and Princes decree iuſtice. Tothe 
wiſcman the Scepter and Crowne of right belongeth. For 
wiſdome her ſcite,as being the moſt efſenriall forme of Kings, 
makes him King and Monarch ouer others. And in all Na- 
tions almoſt;rhey gaue the {ame name,and the ſame Enſignes 
to Empire and Wiſdome. And S. Paw! makes them Sywono- 
zzies, and will haue them to ſignifi one and the ſame thing. 
Shealone (by keeping Gods commandements) will be ſuth- 
cient in a King to make him pleafing and acceptable vnto 
God, and to be cut out according to the meaſure of his own 
heart. And though ſome areof a larger heart and vnderſtan- 
ding then other ſome ; yer (with God) to be wiſe,jis that 
which conuenecth moſt both to King and Subie&. 

By Efay the Prophet God promiſeth to all his people a 
golden age, happy dayes, and fortunate times, whereir? all 
{hall haue a ſhare of happineſle, peace, equity,iuftice, health, 
content, and abundance of fruits. But comming vnto Kings, 
be ſairh no more, but thar there ſhall not be any one that 
thall bea foole: Now vocabitur vitra is qui _—_ eſt, Prin- 
ceps. This is a great happineſſe. But (O Lord) ler mee 
aske thee ; Is a King of worſe condition then his Subies,. 
that thou ſhouldſt promiſe ſo many good things vnto them, 
and but one alone vnto him ? Theanſwere hereunto is, that 
our good God giueth vnto euery one (accdrding to his ſtate 
and calling) that which is fitteſt for him. The Subie& who 
hath one to rule and gouerne. him, hath need of one to- 
miniſter. 
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miniſter iuſtice\vnto him, -to conſerue him-in peace; and ts 
make ſuch prouiſton, that he may hauc wherewith.to-eate, 
and the like. Bura King, who is to rule and goucrne, hath 
need of-wiſedome , which: is the life and foule of Kings, 
which ſuſtaincth the weight of a-Kingdome, and withour 
which (be chey neuer ſo rich, neuer ſo powerfull) they (hall 
beas fit for gouernment, as a body without a head, or an 
head. without a ſoule. : And as from the ſoule the Sences arc 
origined, and from that eſſence reſult your-paſſions ; fo in- 
like ſortfrom wiſedomereſulteth vnto King,and Kingdome, 
Wiſd,6.24. all that goodand happineſle that can be deſired, Rex ſap;- 
ens, tabilimentum ei Cinitatis. CA-wiſe King # the vphol- 
ding ofthe people. And a fooliſh King the ruine of his Sub- 
iets. You ſhall not name that Nation cither barbarous, or 
ciuill, which (where Kings were made by ele&ion) did noc 
make choice ofa wiſe and prudent-King. 
Tudg. 9.8. -In that generall Dyer, whereall the Nations of Trees and 
' Plants met; ſeeing that-without Law, and withour. a King, 
they. could not: conſlerue themſclues in peace, and iuſtice; 
the firſt reſo/ution they taoke, was to.chooſe a wiſe King. 
And in the firſt place they nominated the 0/ixc,a tree of ma- 
oy good parts and qualities ;-and amongſt other, this the 
chicfeſt, rhat it was the Symbole or Hieroglifte of wiſe- 
dome, which is all whatſocucr can be deſired in a King. 
Pſal. 119.144: This alone did King David deſire for himſelfe : 7nrelle- 
Hum damibi, ty vivams; Giue me vnderfianding, and I ſhall 
tae. He did not defire life, nor health, nor riches, butone- 
ly vaderſtanding and wiſedome. And with this alone did 
he promiſe to himſelfeeternall life, and a durable Kingdome.

Bur let me aske this queſtion: -Shall it ſuffice a King to 
haue vnderftanding and wiſdome, vnlefle hemake vie there- 
of, and ſhewa willingneſſe to execute what he knowes 7 No 
certainly. For the greatneſſe of a power or faculty conliſ- 
ecth in it's operation: The Vhderſtanding without Intelli- 
gence, (like the Will without Loue) ſerucs to litele-or no 
purpoſe. And'it is doubted (as'I touchit in the beginning) 
vpon which of theſe two potenrias, or faculties, is that arme 
and hand, whereby the ſoule operateth ir's moſt excellent 
workes? The vnderſtanding alleageth for himſelfe, thar ic 
is he-thatin the kingdome of our ſoule doth ordaine,diſpole; 
and gouerne, The Will, ſhe faith, that without hernothing 
is done. For as the Philoſophers tearmeit, Applicat poten. 
:145 ad operandum , (he ſets theſe faculties a worke, and 
findes them hands. The Vnderſtanding confeſſeth this is 
true ; but with all ſaith, itis he that nods and winckes vpon 
her, makes ſignes and tokens vnto her, is as it weue the 
Watch-word, & doth expoſe vnto her whether (he will this 
or that, for the better ordering & diſpoſing of it. The Vl, 
ſhe onthe other fide replyes, that ſhe likewiſe fomenterh 
andaffe&ionates the Vnderſtan ding, anddoth excite and ſol- 
licite him, that he ſtudy, thinke, and dwell vpon that which 
the beſt liketh. Butleauing the reſolution of this: Contro- 
uerfieto your 7 homiſts, and Scoriſts,who diſpute irarlarge; 
the Vnderſtanding (asI ſaid before) is a Regklipbace which

Will fo much Miſtrefſe, that nothing is done without her. 
Nor can God himſelfe (by violence ) draw a yea , or a 
nay from it, without treſpaſſing vpon that liberty where.

Philoſophy informeth vs) it cannot be forced. Cetera po- 
tentie poſſunt capi, non tamen-voluntes. But the common 
receiued opinion is, that both the one and the other muſt 
concurre for the effeRing of any free worke. Inſomuch, 
that it is impoſſible to performe any aQtion. of importance, 
vnleſſe that both doe intend the fame, VVe muſt plucke the 
reynes of both, hold both of them inour hands,it we meane 
ro' rule and gouerne the ſoule as we ought ; the Vnderſtan- 
ding dire&ing, and the Will operating. And therefore a 
deuout King, after that hee hath begg'd vnderſtanding of 
God, that tk may be able to ſtudy and medirate on the 
obſcruance of his dinine Law, for the conſeruation of him- 
{elfe, and his kingdome ; finding that this is not ſufficient if 
the VWill ſhould draw another way, let him preſently pray - 
vnto him, that he incline his VVill,”and fo diſpoſe thereof, 
that he may not onely will his Will, but that hee may take 
pleaſure to put it in praiſe. In ſtrianeſle, and in rigour, 
that is not Viſedome, nor deſerueth the name thereof, 


which is bung'd vp in the Head, and goes not from the Vn- 


dcrſtanding to the hand, and from the Will to the Worke.

There areſome of whom all men ſticke not to ſay, that he 
is of great vnderſtanding, a man of admirable abilities, ſin- 
gular wiſedome, &c. And yet no man knowes wherein his 
Knowledgelies, nor can diſcerne his Wiſdome in his AQi- 
ons. Itis neceſlary thatthis opinion ſhould be ratified and 
confirmed by exterior Aions, and ſome publique demon- 
ſtrations.

That he willingly ſubmitted himſelfe ro be a and 
reproued of the meaneſt perſon. It is proper togennile beſts, 
& generous hearts,to liſten with delight to the good reaſons, 
& Coundailes of others, though they be inferiaur in qualitic 
vnto them: for ſometimes a poore man hits right,whena rich 
man miſſesthe marke. And-.a Country Clowne may aduiſe 
that,whicha king knowes not of. Andifhe do perſwadehbim- 
ſelfe, that he knoweth all,and vnderſtandeth all, and that his 
opinionalone is thecertaineſt & ſireſt, he bur ſhuts the doore 
to the diſcouery of his errour: One of tlie twothings (faith 
Heſiod)which euery man of reaſon, wiſdome, and vnderſtan- 
ding, that ſhall be ſufficient to gouerne that, which ſhall be 
committed to his charge,ought to haue; is agreat blandure, 
fmoothneſle, and ſoftneſſe of heart, to follow the opinion, }.- 
aduiſe and Counſaileof thoſetharare the wiſeſt and know 
moſt. This b/andure,and docd{riie, is likewiſea part.of Pru- 
dence, and we ſhallfindeit ſet downe in exjeall eons, in 
thoſe two Petitions, which $a/omwon made vnto God. For 
rec : 
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FOE SIP the ſecond.ofthe Chron. It is written,that he layd-; Da mihi 


ſapientiam: Gine me wiſedome. And in the firſt of the Kings, 
Dabis ergo ſerno tus cor dociie: Giue therefore thy ſeruant an 
7 nderſtanding heart. Vnderſtanding,for to know, and an of 
bedicnt heart, for to heare the Aduiſe of others. But this ſe. 
cond part,of being obedient to ather mens opinions, is vn- 
profitable forgouernment, withoutthe firſt, which is pru- 
dence, and wiſedome, for to choole and know the beſt. For, 
byfollowing bad Counſaile,heſhall erreas much,as if he fol- 
lowed his owne proper<rrour ; and ſometimes more. And:I 
{ſhould hold ir the lefle cuill, that a king were not ouerwile, if 
preſuming har he is;he.ſhould relie tgo much vpon himſelf; 
-&ſcorne to take counſaile; then if he were lefle wiſe, but knew 
-how'to benefit himſelfe,and make good vi of the Aduiſe of 
prudentand wiſe Counſailours.A Prince, ofa docileand in- 
genious diſpoſition, is welldiſpoſed to. intertaine all good 
Counſaile and dorine. Heeafilylearneth the languages of all 
thoſenations,whichare vnder his Empire, &doth allthings 
with as much facilitic,as if he had beene bred vp in euery one 
of them. And therefore ſayd Herodotus 5; Omnia ſapientibus 
Facilia: To the wiſe, all things are caſte. And therefore your 
wiſe men,giue the firſt place vnto that man, who of himaſelfe 
knowes that which is fitting. And the ſecond, to him, thar 
knowes how to follow good Counſaile.But he,thart neither is 
wiſe, nor will be ruled by the wiſe, they khow notin what 
formeto-place him, nor whatname to giuc him. ?/ato,calls 
them Children;and further ſaith 3; Thatſachmen, as are not 
wiſe; though:they be neuer ſo aged,are ſtill Children. And 
Seneca proucth,that they begin euery day tolive becauſe they 
vnderſtand no more, then the child that is new borne. And 
Strabois of the ſime minde. Omnes 1diote, er dodtrinarum - 
expertes,quodammodo pueri ſuwt_ appellandi, All Idiots, and 
illiterate perſoris,arc afteraſort tobe called Children. And 


becauſe in the Chapters tharare to follow by and by, we are 
to treate moreat large of this matter, I concludethis with 


ſaying; 
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faying; That Kings for to hit the nayle on the head, and nor 

to failein the carriage of their buſineſſes, muſt alwayes rake 

counſaile of wiſe men,ſuch as are of knowne vertueand expe- 
' rience;and not giue credit vnto any,that prateand talke with 

a great deale of kbertieand licence of thoſe things they vn- 

derſtand not,as if they were graduated in them from: their 

Mothers wombe; And'only for a more happy (in ſhew) then 

prud:nt wit: Leaſt that happen vnto them, which befell king 

Ahab, who admited'ito: his Counſcll gfalſe Prophet, that 

made great oſtentation ofrhac ſpirit, which he had not. Hee 

put che gouernmenrinto his hands, and all was gonerned by 

his Counfaile.

Emperour Alexander Severm,(a great ſubduer of this vice) 
when he ſaw any Miniſter noted thereof, his-choller roſe, 
and his ſtomacke began toturne, and did prouoke him to 
vomit, as if hee had ſcene ſome loathſome ſtinking thing, 
And for ſuch kinde of corrupt men he would yſually fay, 
hee hadeuer a fingar in readines, to plucke out their cycs. - 


And for the bettereinforming himſelfe of the truth of theſe 


buſineſſes, hee mate choice of ſome- vertueus and intelli- 
gent: perſons, whom hee ſent ſecretly as Spyes into ſeuc= 
rall parts of the Kingdome ( which all wiſe Kings ought 
to doe) giving them good Intertainment for the deftaying 
of their charges, to the end, that they might truly informe 
him of all whatſocuer paſſed, as how his Miniſters beha. 
ued themſelues in their goucrnment, tow in their Offices? 
Saying ; That if they did abuſe them, it was not enoughto 
remoue them onely, and put. other in their places ; bur for 
cxample-ſake, ſeucrcly likewiſe to puniſh them. He gane all 
his Officers good honeſt maintenance, and ſufficient allow- 
ance, and -would by no meanes permit, that any Magiſtra- 
cic, or publicke Office, ſhould bee bought and ſolde.For he, 


| that buyesof me ( fayd hee.) maſtof necelhitic. ſell to ano- 


ther, for ro quit his Coſt, as alſo. to make his beſt profic 
and bencfitthereof. Such as theſe, buy cheape in the groſſe, 
and ſell deare by retaile. And ſoit is; that heethat buyes a 
tree for money, can: hardly afford/the fruite for-notbing. 

The Emperour 7 heodofiwsmadeheereupona Law worthy 
ſo-noble a Prince; aid deſetuing heere to bee ſer downe, as 
a Patterne for Kings. Vee will ( fayth hee) and-ordaine, 
that thoſe be appointed Gouernours of our Prouinces,who 
ſhall bce-found: worthy thoſe. places, -charging and; com- 
manding, that they be not conferred- either for ambition, 
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and vertuous diſpoſition, and of a good and approuedlife. 

And theſe, whom you (my Preſident ) ſhall chooſe, orwe 
" our ſelues vpon your report, wee will, that they who are 
admitted to theſe Offices, ſhallfolemnely ſweare,and firme- 
ly promiſe, that for the ſaid preferments, or places of charge 
and gouernment, they haue nener giuen, nor mo_ any 
thing for then, neither ſhall giue heereafter cir openly,or | 
vader hand, either dire&ly,or indirealy.Neither ſhall they

And it is daily ſcene, that ſome of theſe ſuperficiall feflowes 
haue beene preferr'd to' better places: by theſe their falſe 
oſtentations, and feigned knowledge, then great Learned 
Clarkes, by ſhewingthemſclues humble-minded, temperate 
in their talke,; and moderate in their conuerſation, could 
cuer attaine vnto. And if this: did happen only in thoſe 
Sciences and faculties, which they 54 proan lucrando, 
which are ſtudied for to get: temporall riches, it were to- 
lerable, becauſe for thisend , opinion is of moreprofitfor 
them, then Truth., But the griefe of it is, that this 'paſſeth 
forward euen vnto thoſe, that are” profeſſours of rhat 
Science, which, as it is in it ſelfe ſaperiour,'fo ought it 
to. make thoſe, which profeſſe the ſame ſuperiour in minde 
and vnderſtanding, and make them much miore to cſteeme 
the truth, and- exiſtency of wiſcdomeand knowledge,then 
falſe opinion, falſly gained amongft 'the leſfe wiſer ſort of 
men.

Ceſar, a Prince of excellent prudence, and his great'Minion 
Mecenas, in matterof Counſaile, can ſufficiently confirme 
this Do&rine,being that he himſelfe was one of thoſe, that 
treated buſineſſes in the ordinary Councells. And/he had 
a reſpe& ant:conſideration thereunto in that extraordinary 
cauſe of Piſo touchirig the death of Germanicus, wherein 
the indgement of the people,”and the ' Senate was ſo 
much intereſſed. 7iherizs the: Emperour who was. one 
of the ſubtileſt and craftieſt: Princes, that cucr the Xomas 


Empire knew, would nor forall his .greatfireogth of wit, &

of men to laſt andcontinne ; when as the good and vertuous 
are not rewarded, nor the lewd and ſcdirious puniſhed. 
For if one part of the body be infirme, andbe nor holpen 
in time, the maladic extends it ſelfe,and goes creeping and 
ſpreading it ſelfeoner all the whole body. And therefore itis 

tting, that Miniſters ſhould hauc an eye, to ſee whar 'vices, 


what diſorders, what ill corrupted manners diſturbe and - 
moleſt a Kingdome, and to haue a care to cleanſe and cure 


the Common. wealch of them, dealing wich «them for the 
ublicke. good, as; wile Phyſitians.dofor the Bodyes-faſery 
ho, inthe curing of infirmities,' for the ſecuring of the 
whole, cauterize this. or. rhat member,and if. neede be cut 
it off. Now your infirmities and'diſcaſes, which are quick- 
ly knownc,are:as cafily.cured::( agreat meanes of thereme-

This order and naturall Law, wherewith God 

conferueth and goucrneth the world, Kings ought to imitate © 

and follow in the gouernment of their Common-wealths, 

giuing their Miniſters juriſdiction and Authoritic propor- 

tionable ro their Oflice, withour the which they cannot well 

exerciſe the ſame. And as long as theſe his Miniſters (ball go 

on in an orderly Courſc,or ſhall imitate in their conſtancie . 

thoſe naturall cauſes, and ſhall be -pun&uall and faichfull 

in thcir Miniſtrics, the gouernment ought not to bealte- 

red or receiue any change. But when'they ſhall faile in their 

obligation,another order muſt be taken with them. And there 

fore I ſay,that in ſome caſes,thebeſt & ſureſt» courſe thatcan 

be raken,is, That Kings proceedeafter another kinde ofman- 

ner,by being ferued by other Miniſters,and Counſellers that 

they may cumply with' that which tends to the ſeruice of 

God,and the good oftheir, kingdomes. Eſpecially,when(as 

hath binſaid)Miniſters abuſe that power which is given them 

& make it the meanes toafflit the good, and to doe other

ſo hot,rhar the | ce of firea{cended ſome 49. Cubits high, 
But by how much rhe morepower the fire had for to burne 
thoſe innocent children in that cccaſion,by ſomuch the more 
to the greater aſtoniſhment of the ſtanders by,God [laked the 
force thereof,cauſing that inthar very place, where for tocon- 
ſume'theſe Saints, the fire wa, moſt kindled,acoole freſhayre 
entred in,and did refreſh them. And the King himſelfc, who 


came to ſee this wonder told rhem,thar he efpied in the com» 


panie.of theſethree children a fourth man, which ſeemed to 
be like vnto the ſon of God. For indeed fo it was,that:this his 
Divine goodneſſes,did not contentir {elte with deading the 
force of thatintenſiuc flame, but made meanes by his Angell, 
to come & free theſe Innocnts from that torment. Thercin, 
inftru{ting kings, \Thar albeit ir be fir, thar ordinarily, they 
ſhould fuffer buſineſſe to paſſe by the hands of thoſe Ming 
ſters,to whom they belong; yet when the ſubie& is extrem- 
ly wronged, injuſtice offred by them againſt the. Innocent, 
Kings oughtnot to reſpe& the Orderand ordinary courſe of 
Law,but ro take another: courſe withthem, and (ifneede be) 

who!y tochange andalterit,and in his own properperſon,to 
dire& things to their due ends,taking from the fire it's Ai- 
u'tic. & inſtead thereof ſenlinga plealing coole gale of wind, 
as God did. For experience teacheth vs, that this illſeede or 
bad raceof Miniſters,makes poſt -haſt,& quickly ouerrurines 
a Common-wealth,as ill weedes doea ground, ' tothe great 
diſhonour of kings,and diminnt'on of their credir, and tothe 

notable dammage and deſtrution ofkingdomes. Oh how 

doth ir difcouer it ſelfe in theſe our vahappy andmiſerablc 

times,how much more;and how many Cubits higher then 

tt was wont,doth the fire of Ambition,and Auarice,mount in 
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fo high; that they quite looſe'the ſight of themſeJues,, and 


goe beyond the reach of their own know!edge,. being in a 
manner beſides:themſclues: puft vp with ther-promotion, 
and the high: places they poſſelle, ſeeming}. to be another 
kind of men; then they were want to be, Andzhis their 
folly and madneſſe extends it felte. fo farre;rhaethey will not 
Gr chemſelues ' (forſooth ) to: be ſcene; or knowne, by 
thoſe, whom'nor long fince:( God he 'knpwes)itheyadoxed 
as Gods, but now are growne ſo proud, and.into ſo goed 
a conceit of themſelues, that-they thinke: themſelues to be 
ſomething more then men. Of theſe, S Berzard giues this 
admirable good note; You hall ſee ( faith he) many in the 
Church of God; as alſo*tt*Kings Coutts, without noble- 
neſſe made noble, and. of poore, become rich, to be ſodain.

be aſhamed of their Anceſtors, and difdainfull.towards their

All make 
anſwer; This boy can tell you, orthat other boy can tell 
you. So that many mens lines arc ended, before their buſi- 
neſſes can be ended.

It is recounted in the' As of the Apoſtles ; That they a8.s.2. 


being ſo buſily imployed in the Preaching of the Goſpell 
that they could'not ioyntly with: it-attend thoſe workes 
of Charitie, and Almes-deedes, which were exerciſed inthe 
Primitive Church, by feeding thoſe that were conuerted, 
they did remit the care thereof to ſcuen Deacons: choſen 
out from-amongſt them all for thar Miniſtrie.

free from paſſion, & couctouſneſle,they in no manner of wiſe 
diſcharge their Conſciences in making ſuch remitments and 
references, but ought rather to reſerue the diſpatch therof 
vnto themſclues,or to remit them to ſuch Miniſters, that.are 
able to giue good ſatisfaRion thercin, andof whoſe good- 
neſle, and ſuthciencie,the world rendreth publicke Teftime- 
ny.In a word,I amof opinion,that to remit bulincſſes, is a 
matter of neceſhty, inregardofthe ſhortneſle of our vnder- 
ſtanding,whichis imbroiled and mightily hindred with this 
multiplicitie of affayres, and oftentimes choaked and ſtifled, 
and made dcfeAiue in thoſe matters, that are moſt neceſla. 
ry. And as for our bodily ſtrength, the farce thereof is 6 
ſmall, and ſo weake, that we had necde to preſerue the 
ſame,by eaſing it of that burthen, which is too heauy for it 
to beare, Yet withall there muſt a great care be had,thatgheſe 
remitments,be not made meercly, that the King might liuc 
at eaſe, and be idle, but becauſe weighty nfnencnd ſuch 
as haue neede of new Examination, and new diligencies,doc 
requireit, or becauſe the King (asalready hath beene ſayd) 
may hauc ſome lawfu'l impediment. Let Kings hauerccourſe

And. when this is not 
done, their ſceing, is no ſecing, but.are like. vnta thoſe 
ſpoken of by the Pſalmift ; That hane eyes, andſee:not Dull 
Idolls. To this purpoſe, there is a prety place in: the; firſt of 
the Machabees,where,after the Author hath madereport, # 
the 
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King Antiochme,and his Minilters.cxerciſedin Ierufalenyand 
inother Cities and Townes of the: Kingdome'! of nile, of 
that great Captaine; Mata#hie4g and his fiue Sonnes, thee 
ſpeaketh thus; H; vedernnt mele.que fepantin populo:tudz, 
& in [eruſalems which, the yulganircaders::thusNow when 
they ſaw the blaſphemies, which were committed-in Jods 
and Teruſalems. Theſe (faith he ) ſaw the edills, - that were 
committedin /cruſalem 5, And my thinkes) here imult the 
queſtionbe asked, VVhy all they; ofthat;Commion+wealh, 
ſuffering ſo many opprefhons, and. ſo many affiitions;in 
their Houſes.in their own Perſons,& thoſt of their children, 
onely: Mattarhjas, and his Sonnes, are here ſaid: to .baue 
ſceas thele cuills, and theſe blaſphemics ?::Fheanfwer here- 
unto, makes. notably for our purpoſe, becauſe it expreſierth 
that, which we go.inforcing; To wit, Thattoſce buſineſſes, 
is truely and properly, to vnderſtand them, and to put our 
helping hand vato them. And. becauſe Afatterbias , and 
his Sonnes, were the onely-men that: - were: ſenſible: of the 
hard mcaſuxe they ;recciucd,. andithe firſt that roſe vp,and 
oppoſed themſclues againſt the furic of the Tyrant, for-the 
remedying their ſo many and ſo great Calamities, that ſacred + 
Hiſtorian faith, That they onely had eyes, and ſaw the af 
flition-of Gods people. This kinde of ſight beſt be fitteth 
Kings,asthey arc heads of their Kingdomes and Commons 
wealches, and itis likewiſe neceſſary, : that they haue their 
ſight, Large, Cleare, and Sharpe;that they. may reach to fee 
eucn thoſe things, thatare moſt-ſecrer, and moſt remorejias 
dochthatprincelybirde theiEdgle, which .houcring aldft id 
theayredeſcryes the. hi{bes,that are inthe-deepe:Qr:bedike 
vato that Maiefticall Creature the Lyon, wha both waking, 
_ andſleeping, keepes his eyes apen.. [The Holy Ghoſt ſairhy 
T har a:wilc pan hath hiseyes in;his heads Sepients cats on Eccl2.14» 
capiie eiue. Andit remarh.thatby Tontrapoſitions;hewould — | 
gue vsthereby jp rodsMend thats fools; bath hi qyes:ih 
as is 
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they diſcoucr butlittle;ſo arc they lyable 
to a thouſand offences, and deceirs.: But the wiſe man be. 
holds from high and as from a watch-Tower diſcouers 
things a farre off; and is thereby berter able. to take notice 
ofthem, and more punRually to comply with his obligari. 
on to theſtate, and to that which neede ſhall require in 
thoſe accidents that may occurre. This is that ſight, which 
( as before hath beene aid. ) befirteth Kings, for that they 
arethe Heads of their Common-wealths, and therefore are 
to reſerue for their own view thoſe the more weighty buſi- 
neſles of their ſubieAs , there being a grear deale of reaſon, 
that they ſhould ſee them ( as they fay ) with their owne 
cycs. For this end, arc thoſe Viſitations ordayned, and 
thoſe Entrances in. State, which Kings are wont to make 
into the Cirics, and Prouinces of their Kingdomes. When 
the arrogant and vaine preſumption of men grew to: that 
paſſe,thar for to celebrate their name, they went about to 


: bvild that proud Tower of Babel, With intent ro touch euen 


heaucn it ſelfe with the top thereof; and to live free from 
all feare of a ſecond flood, that facted Hiſtorie tells vs ;De- 
ſeendit antem Dominic vt viderer Cinitatem, oy Turim, 
quam adificauerint fily CAdam:Thartthe Lord camedowne 
ts fee the Citie and tower,which the ſonnes of men builded. 
God came down himſelf to ſee this their ſo great inſbllencie 
thathe might puniſhrthem accordingly, as he did with ſuch 
a confuſion of languages, that one couldnot vnderſtand an- 
other, and were amongſt themſclues, as ſomany ftrangers, 
withour being able ro communicate and converſe together; 
fo that they were driven co:diuiderhemſclues into different 
Countries, and were ſchtrred fromthence vpon all the earth. 
And in tbe. ſaid Hiſtorie'of *Genefss, we read, that when 
that abhominable filthines of the Sodomires, grew to that

moft certaine it is,that God hath no need: to come' downe 
from hcauen, to take a particular viewe of the things ofthis" 
world, for he is:preſenr in ail places,here; & there; arid ee” 
where, hefillerhall, ſeeth all, and with: his infinite wiſe. 

Gras comprehendeth all. But-the Scripture ſpeakes in this

| . reſpe@t 
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reſpc& vnto his Maieſttes Miniſters,wich whom they have 
held correſpondency, as knowing that their Proviſion muſt 
ſolely paſſe through their hands, and that their good or bad 
diſpatch conſiſtcs-1n them, orin alcſle full, or more effeRu. 
all Relation,incloſed in the paper of their Conſ#/ta. Which 
cannot be carryed thus,when the Prefident,and thoſe of the 
Camers (hall haue propounded the ſame, and dclinered their 
opinions in the preſence of their King. And queſtionleſle, 
chey that by this meanes ſhould be prouided for, would c. 
ſteeme in more,and treat withmore puntuality and truth, 
che things appertaining to his Office, conſidering that the 
King himſclfe takerh particular knowledge of them: For (as 
we aid before)itis very mecte and conuenient, that Kings 
(ſhould know, and communicate with, if not all, yetat leaſt 
thoſe, who areto be placed in your greater kinde of Offices, 
and dignities. And among all other buſineſſes, this is thar, 
which wich moſt reaſon doth require the Kings eyes and 
prefence, his remembrance, and mature Counſaile ; Forſuch / 
are the Citizens as are their Gouernours, and the Pariſhio- 
ners,as their Paffors. And though this perhaps cannot be 
performed ſo punually and preciſely,as were to be wiſhed, 
yet atleaſtir will be needfull, that thoſe perſons, of whom 
they take teſtimonie,and receiue information in ſo graueand 
weighty a bufines, {hould be of chat prudence, learning, and 
authoritic, and ſo beyond all exception, that the world, 
(which is apt to take cxceptions)may be perſwaded,that the 
Ele&ion cou!d not but be paſſing good, being that it paſt 
through ſuch iudicious mens hands. For, whatſocuer ſhall 
come forth decreed by them, it is not fitting,that it ſhould 
bee ſubie@ to their cenſures, who either haue not the ſaid 
qualities,or are much inferiour in them, or faile in their zcale 
to God, or their Loyaltie and Loue, totheir. King being 
Narciſſm-like, inamoured with their owne ſhadow, and led 
away with the blindneſle of their paſſion. Woe be vnto that 
Common-wealth, King, and Kingdome, where ane.our of 
ge K 3 blindneſſe, 
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ftruens, quid prodeſt 


blindneſſe, or ſelfe willfull-neſſe, ſhall vndoe char, which 0- 
ther men haue done with many, and thoſe the cleareſt eyes, 
For ( as the Wiſe man ſaith) Yom edificens, & vV2uus de- 
illis, niſi labor? When one buildeth, 
and another breaketh downe, what profit haue they then 
bur labour ? | 


Can4s 3ETIh 
Hee proſecaterh the ſame matter and ſhewes, how Kings ought 


to carry themſelues, towards thoſe, that finde therſelues 
aggrieued ? 


PW Auing ſpoken of ſome Caſes, reſcrued 
I a for Kings, and ſuch as require their 
V; ſight and preſence, it here now offers it 
BD, ſcife in this place,to know how a King 
& ought to carry himſclfe towards thole 
that finde themſclues iniuryed and ag. ' 
Z2 grciued. Andin the opinion of vnder- 

ſtanding people, it ſeemerh, that no- 

thing is more properly his, then to quit wrongs, and re- 
mooue iniuries. For, if we ſhall but conſider thar firſt be- 
ginaing which Kings had, that which the Ancient ſaid of 
them, and that which the holy Scripture reacheth vs, wee 
ſhall finde, that this Occupation .is very properly theirs, 
andthar this Care appertaincs of right to their greatneſſe. 
That moſt wiſe King-5/9m07, inthe fourth of Ecclefieſtes, 
faith; That when he ſaw the teares of the Innocent,and the 
wrongs they recciued, and no body to helpe them, or to 
ſpeakeſomuch as a good word forthem, it ſeemeda thing 
more terrible vnto him, then to dye, or neuer to haue beene 
bornc. Yidi calamnias que ſub calo geehniar, or lachrymas 
swnocentinm, Cy neminem Conſolatorum,neque poſſe refiſtere 
| ' £07uM 
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torum Violentia, cundtorum auxilio deſtitatos,” oy laudani 
mAgis mortues, quam vinentes, or feliciorem vireque inde. 
cani,qui nec dum nate et. Irurned and conſidered all the 
opprethons thatare wrought vnderthe ſunne; And behold 
the cares of the oppreſſed, and none comforteth them; And 
loe the ſtrength is ofthe hand of them, that oppreſſe them, 
2nd none comforteth them: Wherefore I praiſed the dead, 
whichnow are dead, aboue the living which are yet aliuc; 
And [count him better then them both, which bath nor 
yet beene. And not onely King S/omesn, but cuen God 
himſelte was ſo highly offended with thoſe wrongs and 
oppreffions, which the children of Iſrael ſufired in Egypr, 
that he thought it a thing worthy bis preſence, and his 
comming downe from heauen to ſce the ſame with his own 
eycs. Yidi «efffictionens populs met in Egypto,ey clamorem eins Exed..7.8. 
audinipropter duritiem cornm, qui preſunt operibus et ſciens 
dolorem eius,deſcendi, wt liberem eum. Thane ſcenc thetrou- 
ble of my people, whicharein Egypt, and haue heard their 
crie,becauſe of their Taske-Maſters; And for Lknow their 
ſorrowes, therefore I am come downe to deliuer them, &c. 
| Teaching Kings, That in matter of grieuances,and opprefi- 
on of the Innocent, they arc not content to themſelues, with 
remitting them oucr vnto others,. but. to looke thereunto 
themſelues ; And ( if need were )to come from forth their 
princely pallaces, and te forgoe for a while their pleaſures 
and their caſc, till they baue reformed what is amiſle. The 
firſt words the diuine Scripture ftorieth, which the firſt 
King,whom God choſe for his people,ſaid, were theſe, @aid r.52m..y. 
habet populzs, quod plorat ? What ayleth this people, that 
they weepe ? Who no ſoner ſaw himſclfe Crowned King, 
a put by Gods hand into the poſſeſhon of that kingdom, 
bur. applying himſelfe to thatwhich he ought firſt of all. to 
doe ( as one of the maineſt points of his'dutic) he hearkned 
vntothe cryes of ce people, who- were oppreſſed by the 
Philiftims, and with great ſpeede, and fernent zcale, did 
nr -K 4 roundly

roundly ſer himſdfe to the redreffing of that oppreflion, And 
I verily perſwade my ſelfe, that all good Kings wou'd doe 
the like, if they ſhould ſee their ſubics ready to fall into 
their encmics hands, with whom they wage open watre, 
But from thoſe morecloſeand ſecretenemies, which are to. 
gether with vs ſubie&s, Citizens,neighbours,'Countrymen 
and Miniſters of the ſame Kings,and of whom there is held 
ſo much truſt and confidence, who goes about to free the 
wronged ? What reparation is there for receiued iniuries ? 
Arc they not much greater then thoſe, that the ?hi/iftirms 
offercd to Gods people, and more remedilefle ? As for pro- 
felled Enemies, againſt them we may make open rcfiſtance;, 
and every man, that is not vnnaturall, or a Traytour to his 
Country, will putto his helping hand, and ſceke torepell 
force by force,& reuengethe wrongs that are done them.Bur 
for theſe our domeſtick enemies,theſe our home-borne foes, 
& fcigned friends,who vnder the ſhew of friend{hip,and vn- 
der cloake and colour of being the Kings Miniſters, oppreſle 
the poore, and ſuch as have little power to oppoſe their 

reatneſſe, who ſhall be able to refiſt them? If he, that ſuffers, 
Tall pretend to doe it, doth he not put himſelfe in manifeſt 
danger of ſuffring much more ? ifnot of looſing all that hee 
hath ? And it is worthy [your conſideration; that in thoſe 
words related in Exedvus, it is not ſaid, that God went down 
to ſee, and remedy the wrongs which that Tyrant king 
Pharaoh did vntothe children of 7/#ae/, but that which was 
offred them by his chicfe Miniſters ; Propter duritiem corwm, 


: gui preſ#nt. For the hard-heartedneſle; and cruelty of thoſe, 


which were ſet in authoritic oucrthem. As if he ſhould have 
ſaid, The Afﬀronts and Iniuries done by a Kings principall 
Officers, are not ſo calily remedyed, as thoſe of particular 
men. They requirea powerfull hand, they require Gods 
preſence, and aſſiſtance, and will crave” a Kings eſpecial 
care, For your Gouncells cannot docR, nay are not able 


tor to docit ofthemſeluesalonc,be they the greateſt andthe 
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higheſt in the Kingdom; be they never ſo zcalous of Juſtice, 
neuer ſuch true louers thereof, and neuer ſo deſirous'to doe 
right. And che reaſon therof(in my poore opinion)is,for thar 
in regard the burthen of ordinary bulineſlesis ſo great, thar 
only chey arc not able roattend the quitting of thoſeagreusos 
andgreiuances; with that ſpecdines: and efficacie, as were 
ncedefull, but rather that they themſelues, withour fo much 
as once dreaming thereof,doe vic to make them farre grea- 
ter then otherwiſe they would bee, for want of time, and 
ſtrengthof body,tocumply with ſo: many and ſogreat biſi- 
neſſes. And ir oftentimes ſo commerh to paſle, thatthoſe thar 
ſue for reliefe, in ſtead of being eaſed of their wrongs, reccine 
further wrong,cither becauſe they cannot finde fit place 
and time to be heard, or becauſe being heard, they are ſoonic 
forgor, or becauſethey that wrong them, :finde meanes to 
couer their faultes. And if they cannot couer then, and fo 
ſhould be lyable vnto puniihment, yet they that lent them 
their hand to lift them vp tor the place wherein they are, 
willlikewiſe lend them a hand to defend-their diſorders. 
Andit hath beene already; and is yerdaily tobe ſcene, that 
a Iudge in Commifhon, who for his: wickednefle and euill 
dealing deſerucd exceeding great chaſtiſement; yet, for thar 
hehath his Patron and «.#»gel of Guard ( for in yout grea» 
rer Tribijnalls, theſe are ncuer wanting ) the baſmeſſe is 
huſht, andthe party peccant neuer queſtioned. - Andbe- 
cauſe he ſhall not be diſgraced,ifthe matter proue fowle a= 
inſt him; by-purting him out of his place, he thar: tdoke 
him into his proteftion, will intercedein his behalfe to have 
him-remoued from-that Office, and preferred toa: better; A 
caſe certainly worthy both puniſhment,and remedy,if there 
be any vponcarth. And ifthere be any helpe'to be had, it 
muſt beby.the. fight and-preſence of the King, for without 
this,it is not to be hoped for; 2 jo not 
| The Courtesof Kings,- ( much more then other places) 
are full of humane reſpeAs, and theſe hanc taken ſo oo 
of 
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_ ' headand are growneſo ſtrong, that in buſineſſes they oner. 
throw.that, which-truthand iuſtice ought to vphold. And 
therefore my aduiſe vnto Kings is,that being they are men, 
'thatareor may be free (.if they will themſclues ) from theſe 
, poore reſpectiue confiderations;and are ſupreme Lords,and 
abſolute ſoucratgnes intheir kingdomes, they would be plea- 
ſed,todif-agrauiare thoſe that arc iniuryed,reſpeQing onely 
wronged right,and oppreſſed Truth. Bur becauſe ſuch as are 
wronged, and. finde. themſclues agricued, haue nor thar 
eafie acceſſe and emrance into Princes Courrtes, or to their 
perſons;citherin regard of their great and weighty Imploy- 
mients,or ſome other lawfu'l Impediments, it thall much im- 
porte,that'in their Courtes, they {hould have ſome perſon, 
-or perſons, of great zeale and approued vertue and prudence 
#0 whom:thoaſe thar are agrieued {hould baue recourſe, For 
many ſuffer much, that cannot comero be admitted to the 
fight, or ſpeech oftheir King, whereas, if there ſhould be a 
perſon appointed for to heare their Complaints, they would 
cty out with.open mouth for iuſtice; and ſhould be righted 
4n:thcir-receiued wrongs. And thar perſon, or perſons thus 
deputed by their Maiefties, having firſt well weighed and cx- 
amined.the reaſons of their Complaints, ſhould afterwards 
repreſentthe ſame vnto their Kings, and giue them gue itt= 
formatidn:thereof;ro theiend.thar they may forthwith 'by 
expreſſe Command, purthereunto a ſpeedy and fitting re- 
medie;>And this( afſure you) would be a great bridle to 
reftraine the inſafferable inſoiencie, and Auarice 'of Princes 
Miniſters z/VVho (queſtionlefſe ) would: carry them(elues 
much mbrefairely and vprightly, when as they ſha!l know, 
that theirdiſorders ſhall faithfully be repfeſented. Whereas 
(onthecontraric:) itisnot to be imagined with what a 
bold;nay:impudent daringnesthey outface goodneſſe;when 
as they conceiuc that of their kings, which was-vetred by

The Lord ſhall norſce, neither will the God of Zacob regard 
it. So in like forteſay theſe bad 'Miniſters,' Talh this {hall 
neuer come toour Kings knowledge, hee is taking hisplea- 
ſurein his gardens, he is thinking. on - his Hawking: and 
Hunting, or ſome other ſports and paſtimes to recreate 
himſelfe withallz- nor ſhall Trickszand inuentions be 'wan- 
ting vnto vsto ſtop vp all the: paſſages to his cares;*bue 
fay open way {honld be made, and that the King' ſhould 


take notice of this, or that miſdemeanour,'it ſhall be dawbd- 


vp ſohandſomely, fich a faire varniſh ſer vpon it,and ſo ful 
ofcxcuſes, that it will be all one, as if he had neuer- heard of 
it, orany ſuch thing bin ar all. Prefutning,thar'Kings, rather 
then they will be troubled with biiſineſſk.s of clamonr and 
noyſe, will ( fortheir owne eaſe ) ſlightly paſſe 'them'ouer. 
Wherein, as they haue oftentimes found themſelues ; fo 
it is firthey ſhou!d ſtill, be deceiued. And truly ro no min, 
can with betrer Title this Entrance be giuen,nor this golten 
key to the Kings Chamber be commirted, then to him,who 
with the integritie and zeale of an Eres, ſhould-trample 
and tread theſe Monſters vnder toote;and roundly and 
throughly to take rhis care totask, which(withour al Jonby) 
would be one ofthe gratefulleſt, and moſt acceptable ſer- 
uices, which can be done vnto God both in matter of pictie, 
and of pitie. But what (hall I fay of the Kings happineſſe 
in-rhis caſe ? With nothing can he more ſecure his 'con- 
ſcience, then with this. Asone whois bound);out of the duty 
of his place,to hauea watchfull eye oner all his Miniſters,

of the day in giving Audience,'and with ſuch ftilnes and 
quietnes, as if he had beencidle;or had nothing to doe. And 
that he knowing the content thar his ſubisQs rooke't their 
ofcen ſceing of him, and ſpeaking with hing, ſo mach'the 
more liberally; and longer; he afforded them occaſion and 
Place, for to inioy this their coritent;: For:nothing doth fo 
much pleaſe, and ſatisfie the heart of 3 Prince,as t6conerius, 
thao he is beloued, andgenerallywedtaſſeedofull hisfube 
iefts.

And all theſe, and a great many more inconneni- 
ences grow from the not-true obſeraing'of thisdiftributine 
Iiſtice. Let Kings conferrefauours on'their publicke Mini- 
ſters, and vpon ſuch perſons, as haue'dohetheny-great-and 
notable ſeryices, both in Peace, and in Warre: for this will 
be well pleaſing, and very acceptable vntoall, and will ob- 
lige them all to new ſervices ; Andfack a *generall content 
wil'it cauſe in all ſortes of people, that it will make them 
to. brook with the better patience thoſe great fauours, which 
are vndeſeruedly done vnto others, beingin themſelues men 
of no merit inthe world- [ would not have Kings to be too 
much carried away with the inciinatign of their own mindes, 
for as they are Kings, they will evermore be' apt- tg-giu 
much.

And if any man ſhould fay vato me that 
the Grende7., and: Greatneſle of ' Kings, requireth, that 
great rewards: ſhould be giuen'both to the one, ard the 
other, My anſwer vatohim'is ; That nothing better be- 
commeth Kings, for che conſcruing of their Greatneſſe, 
then to know that they arc but men, and that they cannot 
ſtand in Competition with God, whoſe fountaine ofriches, 
is infinite, and is able to fill and ſatisfic all, and nener can 
be drawne dry, though it be imparted and diſtributed eo 
ncuer fo many. VVhereas that of men, is but like vnto the 
watcrof a Ciſterne, which by being-communicated to many 
is diminiſhed and exhauſted. King Nabwcodonefor, and 0- 
ther Kings ( of whoſcfalls, thereis mention made in the 
Scripture) for default of this knowledg,fel from their eſtates:

toin rigour of Luſtice, heis iritly 9. - The Apoſtle , 
Saint Jawes faith'; That the debres, which are due vnto **f* 
them, that haue done ſervice, cry viito God, and that che 
tearcs of the pooreaſcend vp vnto Heanen, totheeng char 
from thence. may come a writ of Exccntion againſt 
thoſe, that have cthecauſcthereof. And your Catho- 
like and Chriſtian King: are not to place their greatneſſe 
and- authoritie, on that, as did your Heathen Kings, and 
choſe that were-withoue the light of faith. Who prerended 
nothing elſcin their gifts and fanours, bue vainc-glory,and 
theidle applauſe of the world.

moſt account both. for riches and honour. Burthis is the miſz 
cheite of it, thatthis golde, which ſhould make fuch a glori- 
ous ſhew in Court,and ſhine beth in honour and;goodneſſe, 
is canckred and ruſted by Anuarice and Ambition, which 
cates intoall mens mindes,and wholly poſleſſeth them. So 
chat from the higheſtto the loweſt, they arc all-well rcadin 
the Schoole of Couctouſneſle, Dillimulation;andgeceit; And 
your Prieſts, and thoſe that weare Miters on their heads,arc 
not in this kinde the meaneſt Schollers amongft them. All 
complaine, they are.not rewarded, that they have 'hothing 


piucn them,Scifrhey hane any ching giuenthem they chinke 


itisall too litie. And berwixt this their complayning,& their 
thankefull acceptance, there is fer vp ſuch a ſtrong partition, 
that it neither ſuffercth chem to, acknowledgea benefit, nor 
to intcrraineit with- thatithankfullneſſeas they oughe.

Miſerable is the 
condition of kings, whom none lone'for themfelues but for 
their owneends, and thegood they expe from-them 16 
thar thischeir private intereſt fayling them;their ſervices faile 
with it, & likewiſe faileth(ſoſays S. 1/dere )that loue & Loy- 
alry which is due vnto chem, Non fant fideles,quos munus,nen 
gratia copulat, naw cito-deſerunt ,uiſi ſemper accipiant;Thoſe 
whom Lucre, not-Love linketh,. cannot bee faithfull.For 
vnleſſe they be till on theraking hand, they vaniſh,and are 
quickly gone.;;Yet is it not my intent and purpoſe in that 
which I haue ſayd, to condemne thoſe who demaund their 
pay anid-fatisfa&ion.for their ſeruices, to. relieue their ne- 
ceflities: For.thercin::they doe-but-vie that lawfull courſe 
which is appointed for them by way of petition.

God ; (o on, the contraric,arc-they leſſned and diminiſhed 
by ſucing-ynto MeniFor when.fubicRsferuc,and not-ſucing 

obtaine that whichii thayi deſerue;, humane: Faith, : 
and Loue, isaugmented;ri:themy becauſethereby, they are 
taughttorely on the vertue-and- wiſedome 'of their Souc- 
 raigne, who applyes bimſelfe: co,.cucry mans meritts, and 
the iuſtneſſe and vprighteieſſe ofhis cauſe; For whichcarſe 
they will loue. him muchþut much more, when: he gines 
without. being .importuned with petitions.” And it ſee- 
meeth vnto them that hee giucs not more willingly, _

And therefore Kingsare not to content themſclues onely 
with paying that which they owe, andeo doc wercedes and 


fauours to them that ferue them 5bue thattheſe ſhould like- 


wiſe gocaccompanied with Loue and Good Will;for with 
remuneration arc the ſerujces requited ; and with Louc,are 
they obliged eo'doe them fill mote rand beenter ſeruice; "Ih 
thar Caſe, which rhe Scripture recounteth of 'King 7 /u- 
erus,who,one _ beirig notable toflecp and take bis-reſt, 
commanded Lights to be brought in, and ſome that were 
about him},to'tike that bookeyandreall ynrohim wherein 
wete written the notable*rhingstharpaſt in hisraigne,and 
amongſt thereſt, there was mention/made of agrear! peece 
of ſeruice; which Merndecheedid him frecing him a F that 


death, which:rwo of his:Eynuches rd! plotted agairiſt him, 
by diſcovering this theit'trexſon;demandec IE he 
th bcene' giuen 


preſent; What honour and dignitic ha giuen to 
Moradochee for this his fidelitic towards me, and the good 
ſernice he \hath done mee?» And the Kings ſeruants'that 
mihiſtted vnto him, ſayd4; There is nothing done for him. 
Whereupon, heptecſently beſtowed vpon him ſich /þreatho< 
nors and dignitics, thatvnleſſe he ſhould have giuen/hinv his 
kingdome, he could not well haue given him morel»Thus 
wis this good ſeruantrewarded, honouted, andgraced by 
tis Lord and Maſter,who Ny imporruned,pra: 
tionſly called his good ſeruicesto remembrance;and honou- 
red 'himaboueall rhe Princes-of bis: Kingdome: - AndI1 
could wiſh,that all thatare rewarded by their Kings, might 
re&iuetheir recompencevpon the like good tearmes of Rea- 
ſon,and Iuftice. But now a'dayes; pooreand {lender ſervices 
(the more isthe pitie ) finde copious, andplentifull rewards; 
and thoſe { ordinarily ) accompanied with-ingratitudegi:; A 
thing, which Nature irſclfe mich ; And which: 'tyes 
Gods handsfromgiuing; whoisſoliberall and ſo rich; and 
_ O 3 dryes 
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dryes vp that oncrflowing fountaine of his boundleſſe mer- 
cies, frotn affording vs any farther fauour,or Comfort. 
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of therepartwent and Diuifion which is tobe vſed jn the 
Conferring of Offices z And of the knowledge of ſuch per- 
ſons, as '0nght to bee nominated for the ſayd O ſſices, 
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A We Societas enim. Pairis ad filios, Regnt 
Di tÞþ pre ſe fert effigiem: The locictic of a 
Aonnnrnn— 2} father towards bis children, repreſents 
ZSDDQZE® the truc forme of a kingdome. Let any 
man compare the a royall to what 
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hee will, and. (according to 4r;#erlePpinion ) hee ſhall 
finde no one thing that doth fit ſp well with it, or giues it ſo - 
much fullneſſe, asthe- Title of father,who day and nighe 
beates bis braines, and-imployes all his whole ſtudy on 
that, whichis moſt fitting for his children regarding more 
the good which hee may bee ableto doe them, then any 
profit that he expeQs to. rectiue from. them, How. man 
times whileſt his childcen,are a bed and aſleepe,doth hel 
ther lye awake , caſting, and deviſing with himſclfe, how he 
may mantayne them, and better them in their Eſtate? What 
a deale: of care doth hee take to get his daughter a good 
Huſband,who is dearer vnto.him, then himſelfe ? Grear is 
his care but much more ought the care of a king to bee 
In giving to their kingdome, good, faithful], and diligent 
Miniſters, to the' end that they may doe all pofhible dili- 
gences, ( as hath becne ſayd hecretofore ) fixing voy 
cir

their eyes on the Common good,” ''and direQing likewiſe 
cheir owne particular in the ſame way. That which I would 
fay, ( to cxpreſle it in plainer termes) is this ; That they 
are not to ſubie& the Offices to the commoditie of the 
men, but to ſeeke out men, that are fir and ſufficient for 
them. When Sas! was reſolued to recommend vnto David \ 
chat Duell, or ſingle Combat againſt the Gyant Goliah, 

the better to accommodate him, as alſo therein to honour 

him the more, hee put his owne rayment vpon him, and 

an helment of braſs vpon his head, and a brigandine,and 

all the reſt of his owne compleat Armour , but: Dazrd, 

who was a man of lirtle ſtature, and- not accuſtomed to 

ſhut vp in barneſſe, found the weight thercof to be too 

heauie for him, and very troubleſome to his body; 

yer notwithſtanding, to obey the Kings Command, 

and that hee might not ſeeme to rcie& the honour 

the king was pleaſed to doe him, hee was willing 

to make tryall, S; armatue poſſet. incedere z Whether hee 

could goe init, or no? for he had neuer proucd it. But 

when hee found hee could hardly goe in it,and that he had 

not the free libertie and command of his body, hee ſay d 

vnco, the King, Non poſſam fic incedere, quis non vſum Kings 17.287 

habeo: I cannot goe with theſe; for I am not accumſto» 

med. And therefore rather made choyſe to betake him- 

ſelfe to his ſheepheards ſtaffe, his ſRones,and his ſling,which 

he knew well how to vſe, then to puton the Kings royall 

rayment, together with his rich Armour, and afterward to 

giue an ill account of what was committed vnto him. But 

where ſhall you meete with the man in theſe dayes, that 

is like vnto David ? Nor is it fit for Kings, in this parti- 

cular to imitate Saul, for we dayly ſee notable Lofles in 

matters of Warre, and Peaccz by accommodating and 

bonouring ſuch perſons with Offices, as had neucr beene 

trayned yp in them, wanting that ſufficiencicof knowledge, 

which is ficting for the adminiſtration of them. As for 
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your Prebends, and other Eccleſiaſticall Dignities, whoſe 
nomination appertaineth- vnto Kings, they had necde take 
thegreater' carethercjn- by. ſo much the more, -by how 
ruchſpirituall: things, areof more importance, then. Tem- 
porall. Your ancient Canons and Councells will bee your 
dire&ion in this caſe, and; teach ;yee, what yee are to 
doc and doc.infotce it, with ſuch weighty and cffeQu- 
all reaſons, that they are worthy. to be read, and confide- 
red: by Kings, when they, make the like EleRions, or 
Nominations,'to the end that they may not erre therein; 
And heere willI bring to their remembrance, that which 
God did, when that/famqus. and ancient Tabernacle was 
to-be built, which was to be-a, figure of his holy Chutch, 
Who'( asthe Scripture telis vs ) nominated BeZalee/ a cu- 
rious'workeman jn all manner of workemanſhip, whom he 


filled with his holy Spirir, and indewed bim with wiſedome | 


and knowledge from heaven, that hee might finiſh that 
worke, andbring-it. to. perfeRtion, God himſelfe hauing 
drawen the plot, and being the chiefe, and principall Con- 
triuer thereof, Andiffor that dead Edifice, , for which hue» 
mane $kill and dexteritie might ſeemeto haue beene ſuffici- 
ent, there. was- njade.choice of a man of ſuch ſingular 
wiſedome, and ſuch admirable partes, as is there mentio- 
ned in 'Exodws ; for the gouernment of a kingdome, for the 
ordring of a Common-wealth, for to put cuery thing in it's 
right place, and to adminiſter [uſtice equally to all,giuin 
every one that - which is his; things all of them of ſuc 
great importance, and which doe ſo much beautifie and 
grace this myſticall body of the Chi rch, what minifters 
will it bee neceſſary, that Kings ſhould ſeeke out andin- 
quire after ? Namely Men, thatare fall of the ſpirit of God, 
wiſe vnderftanding, men, good Chriſtians, and adorned 
with all manner of. Vertues. Andiif chey will not belecuc 
me, [ct them looke vponthart firſt Elefion, which the A- 
poſtles made, when 7#das turned _Hpoſtata, pars ,and 

| | ung 
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bung himſelfe. In which EieQion, they made choyle of 
Saint Mathias, a man well knowen, as one that had 
beene bred'vp amongſt chem, and from whom they had re- 
ceiued very. good fatisfattion. .0portet ex his wirg, qui no- 
biſcum ſunt congregati, in omni tempore, quo dominus ye. 
Teſtem reſurretFionis eius nobiſcum fleri vnum ex iſts, 
Wherefore .of theſe men, which haue accompanicd with 
vs, all the time, that the Lord Icſus was conuerſantamongſt 
vs,&c.Muſt one of them be made 2 Wirneſſe with. vs ofhis 
ReſurreRion. I ſay,that when Kings finde ſufficient partes 
and aduantagious abilities in thoke whom they know,and 
haue neere about them, and in their Court, the Ele&tion 
may in all likely-hood ſeemeto light more ſafely and happe- 
ly vpon them, then any. other. For they, who being till in 
our cyc, diſcouer no faultes, itmay be preſumed, that they 
haue not any; For if they had,in ſuch perſons they would 
hardly be hid.. And let this be. exemplified in ſome,nay 
' many, of thoſe your pifures which being beheld a farre off. 


feeme to be curious pceces, butdrawing neere.vnto them, 


appeare to be bar courſe worke, and diſcouer great faultes. 


And therefore Diogenes ſayd, you muſt ſtand aloofe to 
looke vpon great Starues; AndIfay ; That he whoin his 
ſpecch, ſeemeth robe wiſe and diſcreete, ought to be: taken 
for no lefſe, For by a mans ilent reſeruedneſſe,and holding 
his peace, it is not much, ifhe. paſſefor a wiſeman; becauſe 
the Holy- Ghoſt ſaith ; St#/rus quoque fi tacuerit, ſapiens 


reputabitur: Enen a foole, when he holdeth his peace, is- 
counted wiſe. In like manner, may he ſeeme to.be a good | 
Man, that is a great way from vs, becauſe we neither fee - 


his deedes, nor heare his words. And peraduenture, for 


this reaſon it was ordayned, that the Pope could not be. 


choſen, vnleſſe he had becene one of the number and fellow- 


ſhip of thoſe Cardinalls there. preſent at the time of. the | 
Eleion, And when kings,cannot meete with ſufficient pers | 


ſons amongſt thoſe whom. they know, they muſt ot 
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thers out, though they bee farther off. For fo did the 
wiſeſt King that cuer was, King Sa/omor ; who vicd dili 
gences out of his owne Kingdome, for to ſecke out the 
beſt Arrificers, and ſuch as were the fitteſt and ableſt men 
for the _ of the Temple. He could not cotitent him- 


ſelfe with good workemen onely, but he ſought out thoſe 
likewiſe, that were the beſt, and the worthieſt. The like 
courſe ought Kings to take ; who alwayes,in thoſe Ele&i- 
ons that they make, for the building and vpholdingof this 
Edifice of the Church, ſhould not content themſelues with 
ele&King onely thoſe that are good, bur in ſecking out the 
beſt and the worthicſt. Whereby their Conſcicnce {hall 
reſt the more ſecure, and freer from opinion. Whereas 
in doing the contrary, thoſe that are the wiſeſt, and the 
moſt learned, affirme ; That their Conſcience is not onely 
charged therewith but that they are likewiſe bound to the 
reſtitution of the robbery, ' that is therein done to the 
Church. And it is a lamentable thing, that for to plea. 
ſure a priuate ſubie, that he may cate and drinke his fiil, 
and triumph in his plcaſures, a King ſhould pur himſelfe 
in hazard of going to Hell. But aboue all the foreſayd 
diligences, Kings ought to haue recourſe vnto Prayers & 
ſupp:ications, beſeeching Almightic God that he will illu- 
minate their vnderſtandings that they may cle& the beſt, 
For ſo did the Apoſtles ; who being to picke out two of 


| of the beſtout of the whole pack of thoſethat were there, 


at the time, when they were to proceede to the Elefion, 
they betooke themſelues to prayer, vttcring theſe words 
fo fall of meckenefſe and humilitic ; T» domine, qui noſti 
Corda omniam, Oftende, quem elegeris ex bis duobus nam, 
—_ locurms Miniftery hwins:Thou Lord,whichknoweſt 


. the hearts of all men, ſhew whether of theſerwo, thou baſt 


choſen, thar hee may take the roome of this Adminiftra- 
 tzon,and Apoſtleſhip. For,being that mens goodneſſe and 
ſuthciencic, principally confiſteth in the inwardft part - the 
cart, 
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heart, which is ſacloſc, and ſo ſubic& to change, that God 
onely can truly. knoy it, it is fit, that we ſhould refer the 
Mayne of theſe our EleQions to him, to the end thar they 
may bc guided by his Holy.Spirit, and that hee may be the 
chicfe and principall Ele&or in them. | 
This, which we hauc {aid touching prouiſion of thoſe 
that are knowen in .Court, it ſcemeth, that it may open a 
gap for thoſe that are tumultuous Pretenders,and ambiti- 
ous Courtiers, to (carry all before them, and ler nothing 
that falls, ſcape their fingers. For theſe are much better 
knowen, then thoſe wiſe and vertuous men, whoordinari- 
ly live retyred, and attend more to the Complying with 
obligations of their profefhon, and fun&tion, then to the 
Compliments of thoſe, who ſpend their whole life in pre. 
tenfions. And ithapneth not once, nor twice, but dayly,and 
ordinarily, that they who follow the Court, and ticquent 
Princes Pallaces, haue not ſo much followed their Rtudies, 
and frequented the ſchooles. And few there are of them, 
which take pleaſure in reading of bookes, to informe their 
knowledge, and to ſupply that, which is defe&tiue in them, 
concerning the knowledge of bulineſſes, and the true vn- 
derſtanding and execution of their Offices. But the miſe- 
ric of it is, that if a wiſe and prudent Man ſhall ſeeke to make 
| his entrance and acceſſe-to the King, the Porters will ſhur 
the doore againſt him. And fooles hauing ſach freeentrance 
itis no wonder tbat wiſe men are kept our. As it hapned 
to that wiſe Philoſopher who being clad in a meane but 
honeſt habit, preſſed amongſt the reſt to the Kings Ante- 
camera, or with-drawing Chamber, where hee vied to giue 
Audience, hauing-very necefſary occafion to ſpeake vnto. - 
him. But as hee offered to comein, the. Porter ſtill clappt 
the doore againſt him, and would not ſuffer him to enter. 
Hee beinga diſcreete man, preſently entred intothe recko- 
ning oft, and ſecing how the world went, ſhifted himſelfe 
our of the companie, and changing his- poore, for oe 
| ir, 
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; Habit, and being in thefalhionas others vſe to be, that are 


not knowen,to make'them felies knowen in Court,way was 
made him, and he preſently letin. Andat his going in, hee 


kiſſed his cloake, and ſayd, Hovors honorantem me,quia quod 


virtus nos potuit, vets obtinuit +I honour thee, thathaft 
honourd - me, for what vertue could not effe&, my coſt- 
ly cloathing hath obtained; For 'he 'thatis rich and well 
clad, is commonly the beſt knowen and moſt reſpeRed.

fume ofhis Vertuc,Holineſſe, and Learning ( which. is. as 
Saint; Pew! ſays of himſclfe, and his fellow Labourers, the : c., . i 
ſweet ſauour of Chriſt ) thereis no neede to ſecke for any — 
other knowledge,or to make any farther Inquiry ; for this 
is ſufficient of ir (elie-ro, makechoyſe of him, and to con- 
ferre vpon him the greateſt Offices of truſt; Ir being ſafer to 
put them into his hands, then into many of thoſe men,thar 
are more in his Maicſties cye, and by ſight better knowen 
vnto him. For the beſt knowledge of man is by the care. 
And he that will not beleeue me, let him reade Saint Auſtin, Avgup : 
whoin a Letter which he wrote to Saint Jerome , hauing 
expreſſed the great deſire and content that hee ſhould take 
in the knowledge and fight of him, corre&s that ſpeech of 
his, ſaying; That he had not ſpoken well, in ſaying;Thar 
he did not know him, becauſe he had ſeenc his moſt learned 
bookes wherein were repreſented vnto himhis very heart 


and foule. In like manner, he that ſhall be knowen by the 
like fame, or by the learned bookes, that hee hath written ; 
Or if he be a ſouldijer,by the ;great and noble As thar hee 


hath done, or by his good gouernment, in- thoſe places of . 
Commaund which hee hath held ; Such a: ove I fay, is 


ſufficiently well knowen, though he had neuer put his 


head within the Court gates, or ſcene the Pallaces. of 


Kings, - The fecond kind of knowledge, is.that which your 
- ambitious and ſolicitous pretenders doc, giue ofthemſcſues, 
whoarcordinary Attendants and Afhſtents in the Courts 
and palaces of Kings and Princes,and the houſes of their, 
Miniſters, ſeeking to inſinuate:themſclpes into their grace 
and favour, by flattcrics, Compliments, and 'Lyes, and of- 
tentimes by giftes and ſubornations,. againſt which the 
doore is, neuer ſhut, becauſe they carry about them { ifneed 
be ) the: Maſter;Key, not agilded key, .but a key of,..pure 
golde,whoſe bitts, and R—_ arc,of diamonds; by which 
they maketheir way, remouc all; difficulties, open the cun- 
ning locks, and cntex the ſtrongeſt caltles> This is notthat 

De ue | knowledge; 
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knowledge; which is here required for conferring Offices 
vpon them, bur rather to ſhut chem ont of all : For-it is to 


. be preſuppoſed,that theſe whodoc thus negociate, and pay 


ſoundly for their places, muſt make their belt profit ofthem 
and ſell at deare rates, that they may the ſooner get out of 
debr, and haue wherewith all-- ro maintaine themſelues, 
their wiues; their children, and their familic.- But to theſe 
kinde of men, Kings may ( and with a great deale of reaſon) 


 vſeby way of anſwer, thoſe words of our Sauiour Chriſt: 


Amen, Amen,dico webs, neſciovos: Verily, verily, I ſay vnto 
you, I know you nor. 

I will here likewiſe lay open one notable Coſenage and 
deceit, which kings, vſually ſuffer by the cunning plots,and 
bolde impudencies of pretenders, and by the fauour of 
thoſe which put co their heiping hand, and giuethem their 
beſt furtherance, And this it is: Thar when any of theſe 
pretenders is priuie to himfelfe, that hee hath not the like 
parts of Learning and Vertue and other abilities,as others 
haue, to mount at the firſt flight to thoſe high places, 
whereunto their ambirion aſpireth, they ſeeke to enter into 
the baſeſt and meaneſt Offices, and that by baſe and vile 
meanes, cither by buying them with their money,as good 
cheape as they can; and when their purſe cannot ſtretch 
ſo farre, worke themſelues in by the Codpiſſe, by match- 
ing witch this or that other Courticrs Kinſewomar, and 
other the like humane reſpe&s, making theſe the ſtepps for 
rheir preferrment. God ccliver all good Kings from ſuch 
kinde of Pronifions} eſpecially if they be preferred by them 
to places of Audience, andof Tuſtice; for therein ſhall they 
ſinne grieuouſly, becauſe they put men into then; that are 
ignorant, and neceflitated, who, for to relicue their wants, 
and tomaimaine their Vanities, they, and their wiues' rake 
bribes, and ſer Triſtice 6ur' to ſale. And ſo, not by' degrees, 
and by little and little, but in! all poſt haſte, (tothe great 
pretudice of the Common-wealth ) they goe ſtill aſcending 
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to greater places, and higher Dignities, whercin they goc 
' on in doing greater hurt and more miſchicfe. And theſe 
kinde ofmen, are like vnto your Martiners, which if they 
be not raiſed from the carth, arenotable to flye, but being 
raiſed neuer ſo little, they make a very high flight. Sois it 
with theſe men, who not hauing ſufficiencie for che meaneſt 
places, are no ſooner raiſeda little by fauour, and by ſub- 


orning, from thar firſt Office which'they no way delerued, 


bur they afterwards make a higher. pitch; and! goc away 
with the beſt Offices in the Kingdome. And the errour in 
this,is, for that Kings doe thinke, that they are put jn- 
to thoſe places for their merit, and good partes, when: as 
indeed'itis farre otherwiſe. Though ſometimes alfo it cometh 
ſo to paſſe, that Kings knowing how thatſuch aone is not 
fit for ſuch a place, or ſuch an Office, that they may put 
him out of that, clap him into another better and greater 
then the former, and which requireth - greater parts, and 
more fufficiencie z ' crofling that ' ſentence -of our Sauiour 
Chriſt ( who is the eternall wiſdome of his father, and 
cannot lye :) That hee, that is not truſty in alitele, is nor 
to be truſted with much. Neither: can he be held fit for 
_ greater places, that hath nor-ſafficiencie in bim for the

Hereunto Ianſwer, that there is a great deale of difference 
bertwixtſucing to God,and ſuceing to Men,and in the craving 
of ſpirituall goods, and the crauing of Tempora!l. For, in 
ſueing to God, webetter our ſelues much,and thoſe princi. 
pall Vertues, Fazth Hope,and Charitie, are muchincreaſed 

| and augmented. For our Faith increaſeth,when we perition 
God, by acknowledging him to be the vniuerſall Lord of 
all things, who onely can fulfill our requeſts and deſires. 
According to that of Saint Pas! ; —_ abundanter quam 
petimus aut intelligimus, That is able to doe exceeding 
aboundantly aboue all that we aske,or thinke , &c. Like- 
wife Hope; and Charitie, recetue thereby" Increaſe; be- 
cauſe we hope, for a good end of our petition : And for this 
cauſe doc we likewiſe loue God, from whom wee hope to 
recciue 
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' receiue the good, we defire. And this hath the greater 
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force and truth with it, when wee crauc ſpirituall goods. * 
And of theſe ſpake our Sauiour when hee ſayd ; Perrize, op 
accipietis. And the Apoſtle S. Zemes ſaith ; if any of you fame 1.5. 
lacke wildome, lt him aske of God, which giueth to all 
men liberally,and reprocheth no man, and it (hall be giuen 
him. Butir is conditionall, and bounded witha Nihil heſe. 
taxs ; That he askein faith, and waver not. VVhich may 
likewiſe be vnderſtood of Temporall goods,as they are or- 
daynedto a ſpiricual!, and ſuper-naturallend. Butto aske of 
men,produceth farre different effets. And therefore we 
are to conlider,that for one of theſe two ends men may aske 
remporall chings; Either for to raiſe themſclues, or to.reme- 
dicrhemſelues. Ofthe latterof theſe, who demand their pay 
and ſatisfaRion for their ſeruices, for the remedying and re- 
licuing of their neceflities, wee haue already ſaid, that they 
are not to bee blamed; butin conſcience, and Tuſtice, wee 
are to helpe them, and make them due fatisfaRion, in that 
which of right belongeth vato them, Of the former who 
ſceke to rayſe themlſclues, they ſtand crouching and knee- 
ling with cap in hand to obtaine their purpoſe, being very 
dextrous and diligent in doing courrtelies, obſequious in their 
outward behauiour, kifling the hand, and making Congies 
downe to the ground, and proftrating chemſclucs at the feer 
of thoſe, who they thinke may doc them good, dawbing 
their Compliments with baſe and ſeruile flatteries.Of which 
kinde of men,the Holy Ghoſt ſaith ; &ff qui nequiter bumi- 
liat ſe, x interiors ei plena ſunt dolo. There is ſome, that 
being about wicked purpoles, doe bow downe themlſelues, 
whoſe inward parts, burnealtogether with deceit: Being like 
vnto your birdes of rapine, who though ir be naturall vnto 
them to flye vpand downein the ayre, yet are content to 
ſtoope and abaſe themſclues, the better to ſeaze on their 
prey. Whichis cuen to a letter or ( as theyſay ) toa haire 
the very ſame, that Kings David fayd : Inclinavitſe,ty cader, Phlren, 
P | cums 
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walt worthy, to ſuc for it; 


cum deminatus ne panpernm He crowcheth,and boweahs 


and therefore heapesof poore doe fall by his might. Or, 
as.it is in the Originall: ve dominetar pauperum. He humbles 
himſclfe, that thereby be may grow great, and come to do- 
minecreand ſwagger ouer the poore, For all their reuerences 
and adorations, ſerueto-no other end, but toraiſe themſelues 
vpon the wings of their ambition, that when they are in a 
good place,they may ſtoope the freer to their pray : So that 
choſe, who but yeſterday had them ar their feete, ſee them 
now towring ouer their heads, and looſe the ſightof them; 
whom they. adore thus rayſed, as thoſe before adored them, 
when but lately,1.ke poore ſnakes, they licked the duſt with 
their:xongue, and trayled their belly on the ground. And 
growing now warme in the boſome of greatneſle, ſting thoſe 
moſt, who did moſt foſterand cheriſhthem. And thele men, 
though they negociate well with men, and get what they 
pretcnd, yet doc they not obtaine any thing at Gods hands, 
who ncucr grants vnto them what they defire for ſuch like 
ends. According to that of Saint 7ames ; yeaske,and receiue 
not, becauſe ye askeamiſſe,that ye might lay the ſame out on 
your pleaſures. Howbcit ſometimes it is granted vnto them 
for their furcher puniſhment and chaſticement. For, a&S: 
Auſten afthrmeth ; cMulra Dew concedit iratus,que nega- + 
ret propitizs;God grant; many things in his wrath, which 
he denyes in his loue. And-that, which is recounted of 
Auguſtus Ceſar;is not mach amiſle from the purpoſe, who 


being importuned to-beſtow an Office vpon one,who with 


great inſtance begged it of him, would by no mcanes- give 
it him, but conferrd'it on another that never ſued for it, bur 
did better- deſerue it. And he alleadging the perſcuerance 
of his petitions, and complayning, that he hauing becne ſo 
long and earneſt a ſuitor, he ſhould beſtow it vpen onethat 
hadneuer ſought vnto him for it, Ceſar made him this 
anſwer :Ts eras dignus qui p_ z #lle, qui acciperet: Thou 
ut hee, to hanc it. oy are 
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ſome things which may be recciued, which may nor fo well Vhoien.l, 

be ſued for, ſo faith Y/piam in acertaine Law of his 3 _2#e-Y«f Sueian 
dam enim, tametſy honeffe accipiantur, inhoneſte tamen pe- 9 i de 

zuntur : There are certaine things ( ſayth he ) which aibeir Manag 

they may be honeſtly recciued, yet may they be vnhoneſtly Pompiniugl.z. 

Kings are to beſtow theirfauours, bur orhers mult 5; _ wa 

not ſue for them. Hoc non petti, ſed preſtari ſolere, ſaithano- SY 

ther Law ; it is fit, good turnes ſhould be done, but not ſued 

forto be done. Andit was the ſame mans ſaying ; Inuitam, 

non ambientem, efſe ad rempublicam aſſumendum: Thar. he, 
that was vnwilling to receiue honour,nor hethat did ambiri» 
oully ſeck after it was to be preferred in theCommon- wealth, 
And truſt me, I cannot ſearch intothe reaſon, why it ſhould 

become a Cuſtome, not togiue, but to thoſe that aske; For 
neither they, that give, doe, gaine- thereby, nor they that / 
aske, are bettred chereby. For to giue, is ſomuch the more | 
worthy prayſe,and thankes,by how much the more liberally 
and freely it is giuen. And the Prouerb faith : Bs dat, quz 
citd dat: He doubles his gift, that giues quick'y, Where- 
as he, that ſtays looking and expeting to be ſued vnto,ſee- 
meth to giue with an ill will, and not ſoffreely as he ſhould. 
For ( as Sexeca truly faith ) there is not any thing that coſtes 
a man dearer, then that which is bought by intreaties, and 
petitionings. And therefore, as often as cither offices, or 
Rents, are beſtow'd on thoſe, which deſerue them, without 
making ſuite for them, the whole body of the Common- 
wealth doth commend and indeare the re&itude, and iuſt 
dealing of the Doner. And all good 4nd vertyous men 
rake heart and inconragement thereby, and. are fill'd with 
good hopes ; and thoſe, which are otherwiſe,aſhamed and 
confounded ; and becomes the meanes many times of mas» 
king them turne ouer a new leafe, and leaue their former 
lewd courſe of life. But when this rigour and-:ftriQneſle is 
obſcrued, of not giuing to him. that asketh. nog;though hee 
meritand deſerne the ſame, i” ſcemcth to be made a merito- 
2 rious 
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rious cauſe, to ſuc, and to negociate, and occaſion giuen, 
that morecarc ſhould be placed in this, then in deſeruin 

well, whereby mens mindes and courages, haue their edge 
abared, and are diſhartened. For to aske, when it is nor for 
the end aforcſayd, it draweth on this inconuenience with it. 
Which is ©4ri{ot/es opinion, and is made good in all true 
reaſon of Mora]l Philoſophy. The Apoſtle S. Pazl, quoteth 
a ſentence, which our Sauiour Chriſt vſcd often to repeate; 
Beatins eſt magis dare, quam accipere: Farremore excellent, 
and more prayſe-worthy is it, to. giue, then to take, And if 
not to take, be ſo good a thing, much better ſhall itbe, nor 
to aske, for that this is, the ordinary meanes to the other, 
And herein did the Saints of God glorie much, and Saint 
Pexl ſaith of himſclfe ; That he would rather line by the 
labour of his hands, then be imporrunate in crauing. And 
that great Prophet Samwel,that which he did moſt prize 
and iuſtific himſelfeof before the people, was, that hee had 
faithfully performed his funRion, without crauing or taking 
any thing, There was a time, wherein the Romane Senate 
did ordaine, that the Conſullſhip, and other the chicfe 
Magiſtracies, ſhould not be giuen to any, fauec ſuch as ſued 
for them. This Law, at firſt was good ; forthen, none durſt 
preſume to ſue for them, but thoſe, who in the peoples opi- 
nion did well deſerue them, and tooke it for a great affront 
that they ſhould recciue a deniall. Sothatby this meanes 
eucry one did labour by hisnoble ARions to deſerue that 
Dignitie,as alſo that all the peoplemight thinke him worthy 
thereof. Afterwards, this proued to be a very pernicious 
Law; for, nos thoſe, who by their vertues, and heroicall_ 
Ads, did deſerue this Honour, but thoſe, that were the 
moſt powerfull did ſue for it, whileft others, for feare of 
theſe, durſt not ſhew themſclues in the buſines, and ſo were 
viterly excluded from thoſe honourable Offices. This in- 
conuenience,was takennotice of, and P»blics/a the Conſull 
raade a Law, vpon painc of death, wherewith he was to be

ſucceſſe. So thar in, very deede,there is TW bs 
bad Fortune, bur ir is the will of God, that rules and 
gouerns all ; and the care, and prudence, wherewith men 
haue recourſe .vnto that, 'which is fit. and conuenient for 
them. * And therefore is, prudence. in Kings , of that 
great importance, and ought to be, ( as we ſayd of the 
Spouſes noſe) like a high rower ; and not according. to 
that modell as they would hauc it, but it muſt be placed 
vpon Mount Zebanop ; to the end, that. being. in fo high 
and eminent a. place, it-may make the better difcoucry.

occaſions. For ( as £Ariſtotle, and Plato avouch ) 
no' man can gouerne well, that 1s not prudetit. In an. 
cient times, the Common people were of opinion, that 
Pradence was annexed vnro Kings, ahd that they had 
a particulat gift to fore-fee that, which was to come, 
And ſuch, as were prouident, and prudent, they held to 
bee Diuine. True it is , that wiſedome is the gift of 
God, and wee muſt craue it of him, as did cMoſes, 
Toſhua, Danid, Seloton, and otter wiſe Kings. Which 
to obraine, wee muſt ſhunne' and flye from {inne; for, 
it is impoflible that hee ſhould: bee prudent, char is:hot 
vertuous. And ſo much hath a mar of prudence, as hce 
hath of vertue. And according tothis meaſtrre, ſhall the 
authoritic, credite, and opinion bee which hee ſhall hold 
with the people. The Offices and effeAs, which Prudence 
doth, and cauſeth, are many; And ſome of them are

The Lord is mercifull and gracious, ſlow- to anger, and 
plentious in mercie : that is ; Of wide noſtfills, full of 
ſufferance and patience ; for the ſmoake of fury and choler- 
doth not ſo ſoone runne vp the chimney,asin thoſe which 

hauc ſtraight and narrow noſtrils, who are foone hot;,and 
ſodainely incenſed to anger. And the ſelfe ſame Pbz/o faith, 

that in the Zevitical Law, they were notadmitted to the. 
Preiſthood, who had cirher a little; crooked, or diſpropors - 
tioned noſe, as being leſle fit for. that Miniſtery. The one; | - 
are hot and cholerick:; the other, ill-inclined.

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and theſe are miſlik't of all , but that, as much commen- | 
ded, which ſignifies magnanimitic, bounrifullneſle, and ge- 
nerouſnes, and isof ſufficient largeneſſeto ſuffer and diſſem- 
ble anger, and not to haue the chimney choaked with a 
little ſmoake. A qualitie, fo much importing Kings, that 
from thence did ariſe that Prouerb ; 2u7 neſcit diſumalart 
neſcit regnare : Hee that knowes not how to diflemble, 
knowes not how to rule. And there was a King of late 
times, which ſtickt not to ſay, that hee would not haue 
his ſonne know any more Learning, then that which this 
ſentence doth containe, tor that jr was fo good and pro- 
firable a Leſſon for Princes. Tiberius Ceſar, did glorie in 
no one thing more, then in the Arte of Diſhmulation, 
wherein he was ſo excellent, that neuer any, vpon any, 
though neuer ſo great occafions giuen by him, could 
ſearch into his intents, or diue into his thoughts. In the 
ſtory of the Kings,it is written ; Thar at the very ſame 
time, that God commaunded the poſſefhon of the King- 
dome\to be giuen vnto Sa»l,which was the firſtKing he had 
nominated, ſome ill diſpoſed perſons, that were malitiov(ly 
bent againſt him, did murmure at him, and ſpeake ill of 
him, ſeeming to ſcorne, and ſer light by him. | Burt God 
had giuen bim ſuch a meaſure of wiſedome, and diſcretion, 
that alchough all that chey had ſayd, came to his care, 
Ipſe vero aiſimulabat ſe andire: Yet hee held his peace, 
and would not ſceme to take notice of it. For, when Kings 
come newly to their Crownes, and that the things of the 
Kingdome are not yet throughly ſettleg, ic is great pru- - 
dence to reſerue with diffimulation the puniſhment” of 
great perſons, that with better occafion, and in a better 
conjunfure, he may proceed againſt them, as reaſon and 
Juſtice ſhall require. That King ſhall not be accounted 
wiſe, that ſhall pretend execution of Tuſtice with the dan- 
ger of Inſurre&ions, and ſeditions; nor ſhall the iuſtifica- 
tion of his intent , ſuffice to execute his raſhneſſe in the 
meanes, 
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meancs,vnlefle hee firſt ballance the buſineſſe, and ſee which 
way the ſcale will inclinezas to ſce, how farre hee may 
rely vpon the loue of his ſubie&ts, and how the end may 
forte with his deſignes, leſt- the danger of the ſcandall & 
| diſobedience, may proue to bee greater, then the profir 
at can ariſe trom the execution of Iuſtice, For in ſuch

and diflimulation, thoſe orders and decrees, which d 
croſle the peoples humonr,or that ſtand not with his liking 
that is powerfull wich them ; For if they ſhould be divul- 
ged before their duetime and ſeaſon, they would (erue 
for nothing elſe, but to incenſe mens mindes, and perad- 
uenture to turne them againſt himſelfe, Which certainly 
- might well hauebeene Da#ids caſe with 7oab, if hee had 
ſhewed himſelte offended, and openly vented his ſpleene 
againſt him, whileſt he had his ſword in his band, and 
ſtood lo fayre in — affteion ; who in thathurre 
might haue done ( he knowes what) for the aduan+ 
cing of his ambitious ends. 1n ſuch caſes, it is great pru- 
dence in a Prince, ( contineuing ſtill firme and conſtant 
in his purpoſe )to benefic himſelte by diffimulation, wai- | 
ting for a fit time and ſeaſon, when without danger bee 
may ynmaske himſelfe, and with the fafery of his realme 
nk perſon, pur his reſoſution in execution. A word well 
Prou.25,11, KERr, and fittly ſpoken,is ( ſaith Sa/omen) like apples of 
gold, in pi&ures of filuerz which doth not onely (hine 
and giue a glorious luſter, bur worketh it's cf, and diſ- 
couereth the art and cunning of it's Maſter. And King 
Daxzjd hauing heard the — words, and reviling 
tcarmes which Shimei to the very face of him, and in a 
loud voyce; vttred in the preſence ofthoſethat were with 
him, wiſcly diſſembled bis rayling, and was angry with | 
Abifhaz, becauſe he was catneſt withhim, that hee might 
preſently take due chaſticement of him, and reueage the 
great affront hee had done him, and would by no meanes 
.giue conſent, that any one of all his Army ſhould once 
moue or ſtirre againſt him. For, that holy King thought | 
it fit in his wiſedome, to leaue him to that _— | |

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which heeafterwards ſpecified to his fonne Salomon, that 
he might teach Kings theſe two things. Firſt torelyc on 
God, and to attend his leaſure, who willdoe that for them, 
which they cannot doe for themſcdlues; As he'did inthat 
_ caſe of Moſes brothers murmuritg.-againſt him, which 
cehimſelfe ſo mildely and fayrely diſſembled. Bur God, 
to whoſe account runn's the honour of his Miniſters, tooke 
the cauſe into his owne hands, Secondly ; That it is not fir 
to be ſolicitous in appointing Iadpes, and Informers, at'all 
howers, and in all places; againſt ſuch, as in ſome occaſions, 
aſſume libertie of ſpecch, and freely'vtrer 'their-mindes. For, 
asanotherſayd; In free places, and'perſons thatare likeyife 
free-bornepwee cannot at-all times exerciſe thar lauery vp: 
on ther,as toclapaTLocke and chaine vpon their tongues ; 
Who :cou!d hane done this'berter; then that omniporent 
King Chriſt Teſs, when thoſe licentious and looſe-tonguett 
Libertines,reproached him with ſuch ſharpe & birter Tartnts' 
as toucht him to the quick-in his honour; andyet cuen then 
with what a royall minde, and princely 'reportmene td 
hecarry himſelfe, in thoſe few mildeand moderate words, 
which he ſpake vnto them. Kings ought not to expreſſe'any 
alteration,turbation,or difcompoſure;forthoſe things Which! 
they ſee, nor to. be ſtartled cuery foote with that, *which' 
they heare, nor to ſhew themſclues offended ar thar, which 
is muttred and murmured of them.//But let them'( a god's 
name) mend.that, which-is :amiffe; and then their'murte-' 
ring and myrmuring*wilt-ceaſe ofiriſelfc?**Heerettkewilſe, 
Kings are taughg,not' to be” curious inquiters after choke, 
that ſpeakeill 'ofthem, nor ro gjueieare tocuery idle 'cotn-' 
plaint ; For if it be once perceiued, ttiat their eare$'itche'aF-/ 
rer:this; infinite will the namber of Delators, and Informer, 
be.

brow, biting the lip or the like, which kind of carriage, 
ſery'd as a condemnation, and was ſeucrely puniſhed. Bur 
it.is. fitter for Tyrants then Chriſtian Kings, to ſtandr 
in feare of thetongues of the vulgar,it being the part 6f a 
magnanimous minde,to know how to forget,and forgiue in- - 
turies, eſpecially thoſe of the tongue, to whoſe iuriſditipn, 
the moſt powerfull, are moſt ſubief. And if they ſhquldje. 
uenge this wrong vpon account, .the number would be ſo 
greac,and riſc to ſuch an infinite ſum,that they may quick- 
ly bring their Monarchie toan end. Thar which moſt im- 
porteth for their own and their Empires quiet, is to ſhake all 
kindc of ſuſpition outof their minde ; and whatſecuer others 
thinke of them and their affaires, they ought to: be ſo farre 
from being troubled therewith,that it ſhould no whit moue 
them. Holding itto be ( as Seneca ſayth ) the ſweeteſt mancr 
of pardon, to pretend ignorance of the deli, and, to exa- 
mine with carchis owne care'ele carriage,and open negles, 
if he aue-committed any, and-if not, not to care a pin 
what they ſay. For the Vulgar is a beaſt of many heads, 
andas it is impoſſible to ſatisfic al of themy,lo ts there no rea- 
ſpn,thar they {ſhould have an- Account giuen them of thar 
which the Prince doth. It is ſufficient, that the wiſer and 
raucr ſort, know, and eſtecme both him, and his procee- 
ings. . This was the doQrine of that great King, Philip 
the ſecond, who wrote vnto. his Viceroy in Neples, as bol. 
laweth: Neceſſario es, que generneys de: manera; "que todos 
buenos y matos,no fe quexem as v05. Tt is requiſit,you ſhould 
fo. carry'your ſelfe in your goncrnment, that all, as well 
good as bad, may not complains ef you. And this was ano- 
ther of his which he delinered to his ſuccefſour, Forc,ofo

longeth vnto vs, is, To proccede fo, that the good may nor 
liker /iſe hate vs. And this King very well vnderſtood, that 
it is proper vnto Kings ( as Hexandey laid ) to doe well, & 
to heare ill. Yet are they notto imagine, that that which is 
cauſeleſſe ſayd againſt them, can any whirtdiminifh or leſſen 
their honour; For it Ntands not with their condition and 
greatneſſe, that none ſhould ſpeake ill of them, but that they 
ſhould doe no ill : And then no ſuch thing can be ſayd of 
them,but by the way of falſhood and lying,which wil ſoone 
vaniſh, Yer notwithſtanding will I not ſay; nor ſhall if orte 
enter into my thought, to approve the impudencie and 
inſolencie ot the licentious Satyriſts but- rather holde 
them worthy of ſenere puniſhment, eſpecially when 
they touch-ypon theperſonsof Kings, whom all their 'ſirb- 
ie&s,both by Gods Law,and the Law of natufe,- oughitto 
reſpe&t,honour, and obey. Yer-withall I fay, that ir is great 
prudence,to diſſemble vpoy ſome occaſions,be they neuer fo 
great, andtobeeloſe and ſecret in their intentions, till they 
ſce a fit timeto infli& puniſhment, and when it may be'done 
with leaſt noyſe. For ſome men ſometimes, ſeeking to ſup- 
preſſe the fire, by turning and ſtirring the ſticks, inflame it 
the more, Andifatany time vpon vrgent occalions,and vp- 
on the odiouſneſle and foulenefle ofthis or that other fa, 
(ceaſon and iuſtice ſo requiring it ) they ſhall be forced to . 
vſe ſeuere puniſhment, let it be mingled with moderation 
and mildeneſſe, that all men may vnderſtand, that it doth 
not ariſc out of. anger and diſpleaſure, bur out of zeale and 
loue to the publick good; which. forceth them thereunto, & 
obligeth them in conſcience thus rigorouſly to proceede a-

pardon, it is not for that heis willing to leave fin vnpuniſh- 
ed, but becauſc hce pretendeth the amendment of the delin= 
quent. And moreclſpecially, when they ſce,that he recom- 
penceth with benefits, the rigour and ſharpencſſe of his cha. 
fticements by throwing fauours on a brother, a father or a 
ſonne of that party, whoſe Head he hath commanded to be 
taken from his ſhoulders. Whichgracious dealing will aſſure 
the people ofthe ſweeteneſle of the Princes nature, and his 
pitifull diſpoſition,nor will they attribute the iuſtice he ſhall 
doe vpon them to crueltic, The concluſion of this Diſcourſe 
{hall he;this, That it is of great importanee, thar all men 
ſhould know, that nothing can be hid from the King, be ir 
neuer ſocloſe and ſecret, for the many and priuate diligences 
which he vſech-forintelligence,by the meanes of ſundry per- 
{ons of all ſorts, highand low, of all Eſtates and qualities, 
(whom the wiſeſtand the waryeſt cannot avoyde ) deputed 
by his Maicſtic diligently tolabour to heare,and vnderſtand 
the rumours and complaints of the peop'c,and the good & 
ill, that is either ſaid or done, and togiue him aduiſe there- 
of,thathe may informe himſetfe of the truth ofrhem,and ap: 
p'Y ſuch remedies;as he in his wiſedome ſhall thinkefir. And 
et all men know; that there was never any thing fo cloſely 
carried, which either early or late,at onetime, or other, hath 
not ( by good diligences vſed) bin brought to light, & made 
known tothe king; And therfore my aduiſe vnto thee, ſhallbe 
that which S«lewop giuesthee;Curſenot cheKing,nonot in 
Fought: Forabirdeof theayregſha'l carry rhe- voyce, 
and that which hath. wings, ſhalltd! che matter.

vnthankfull people. - And this is indeared by Saint qv. 
broſe, and Philo Ind ews, both of them affirming ; That to- 
wards God anely, hce ſhewd himſelfe as tour as a Lyon, 
and ful of courage, refiſting the vengeance,tharGod would - 
haue taken of his people, but with them, was as mecke and 
gentle as aLambe. A generous breaſt,and the courteous and 


Plaine carriage of Kings quercometh all; pacifteth atl, and

cth the-uncuencit andcrookedeſt difpoſitions. Which. 
we may well exemplificin 14cob,and Dasid. Of the former 
the Scripture ſaith z Eras homolens: He wasa {moth man. 
He « as ſmoath in his countenance,lwectein his conucrſart- 
on, and naturally of a-generous and peaceable_condition. 
Now. ſee, what heigot þy thisz. Hee gayned his fathers 
bleſſing, his brothers birth righr, his Vnckles daughters 
and wealth; and the good will and loue of all men. And 
of David, it, is layd y Erat rufws,cy pulcher afpecFu, facieque 
decora: . Thathee was: ruddy, and withall, of a beautifull 
countenance, and goodly to looke to. He was of atonely 
and gracious aſpeR, milde, affable, and aboue all, agreat 
friend vnto goodneſſe. and well doing, onely with his plea» 
fing preſence, hee drew the cyes ofall the people after him; 
who1oyed inthe fightof him z And with this,did he winne . 
their hearts, got their good wills;and gayned the kingdotne. 


| When by a good and painefull induſtric, and a ſweet beha- 


uiour, the heartsare firſt ſeazed 0n, it is an eafie matter to 
conquer Kingdores.: In the ſacred: Hiſtoric of the Me- 
habees, axe recounted the: heroyicalt As which thatgreat 

Iptaine.. Ivdgs,anthis brethren, archciuedin: Spaive, the 
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Kings and Kingdomes which they ſubdued; the nations 
which they conquered, and made tributary to their Em- 
pire; and the great treaſure of gold and filuer, which they 


purchaſed.And all this they effefted by their good Coun- 
ſayle, gentleneſſe, and patience z giving Kings thereby to 
vndcrſtand, that if they be of a mecke, peaccable,and no- 
ble condition, they ſhall be Lords and Maſters of mens 
wealths, and hcarts. And this made Polibims to fay;that 
4 courteous and peaceable King, conquers all with quiet 
neſſe, cuery man being willing to yeelde and ſubmit _bim- 
ſelfe to a ſoft and generous diſpoſition, that is free from 
anger, and fullofclemencie. And this is that Legaciewhich 


God allotted and left vnto them long agoe in the olde ?fl;7.1, 


Teſtament. Manſueti, bereditabunt terram: The mecke 
ſhall inheric the earth. And afterwards, in thenew Teſta- 


ment, he renewes this promiſe: 7pſi poſidebumt terram: Mar5.s. 


They ſhall inheric the earth. They ſhall be Lords of the 
earth; That is: of the men vpon carth, and of their poſ- 
ſcffions.For,by this carth which God promiſeth vnto them, 
S. Bervard vnderſtands the ſame carth, whereof men are 
formed, And it is viuall in Scripture, to call men carth.. 
And thereby is likewiſe vnderſtood, that of this world, 
which wee hecre inhabit, the pofſcſhons thereof, it's go- 
uernment, Scepter and Monarchie, for all this, is but a Pa- 
trimonic, bequeathed toa kinde, ſmooth, and louing nature.

VWhoſe heart, was not haughty, nor his eyes lofty, 
but behaucd and quicted himſelfe, -as a childe that is 
weaned of his Mother. And preſently God collated this

For, neither that great Gouernor of Gods 
people, Hoſes,nor any other after him, is, in all the whole 
body of the Bible to be found, that cuer yer condemned 
the occupation of iudging the people, to bee vaworthy

royall Maiecſtie nor contraric to therepuration of a Kin 
- I-knowno other preiudice in it, ſate that it is impoſſible 
for one ſole: man, to vndergoe ſo great a taske. . And this 
impoſſbilitie ariſeth from the multitude of ſubieds z and 
in that caſe;they aduiſe, That a King ſhould not whoily 
take away his hand from the doing of Iuſtice, but that the 
leſſer and 'more ordinary buſineſſes, hee ſhould remit and 
referr them to different Miniſters, and the weightier cauſes, 
take to bis owne charge, and be preſent in perſon, when 
they come to be fit vpon, and determined; as formetly 
haue done the wiſcſt and greateſt Monarkes, that euer were. 
in the world. Who did cuer cquall King S4/owzon, in 
wiſcdome, greatneſle, and Maieſtie ? yet did hee hold it no 
diſprace vnto him, to humble himſelfe to heare ſuitors, 
iudge their cauſes and to doe them Tuſtice. The Kings of 
the Hebrew people, were called Iudges, becauſe they did 
glorie in nothing ſo much, as to heare,and iudge the people. 
Andin all Nations, this hath alwayes beene the principall 
Office appertaining vnto Kings. And the Holy Ghoſt faith, 
Prou.z9,14 That the King,that faithfully iudgeth the poore, his throne 
ſhall be eſtabliſhed for euer.

ling. T his was the Gounſayle of your olde Counfailours, 


Which had it beene followed by that young King Reho. 3 King.r3. 


boams, his people had not rebelled againſt him, nor hee in 
the beginning of his Empire, ( before he was ſcarce warme 
in his throne ) haue loſt ten Tribes of the Twelue. The 
Common pcople,arc alwayes grumbling,and complayning, 
and ready to runne into rebellion, as being fearcleſle, in 
regard ofrheir multitude,and carcleſſe, for that they bane 
little or nothing to looſe . The Minor Plinte, after that hee 
© had madealarge Catalogue of the naturall vertues of rhe 
Emperour T r4/4»e, after thathe had (ſhewen what great ac- 
count he made of the Common people, he ſayth , Letnota 
Prince deceiue himſelfe, in thinking, that hee is not ro make 
any reckoning of the common peopte ; for without them he 
cannot ſuſtaine, nor defend his Empyre. Andia vaine ſhall 
hee procure other helpe, for that were to ſecke to live witha 
head, without a body; . which beſides that it were mon+ 
firous, it muſt needes. toter and tumble downe with it's 
owne weight, becauſe it hath nothing to.beare ievp. And 
if Kings will needes know what kinde of thing the Com- 
mon peopleis, and whar able to doe vpon all changes -and 
alterations,let them rake intotheir conſideration,thatwhick 
paſſed at thearraignment and death of our Sauiour Chrilt; 
where there was nor that Rule of reaſon of State in the'vileſt 
manner, which was not then praQtized-. And the firſtſtone 
thatthe Princes of, the Scribesand-Pharifees moncdagainſt 


him, was the people; for they knew well enough,chatwith=- * 


out them they could not awe,and feare?/laz6,nor mour him 
by their accuſations, and falſe. yicaciles to condemne him- 
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In the next place, they had recourſe to the particular con- 
ueniency of the Tudge, that he ſhould not be a friend vnto 
Ceſar, but ſhould looſe his loue, if vpon this occaſion the 
people ſhould riſe and rebel; by which trickethey inclined 
him to their partie, and wrought him to preferre his priate 
Intereſt, before publicke Juſtice, and his owne preſeruation, 
before that which was both honeſt and reafonable. Againe, 
it is moreſecure,to procure the fauourand love of the prople, 
and more calie to effe& his purpoſe by them. Moreſecure, 
becauſe without their ioue and affiſtance, no alteration in 
the ſtate cantake effe&. This their loue doth vphold Kings, 
and gets them the opinion of good and vertuous Princes. 
This qualifieth all wrongs, or makes the offenders pay 
foundly for them; againſt whom none dare feemeto be ſin- 
gular. Laſtly, for that the common people, having onely re- 
fpc& ro their particular profit & their own private Intereſt, 
cannot deſire nor pretend .thar, which your greater Peeres, 
and principall-men of the State do, who alwayes(out of their 
ambition ) aſpireto more, and ſtand beating their braines, 
how they may compaſle that, which their imagination tells 
them they want; And by ſo much the more doth this their 
Ambition increaſe, in how mach the greater place they are, 
and in a neere poſſibilitie of that which they deſire. I ſayd 
( before ) morecaſic; becauſe the people content themſelves 
with zqualitie (and chis likewiſe makes well for Kings)with 
the adminiſtration of: [uſtice with common eaſe and reſt, 
with plenty,and with the mildeneſfe,gentlenefſe, and peace. 
ableneſſe of him that ruleth over them. Now, that Kings 
may procure this popular love, it is fit they ſhould make 
choyſe of ſuch Miniſters, as are well beloued of the people, 
that will heare them with patience ; comfort, and heartcn 
them vp, charthey may the more willingly beare the'bur- 
thens that are laid vpon them, the Tributes, Taxes/and rrou- 
bles of the Kingdome, whichinthecnd muſt light alf vpon 
them.For itis not to bedoubted,and experience teacherh ”

tues turns to his hurt, or profit. And let not Kings make 
light reckoning thereof, - nor let them colour ir over with 
Reaſons of Stare ; For he, thar once begins to be hated our 
of an ill conceiued opinion, they charge him withall thatis 
cither well, oril! done. For, there is nothing, bet neuer fo 
good, which bcing ill interpreted, may not change it's firſt 
qualitie inthe eyes of men, who iudge things by apparences: 
Which is another principall cauſe, why Princes ought.to 
procure the loueot che people. For,in concluſion,moſt cer- 
caine it is, that the Common people, is not onely the Iudge 
of Kings,but is their Atrourny, alſo whoſe cenſure none of 
them can. cſcape ; And is that Miniſter, which God makes 
choyle of for to puniſh them in their name and fame,which. 
. is the greateſt of all Temporall puniſhments. Suting with 
that which we ſayd hecretofore of the voyce of the- people, 
that itis the voyce of God.For his diuine Maicſtic vſeth this 
25. 4 meanesto torment thoſe, who haue no other ſuperionr 
vpon carth. And therefore it bchoueth them-ro preuent this. 
miſchicte,and ro winne vnto themrhe peoples affeRion by 
as many waycs as polhibly they can deuiſe, as by their owne 
proper perſon with ſome; with other ſome, by their fauou- ; 
rites and familiar friends ; and' with all by their Miniſtces. A. 
For, there is not ſuch a T «/ly,nor Demeſtheres,withall their 
eloquence, for ro prayſe, or diſprayſe the Aetions ofa King, 
cither to ſalue, or condemne them,as is rhe peoples loue, or 
hatred. A great cauſe likewiſe of procuring this loue, and ro' 
winnethe hearts of the people, &rogiuethem all good con- 
tent, will be, if Kings would be bur plcaſed, whoare Lordsof 
many Kingdomes,and Prouinces,to haue neere about them: 
naturall Miniſters and Counſayloursofall the fayd feucrall 
Kingdomecs,and Prouinces;For Commoqn: wealths,& king- 
domcs,riſent it exceedingly, to ſee themleluesicaftont'of ad- 
nuniſication,and gouerbinent, when they doe notſce at rhe: 
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Kings elbow,or in his Counſell any one oftheir own nation, 
and countrie,concciuing,that they doceither baſcly cſteeme 
of them, or that they dare nottruſt them ; Whence, the one 
ingendreth hatred, and the other,” deſtrethlibertie.” Let a 
King therefore conſider with himſelfe,thar hee'ts a publicke 
perſon, and that he ought not to 'make himfelfe -parcicular 
thatheis a naturall Citizen ofall his Kingdomes and Pro- 
uinces ; arid therefore ought not willingly to make himſelfe 
a ſtranger to any one of them:Thar he is a father to them all, 
& therforemuſt not ſhew-himſelf a Step-fatherto any. And 
thercfore ler him ſtili haue ſome one naturall childe of cuery 
Prouincein his CouncekFor,itis a greatvnhapines to a king- 
dome,notto hauc any one childe of theirs (amongſt ſo many) 
by the:Kings ſide, with whom the Naturalls thereof may 
holderthe better correfpondencie. For theſe more ſpecdi!y,& 
withmore diligenceand loue, treate and diſpatch their buſi- 
neſſes,rhen ſtrangerscithereanor will, whomuſt beſued vn- 
ro0,and will do nothing butvpon earneſt intreaty,or by force 
and compulſion, or like good wary Merchants, by trading 
for ready. mony.Let Kings weigh with themſclues,thar itis 
as narurall a worke in them to afforde fauour vnto all, as in a 
tree to afford fruit. And it is agreat glorie to a king,to oblige 
all nations to loue him. For that: King much deceiueth him-

away with ſuch idle toyes which preſently diſappeare, and 
donot only not giue that fullneſſe & ſatisfaQtion,which they 
promiſc;but rather,as viciousthirſt & hunger, which ariſcth 
from a corrupt and euil humour, increaſeth the more, the 
more we either eate, or drinke , fo theſe temporall delights, 
the morewevſerhem,the morc in ſeeking after them doe we 
finde our ſelues mocked and deluded,and the lefle farisfied. 
Let vs conclude this point with the: teſtimonie of 
our Sauiour Teſis Chriſt, and of that moſt wiſe King,Sa/o. 
mon, and of Saint Gregorie the Great who citing both 
the other, ſpeakes thus. Yolaptarum, nos fallacia null

And by how much the more noble a man 
is, ſo much the more obligation hec hath, to keepe this his 
faith and word, And if. not, fee-the. offence whichis taken 
atir, when,men are taxed: with this faulte, who ate{atiſ- 
fied withno leſle, then with raking away that mans life,rhar 
gocs about to rake away another mans faith and credit;by 
relling him, heelyes, And it isa thing much to be laughed 
at, ( or to ſay better much.tobe lamented) to ſee rhe-great 
folly and rall/procceding! whickypaſſeth-in this kindezand 
concerning this matter for they: acknowledging' in theſe 
their Lawcs, and Duels, what a-great obligation they 
haue to maintaine this their faith, reputation, and credit, 
by alwayes ſaying, and treating. truth, vpon-che 'very leaſt 
alpcr{ion, ſhadowe,; or note: of : falſhood, they * riſent at16 
much, char they ſticke not to fall into ia: worle fſinne 
ſuch as isa_very Lycitſclfe, a loudelye, by lying ſo eaſily, 
and ordinarily, as ſome doe. I aske the queſtion; which -1s 
worſe, to bee lame, or,crooked, or to. fay fiich a one'is fo, 
when as there is no ſuch thing 2 Certainly, it is much worſe 
to be ſo, then to be ſayd, to be ſo. And to' him, that is not 
ſo, methinkes he ſhould make bur little reckoning of what 
they fay in that kinde; and ſhould rather indeauour to 
flye from any. defaulrtin himſelfe, then from thebare- opi2 
nion and {hadowe thereof. Now a-lye, being! a' greater -Hll, 
and a farre fouler default then all theſe,” men- fll-ſo cafily 
thereinto, and make (o little ſcruple of Lying, and more 
Lying, vying Lyc vpon lye ; yea cuenthoſe, that will ay 
downe their life, rather then indure that men thould-ecll 
them they Lye, though .themſelues know they lye; and 
- that theylye not, whotell chem they lye, being onely'of- 
fended with them, that they will not take a Lye, for a truth; 
or at leaſt let them goe away - with ir, without: the leaſt 
reproofe or contradiQon,: which ingenious - natures can 
hardly indyre, eſpecially whenchey know that they arc: - 
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Ln” xight,and the ocher inthe! wrong. Certainely, of all 


other Vices, Lying, is the moſt vynworthy noble and gentle 
blood. Andit is ſuch a Labrinth, that the more a man 
ſeckes to get out. of it, the more he findes himſelfe out of |. 
the-way.. So that a man ftriuing to yuan of onelye, falls 
into another,and from that to a third,and all of them worſe 
then the former, Heere I will aduertiſe by the way, that 
it is a. common and vſuall Language with your Courticrs, 
which may ſceme to carryea-ſhey of truth, but indeede is 
full of lyes and falſchood. Andrhisirt is : When they will 
cumply in words, with them who recommend themſelves 
or their ſuites vnto them, they fay ; Sir vſe you your beſt 
diligences, for I will doe my part, and God knowes, that 
I baue, and doc that, which belongs to mee, And truc 
it.is; for God knowes, that his part, is to lye, and onely to 
compliment with this poore pretender, and to doe nothing 
atall in that, which hepretendeth, Tapply my felfe, to thar 
plde and ancicnt language of the Noblemen of Caſtile, in- 
graucn On the yours. oy Cid Rui Di#aX.Si,fi, no,no, yea yea 
nay, nay,which' is. a Leſſon, that is taught vs by our Sa- 
viour Chriſt in his holy Goſpell.' This is that, which be- 
fitteth all men, bur more eſpecially Kings z for, to indeare 
thisor that mans truth, wevſually ſay, ue tiene palabra 
de, Rey: Thata King icannot keepe his word, better then 
hee doth, or is morc preciſe/of his promiſe, And there- 
forc I bold for certaine, that. that which P/aroyeelds vnto 
Kings and Magiſtrates concerning this point, if itbce well 
vndcrſtood, is not to lye, bur to vie ſtratagemes and poli. 
ticke deuiles, for to defeate and deceive the enemies ſpyes, 
and Intelligencers.. And I very well remember that my ſelfe 
communicating this conceit, vpon occaſion, with one of the 
lcarnedſt men, and greateſt Plaronifts, that Age this affor- 
ded, he approued of it,and did much commend itgfor,as con. 
-cerning that truth and faith, whereof wenow create, Plats 
himlele andall other the'/good [Philofophers; teach the 


rigour 


Chriſtian Policte_. 
rigour and ſtrineſſe, wherewith nien oughtto keepe their 
word. In the booke of 19ſ#4, is recounted the craft, wher- 
with the Ghibeomites,mooued the Princes of 1/74e/ to plighe 
them thcir faith, that they would aoe them no harme. And 
' though afterwards this their cunning dealing was diſcoue- 
redand broughtto light, and thatall the people were wil- 
ling, that this promiſe ſhould not be kept ; yerthe Princes of 
the people made anſwer thereunto, that they could not bur 
cumply with their word, eſpecially hauing confirmed ir 
with an oath. 1ureuimus ew in nomine Domini Dei Iſrael, Toſh.s.1g. 
& idcirco non poſſumm eos comingere, We haueſworne 
vnto them by the Lord God of 1/7ael, and therefore wee 
may not hurt them, And becauſe many yeares after, King 
Saul ( out of a zcale to the good of . his le) broake 
that their-word and promile, there fell vpon him and his 
people a great famine, which continued for the ſpace of 
three ycares. King Dor Sancho, whom they ſlew by treaſon, 
confeſſed ; that that death, lighted worthily vpon him, be- 
cauſe hee had broaken his word, giuen to his father King 
Don Fernando, to paſle the partition made with his bre- 
thren ; And the conſtancie of Dazid is knowen to all, in 
keeping that his word, which all the while he liued hee . 
caue to Shimei, that hee would not put him to death, ac- 
cording to the deſert of his irreuerent language, and dif: 
reſpe& to his perſon. And both diuine, and humane 
Letters arcfull of the ſeucre chaſticements, which God hath 
inflited vpon thoſe, who haue not beene faithtull in the 
keeping ofthcir faith and word. For, being that he him- 
ſelfe is moſt faithfull, and doth boaſt himſelfe ro bee ſo, he 
will likewiſe that men ſhould be fo one towards another: 
S. Tfidore,with a great number of words, affirmeth ; That !4:55-- 
we ought not to decciue any man : and that all infidelitie, 3.7429 
is finnez Thatno man ought to faile in that which he hath $0974. 5. 
promiſed ; Thar it is requiſite in all men, that their workes 
concurre with their words, withoutadmitring any excepti- 
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on more then in two Caſes; As when that which is pro- 


' miſed, cannot be performed without finnez Or when the 


buſineſſes, or the perſons, admit ſome notable change. And 
hee citeth the example of Saint Pau/z3 Who promiſed topo 
to Corinth, butcould not. be as good as his word, for thoſe 
lawfull impediments, which hindred this his intended Iour- 
ney. Whence, it followeth; That things continuing in 
the ſame Eſtate, a man may. not, for the conueniences of his 
privateprofir, be wanting to his promiſe: And to maintaine 
the contrarie, is: to: lay trappsagainſtthe truth of faith;and 
to arme policie againſt the religion of an oath. In a word, 
all doe reſolue, that all promiſesare to be kept, and that no 
deceite or fairhlefſe dealing ought to be tolerated. Andthe 
reaſon, whereupon theyground it;is common ; for that fi- 
delitas eft fundamentam Inſtitiz,Faithfullneſle is the founda- 
tion of Iuſtice, and all ContraRation ; And that this being 
taken away, all commerce amongſt men, muſt expire with it, 
without the which the world cannot be conſerued. For 
they, not reſting aſſured, that that which is promiſed, ſhall 
be performed, they will not truſt one- another. Marcus 
T «llixs, ſayth very well, that this humane faith is ſo necel- 
ſary amongſt men, that, enen Thicues and Pyrates could 
not liuc; if they werenot truc amongſt themſelues,and kept 
their word one with another. And though all, cuen the mea- 
neſt, ought to keepe their word, yet much more carcfully 
ought Kings, and Princes; for there is nothing more vn- 
worthy them, then to fayle in their faith, and word, which 
abouc all earthlyrhings they ought to keepe, and cumply 
with all, becauſe they arc as Gods vponearth,and the Head 
oftheir people. VVherefore, their ſingle word ought to be as 
an Oracle,and to be more firme, ſurc, and of greater credit, 
.then any bondorobligation wharſocuer thar is ſcaled and 
figned:; with an oath. Lee the Politicians fay what they 
plcaſc,and that it is good and ſound aduiſe, that a Prince, 
for-to-conſcruc his Statejtnay do an 4& contrary to Faith & 
LEES Religion, 
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Religion; and. neither keepe-his word, nor oath; yetmuſt 
I bebold to. tell -rhem, that this is wicked, append 
beaſtly Counſaile, and contrary to the whole Schoole of 
learned DoRors, and holy fathers z who affirme : thar a 
Prince is bound to keepe. his: word, though hee take nor 
an oath for. the performance theteof, but. much more if he 
ſhall ſycarc,and binde it by an oath: 'And:if they will 
nor yceld to this,let theſe Politicians plucke off their maske, 
and let thoſe that be their ſeuaries, ſpeake plaine language, 
and. tell mce what they thinke of thoſe Princes, (as of $7. 
2iſmand, and others) who made, no reckoning ofthat they 
promiſe and ſweare, when as by the breach thereof, they 
haue beene vtterly ouerthrowne, when: they moſt aſſured 
themſclues of ViRorie.I doubt not butthey will hold it for 
a fooliſh reaſon of State. Far by this falifying, Princes ſhall 
preſently. looſe; all their cerdit and-repnration, and all their 
cunning ſhall nor profit them, for they will neuer afterwards 


be belecued; As it is in one ofthe lawes of the Partida.No le 13.7114; 


creerian los bomes, que le oyeſſen maguer que dixeſſes wer. Part, 
dad. Men will.not belecut, dat: they heare from them, 

though they ſpeake truth. Tiras Zivrar, holdes it a 'bar- 
barous AR, That Princes ſhould tycitheir faichfullnefſe'ro 
Fortune, to runne along'with the times, and to: ſhift ſayles 
with-cucry winde.: For by this meanes the'word oof a Prince 


will come. to be like ivnto the. Lesbian:irule;; which chit= 2,57

geth and altererh ieſelfe; according'itd the building, -and is 
crooked; and firgight; ſhort; orlong, ſurablero.'the bignefſe: 
or proportion of the ſtone, or timberwhich the arpenter, 
or maſon, heweth,or cutterth. 

But let vs concludethis ſecond point, with this ; That 
realitic, and ſinceritic both in words and deedes, is very ne- 
ceſſary for all ſortes of perſons, but more particularly, for 
Kings apd Princes, who ſhould rather ſee Heauen andearth 
to fayle, then that they ſhould faile in their promiſes, Lee 

them firſt well weigh and conſider with themlelues, —_ 
mey 
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they either lay, or promiſe, that it be apretable to the 


Law of God, and to the precepts of the 'Church, bur at- 
ecrwards, let them infallibly obſcruc ont pane ſame, 
For in this, confiſteth the conſeruation, and augmentati- 
on of great States; Andis that true reaſon of State, which. 
makes Kings more powerfull, more rich,more eſtcemed,and 
more obcyed.For hee that keepes his faith, and his word, 
holdes the hearts of men in his hand, is Maſter of all their 
wealth, andall becauſe they reſt aſſured, that they may con- 
fidently relye vpon his faith and word. Wheras, by the con- 
, hath inſued the deſtru&tion of Common-wealths,the 
diſtruſtfullneſſe of their ſubic&s, theſcorne and contempr of 
their cacmics, and the icalouſic of their friends and confe- 
derates, who all hang and depcnd vpon the truth of his 
words, and the performance of his Contrats. And this 
being once loſt, with it hee looſeth his credit, and after 
that all goes to wracke with it: For Italignite: ( faith the 
Wiſe man ) exerter ſedes potentism:Malignitie or ill-min. 
dedneſle, ( which is nothing elſe, but a Lye or deceit ) (hall 
ouerthrowe the ſcares ofthe Mighty. And Cicero faith; That 
itisa moſt wicked and abhominable thing, to breake that 
word,whichconſeructh aſociable life betwixt man and man, 
For (as 4r5fotle afhrmeth ) Pats'and Couenants, being 


_ broaken & violated, there is taken away from amongſt men, 


the vic, trading, :and. commerce of things. Theſe, and the 
like effeAs, caule ina King, either the keeping, or looſing of 
his Credit, But of nolefſe. im is that third-point, 
which followerh in the acxt ommadeg fame

For many Cities. and Kingdomes haue becne 
loſt and ouerthrowen-for want of ſecrecie, | 


to whom, by their Office, ſecrecie more. properly belongs 
The name it ſelfe expreſing as much, For, out ofthat obli- 
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"<cxer of a King, but it is hononrable to reveale the works 


of God.Which is as muchto Hay, as that the determina. 


tions' of a King ſhould be kepr ſecret, but thatrhe cfſeQs 


and execution of them ſhould be publiſhed and madema- 
nifeſt, when it is fitting for the ſeruice of God,and the King- 


dome. Fora Kings fecret, is his heart, and till thar God 
ſhall moue him to exprefſe it by ſome outward worke, 


_. there is noreaſon that ay one elſe ſhould diſcover it. To 


reucale a'ſecrgt, is by the Lawcs of God, and Nature,and 
by all men perl condemned, and' all Lawes,and Na- 
tions, doc ſcuGgely puniſhthe ſame, for the great hurt,and 
many inconveniences, that may follow thereupon. The 
Lawes, they arc defrauded, the reſolutions of Kings, they 
are hindred; their cnemies,they are advertiſed ; thcir friends 
they arc offended; mens mindes, they are perturbed; king- 
domes, they are altered , peaceztharis loſt , the delinquents, 
they are not punifhed , And laſtly all publicke and priuate 
buſineſſes are ouerthrowen. And thetc is not any thing, 
that goes crofſe, or amiſſe in a State, or thar miſcarryes or 
isloſt, butby the reucaling of the ſecrets of Kings, and 
of their Counſells. As that great Chancellour Gerſon told 
the King of Fraxce,tonching the ill ſucceſſe of ſome things 
in his -timc, for thar ſome of his Miniſters did publiſh that 
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feare ofpunilhment, and hazard of thcir liues,had ſo ſextled 

and confirmed this filence in them. For, they: did puniſh 

no offence with greater rigour, then that of vnſaichtullneſle, 

in matters of ſecrecie z and with a great deale of reafqn, be- 

cauſe it is in ſo ncerea degree vito Treaſon ;- and I thinke, 

I ſhould not fay amiſle, if I tiled it. in the bigheſt. Regs rig nel 
pr oditor, ls Patrie enerſor eflimandys e{(fGaith 0 ſorius) ſuch one.

man ſhall incurre any iuſt ſuſpicion thereof, let the King 
withdraw” his favour from him, diſmiſſe him the Court, 
and"put atiothet in his:place, that ſhall-be more ſceretsfor 
that which they moſt'pretend, is rheir fidelitie in this point; 
And howbeir; they hauc'neuer ſo many other vertues, and 
good abilities, yet wanting this, they want all ; and are of 
no vie, no-morethen were thoſe 'vellells in. Gods Houſe, 
which:had no Covers to their mouthes. For ſuch open 
 velſdls are they; that cannot keepe cloſe a ſectet, and al- 
together vnworthy the ſeruiceof kings.

And many d ngers doe they runne, who 
meaſure out all rhcir life by the Compaſſe of Coatents, 
and paſſe times, that goe cloatt.cd in Silkes and Veluetts 
and are'continually conuerſant amidſt the ſweeteſt per.

Nor will I with all my force firaine this vnto Kings, as 
well witting, whattheir Eſtateand Greatneſle, doth admit 
and require. And that as Nature did difference them from 
the reſt both. in b!ood, and birth, fo likewiſe ought there 
to be a diſtinQion in their diet, raiment, and in the fur- 
niſking and adorning of their houſes. But I fay-that, which - 
cannot be denied, that in excuſe. of this their. ſtate and 
conueniencie, . 
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conueniencie;they take vnto themſclues heerein too large 411. 
cence,and paſſe to ſoone from the foote,to the hand; & from 
the hand, to the mouth z makingofan inch ancll,and of an, 
elll an Aker. So hard a matter is it for great Princes to'mode.

that in carth; water and ayre, they leaue nothing ſafe and 
ſecure; and therefore had necde of this great vertue, to 


reſtraine their diſorders, and concupiſcences. Thele are 
thoſe that make the cruclleſs warre againſt both body 
and ſoulc; and this is that, which bridleth,tempreth,and mo- 
deraterh her.in her Exceſſes. Temperantia { faith Proſperms ) 
wr facitzabſtinentem parcum,ſobrium,moacratum, 
pudicur, tacitum, ſerium, (+ verecundum: Temperance 
makes a man temperate,abſtemious, ſparing,ſober,moderate, 
modeſt,ſilent, ſerious, & yer {ſhametac't. It isa Vertue worthy 
KingsandPrinces,and much commended by the Saints, and 
many are thoſe Vertues which accompany it ; As modeſtie, 
{hamefaſtneſle, chaſtirie, .abſtinence, faire and comely be. 
hauiour, moderation, ſobrietic, grauitic, and humilitic. 
CAriſtotle calls ir, Conſeruatricem prudemtie, 0 ſapientie, 
the Gonſervreffe of prudence and wiſedome. For intem- 
perance in cating and drinking, or in any other kinde of 
delight, doth ouerthrow the braine, dull the vnder- 


ſtanding, darken the. iudgement, blunt the beſt and ſhar- 


peſt wit, and makes man, as it were, a beaſt, as is to be 
ſecne by experience. ©n98tidiamo experiments probatur 
(ſaith Pope Leo) porus ſatictate, aciem mentis obtundi, o5 
vigerem Cordes bebetari: Tt .:is made good by daily ex. 
perience, that facietie of drinke, dulleth the edge 'of the 
minde, and bþlunteth che vigour of the heart. Temperance 
likewiſe preſeryeth the health, and makes mans life more 
long,morc ſound,and more pleaſing For, to be Princes,and 

Monarkes, 
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Monarkes, and Lords of all the world, and whatſocuer 
thercin is, is not ſufficient to content them, if they want 
their health, which is of more worth then all the world 
beſides. Melior eft panper ſanus, & forts viribus quans Leben 
dines imbecillis ; & corpus validum, quam cenſus immen= 
ſus : Better is the poorey being ſound and ſtrang of Gon- 
ſtitution, then a rich man, that is afflied in his body. 

Health, and good ſtate of body, arcabouc all gold;anda 

ſtrong body, aboue infinite wealth. In diſtemperingthe 
humours, the Lotts of mens Eſtates are changed. The 

ſicke man, be hee neuer ſo great a Lord, would be con- 

tent to change States, to haue a poore plough-mans health. 

To what vſe ſcrue Kingdomes, Signories, and great trea- 

ſures, if,day and night, a King leade a, more miſerable lite, 

then a day-Labourer ? To what vſe ſerue bis rich bed 

and downe pillowes, if he can take no reſt in them? To 

what vſe ſcrue his dclicate'Cares;'and dainty diſhes, if hee 

no ſooner ſees them, but loaths them ?To what vſe ſerue 

his rich and pretious wines,if he muſt be driuen todrinke 
Barly-water ? Or what guſte and content can hee take in 

any thing, whole taſte is as bitter as gall ? Or how can he 

hauc contentment in theſe outward things, that hath ir 

not within himſelfe? 7#/;ws Ceſar wearyed ont with his 

want of health, did hate and abhorre his life. For, (as 

the wiſe man ſaith) Melior eft mors, quam vita amars :: 

Better is Death, then a bitter life. A ficke life, is nolife;. 

nor is. there, any happineſſe, where health is wanting. 

And all things without it, are as nothing. For to liue 
without painc, is more. to be prized then all. And this 

doth Temperance effe&. This preſcrued Marcus Y ale- 

rius more then a hundred yeares found in iudgement;and: 
ſtrong in, body ; And by this Socrazes lived all his life time 

free from ſicknelfes and diſcaſes,. It was the faying ofthe 

elder Cats, that . hee goucrned his houſe, increaſed” his 
wealth, preſerucd his health, and inlarged his life, by Tem». 
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perance. 1» mult eſcis eris infirmitas ( mth Eccleſiaſticus) 
9 ut autem abſtinens eſt, adijciet vitam: Exceſle of meates 
oP} "_— £ 
bringeth ſickneſſe ; By ſurfetting have many periſhed,bur 
hee, that raketh heede, prolongeth his lite. King Af«ſinoja, 
was wonderfull- temperate, his fare was ordinary and with 
out curiofitic, which made him live fo ſound and ſo heal- 
thy, that, at 87.yeares of age, hee begat a Sonne, and ar 
94. wanne a barraile, wherein he ſhewed himſelfe a very 
good Soldiar,but a berter Captaine. And therefore ler thoſe 
diſ deceiue rhemſclues, and acknowledge thcirerrour,who 
thinke they ſhall preſerue their life, by faring deliciouſly. 
Pliny faith of grafize; That, 2uanto peins irattatur, ranto 
pronenit melizs: T he worleit is vied, the betterit proucs, 
As with it, ſo 15 it. with man. Homo ficut fenum: Man is 
but as graſſe, or as the flower of che field; Which is no 
ſooner vp, but is cut downe; no ſooner flouriſheth, bur it 
fadcth z an4J all it's beautie no ſooner appeareth, but ir pe- 
riſheth, and withereth away, and is no more to be feene. 
And themore wee make of much'onrfelues, the lefſe while 
we line. Ve arc alwaycs crazy ; ſoone downe, bur not fo 
foone vp ;z Quickly fa!l into a. diſeaſe, bur long ere we can 
get out of it 3. Looſing our ſtrength, before'we come to it, 
and waxing olde, before cuer wee be aware of ir. Bur if a 
man-will lay aſide this 'Cockering and pampering vp of 
himſelfe, and habiruate himſelfe ro labour and trauaile, he 
{hall paſſe his life the better. For health neuer dwells with 
delights ; nor ſtrength, ioyne hands with choice fare:Nor 
ſhall hce cuer doc any famous AQs, and worthy renowne, 
chat feates to take 'paines, and is willing to rake his eaſe, 
The Emperour Hadrian, was fingularherein, Frigora enim, 
<p 5 wie ita patienter tulit, vt nunquam caput tegertt: 
Hee did indure colds, and all kinde of fowle weather with 
that patience, thar hee neucr pur on his Hate, bur alwayes 
went bare-headed. And 2lexander the Great, would tell 
his Soldiars that ir was for lazy Companions, and' cffe- 
Ls minate 
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minate fellowes, to apply themſclues to the pleaſures and 
' contentments of this lite ; but for Noble hearts, and gene- 
rous ſpirits, to accuſtome themſelues to labour, andtotake 
paines. In a word, Temperance is a vertue very neceſſaric 
for all eſtates; it will ſure well with all: but more particular- 
ly with Kings, and Princes, and great perſons ; becauſeir 
is in it ſelfe a vertue ſo gentleman-like, ſo worthy Noble 
perſons, and ſo proper for royall Maieſtie, As likewiſe, for 
that they liue, as they doc, amidſt ſomany regalos, and de- 
lights, ſo many curious meates, and a thouſand other occa- 
ſions, whereby, if they doe not armethemſelues with this 
vertue, not onely their liues, but their ſoules, are like to in. 
curre the great danger. For like theeues in a mans owne 
houſe,or coſe traitours lurking in ſecrertcorners,ſome while 
one, ſome while another, are neuer from their elbow, till 
they dcliner them ouer into the hands of death ; ar at leaſt 


hoxc their. courage , and cut off their health. Whichin - 


good Kings ſo much importeth, and which all men deſire 


may be long and proſperous. The want whereof in a parti» _ 


cular perſon importeth little z but in them it mattereth 
much, in regard of the great loſſe which the Common- 
wealth thereby-receiueth._ For on their welfare, dependeth 
the generall comfort and gouernment of the whole king- 
dome, which when it is wanting in them,that want is com- 
mon toall. ng 
| - Letthen the concluſion of this diſcourſe be,That King 
ought to keepe anorderly and temperatediet, hauing more 


regard to the law of Nature, and vnto Chriſtian reaſon, 


then to their greatnes of ſtate, and Maieſtic of Empire; And 
 tocarry themſeluces amidſt ſo many occafions of pleaſures 
and delights with that modeſticand moderation, as ifthey 
were without chem, if they haue a minceto preſerue their 
bodies and thcir foules healths; and to giue vnro all a good 
example; which is another (as alrcady hath beene faid) fo 


powerfull a remedy for to perſwade other Princes and Po- 
Z ecntates 
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tentates of his kingdome, to the embracing of this vertye. 
And beſides that obſcruation of Hipecrates, Duod plares 
cecidit gula , quam gladius : That ſurfeiting bath killed 
more then the ſword. Let thoſe that place all their care in 
theſe their delights and pleaſures , conſider that ſaying of 
Cato, That our much carcfulneſſe in this, cauſeth much for- 
gerfulneſſe of God. And there are ſome that count it an 
honour and reputation-vnto them to cate and to drinke, 
& : (though $Snites eſt anime oF corporss ſobrius potme) and be- 

cauſe they are greatin eſtate, they will alſo be grear feeders. 
Which in is not Greatnefle, nor Lordlineſſe,bur great 
baſeneſle, and vnbeſceming their authoritic, to ſuffer them- 
ſelues to be giuen to gluttony, and tothe exceſle of catin 
and drinking. Saint Bernard did bleſle himſelfe, and muc 
wonder, at ſo much time and wealth as herein was ſpent; 
and ar ſo many Cookes, and other Officers, herein em- 
loyed. And that he ſhould bethe moſt commended, and 
rd rewarded, that could inuent any other new kinde of \_ 
choicediſh, then had by glutronies curious enquiry been as 
yet found out. And all ro giue guſt to the Guſt,and to pleaſe 
the palate, with the loſle of their honour, the waſting of 
their wealth, and to their great hurt both of bodics and 
ſoulcs. But theſe muſt I inroll in theliſt of vafortunate per- 
| Ecel- 16417- ſons, and account that kingdome happy (as the wiſe man 
fith) where the King and his Pecres liuc ſoberly and tem- 
peratcly.

Andif that be found and good, itis well with all the mem- 
bers; bur if ill affetd, all ofthem ſuffer with it. The Pro- 
uerbe ſaith, Cum caput doler, caters membre dolent. When 

the head aketh, the reſt of the members ake with ic. And 

as it is ſo true, as nothing more, ſo is it more in Common» 

wealths, then mens bodies. For, as the humours of theſe 

are in or 6utof order, according to thoſe which the head 

communicateth vnto them. So likewiſe the compoſition of 

a whole kingdome, dependeth on the good or ill compo- 

ſition of their King and Head. Whenceir followeth, that 
the ſame neceſfitic which a body hath of a good head, the” 
very ſelfefame hath a kingdome of a good King; being that - 
he as hee is King (as already hath beene delivered) doth” 
therein ſupply the Office of the Head. And therefore 1t. 

was well faid of P/azo, That the iinclining of a King to- 

£2. good, 


22 King being (as hath heene faid ) the 
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,orill, is the inclining of the whole kingdome, accor- 
ding to his ſcale or ballance; they bend all the ſame way ,& 
follow him,as the ſhadow doththe body. Moexctur ci Prin- 
cipe mobile uulgus: As the Prince moues,ſo doth the wauer- 
ing multitude. In vaine do we ſecke to reRifie the ſhadow,if 
the body be crooked. The wanes of the ſea, go that way as 
the winde driues them; and the vulgar are led along by the 
example of thoſe their Kings, that gouernc them, Cages - | 
multe populi ſunt : The common people are as many wa- |: 
tcrs. The ſpirit and winde that moues them, is the CE7 
who with great force carrics the mindes of his ſabiets * 
this way or that way, as.bcſt pleaſeth him. By onely ſeeing 
Saint Peter abſtaine from ſome meate, and cate of other 
ſome, without commanding it, or ſaying any thing there. 

Galatia.r1y: Of to thoſe new conuerted Chriſtians, Saint Paw! laith,that 
he carried them away, anddrewthem to doethe like. For, 
there is neither Law, not Precept, nor force, can be compa- 
rcd with that which the example of a King works vpon his 
ſubie&s, forcing them ta imitate and follow him. King 
Mazaſſes (faith the ſacred Text) fecit malum coram Domi- 
ao: He did that which wagscuill in the fight of the Lords for 
he forſooke him. to follow ſtr Gads, like vnto the ab- 
homination ofthe heathen. And anon after drawes thence: 

> Chcon-33.9- this conſequence or concluſion: 7gitar Manaſſes ſeduxit po- 
pulum,uvi faceret malum : So Manafſes made 1udsh , and 
che Inhabitants of Ieruſalem ta. crre, and doe worſe then 
the heathen, &c. But tell me, I pray, how came itto paſſe, 
that this King ſhould caſt ſuch a miſt before his ſubic Rs 
eyes, that he ſhould thus deceiue them, and make thera doe 
as he did? For we doe notfinde there, that he faid any one 
word ynto them, or inducedthem thereunto by any other 
diligences, whereby to perfwade them to commit the. like 
finne. Though he did not, yet hedid enough, in doing that 
which he did, as bcing their King and Head. For, as the 
Squcraigne doth, ſo doth the ſable, King Humor, and 


Prince 
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Prince Shechbem his ſonne, by their bare cxawple onely per- 
ſwaded their people the Shechemires , ta leaue that law, 
' wherein they had beene bred and brought vp, and toen- 
rertaine that of the Hebrewes, though ii turned to the loſle 
ofall heir lives. Of Kings, ſaith a Romane Philoſ@pher, 
Laecungue vitia ipſ concipinnt, ea infundun in ciairaess guru ty, 4, a 
plas exemplo, quam feats nocent. ::\\Vhatſocuer vices they Zigibus, 
conceiue, they infulc the ſame intotheir Cities,,: offending 
moreby rheircxample then by.their ſinne, By the-finge, 
they doc but aggrauate. and wrong their owne conſcience; 
but by the cxample,the conſciences ofallthe common.peo. 
ple, which hauc no other eyes whereby they, ſee, no-other 
Tale or ſquare whercby to rule and gouerne themſelues- in 
their aRions;Nor is there any other mcanes, whereby vices 
are communicated with more. facilitie, and larger licence. 
And therefore it conccrnes them very much, not to make: 
'any.the leaſt breach in good manners,nor to turne (though- 
never ſo lirtle afide) from the way of vertue. , Forthey can- 
. not build vp ſo faſt by their good, as they pull downe by 


- all the world ,apd men are willing enough: to. make. their, 
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two pernicious ones, which'ap 


proach and infamie, that if their-King did want a member, 
or wete lame, all his houſhold ſeruanrs were likewiſe of thar 
faſhion ; and would willingly nayme and diſmemberchem- 
felnes thatthey mighTbelike vnro their King. © $29 

'-T fay therefore ipaincy Let Kings Tooke well vnto that 
which they affe, and wherennto they arcinclined ; for the 
ſame will his SabieRs affeR, arid thereunto will they all be 
inclined. Arid'therefore 1ſorrates did'counſell his King, that 
hee ſhould lotic andeſteemic the'Arts, and ſach Offices as 
might be moſt profitable for the'ommonwealth,and ſhould 
abborre the contrary ; for theſe would bring him augmenta. 
tion of honour, when thofe other would bee forgotten, or 
burripr'vp to his ſhame; that he ſhoald approue good, and 
reproue bad cuſtomes, ad cuill manners, that theſe" might 
fall, and thoſe otherbe in vic. For in regard that the Kingis  - 


' Cenſor moranm, he that cenſures our manners and behauiour, 


and ſets downe and determineth, which weareto flic, which 
to follow: Looke which heapproueth, and keepeth,are kept 
and approued by all, and eucry one does his beſt to excell 
therein. And thoſe which he ſhall reproue and mifſlike,allmen 
will ſhunne- and auoide ther. And more particularly, theſe 
ones, which” appertaine to Taſting and Tou- 
ching, I deſire to hane them be condemned andreproued by 
the cxaniple of Kings ; fuch is arcexceſſe in ſeropriouſnlſe 
of apparef, and 'in meares and drinkes, and the like pnblike 
and cotntnion vices.” For, by theſe two abuſes, great Mo- 
narchies Haije beene raitied;45d ouerthroWne. -.” *//" 
"Le6v% fall s Hireke 8 the" rfl wWhfrein is Tach exceſſ 
und ſuperfluiric in'this age; a5 fieuer tndre. Howbeir,as it was 
nor rmone bo foriner times;16 witthere' 4 grear deale of 
cate taken for the jeſbrihing thereof: Your Rotanes made 
Lawes, for r6'ripgerate rhe expences ahd Excelſes of appar- 
rell and diet. The itnperiiff Lawes of the kingdomezand thoſe 
of the'Payrids projubite it, ant'many other prematica? and 
Statute Lawes, which haucbecnemifde thereupon, and con- 


firmed 
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firmed by A& of Parliament. And the ſacred Scripture like- 
wiſc in many places doth condemne it. And therefore arc- 
medie in this kinde (if poffibly'it can bee procured) is very 
needfull : For exceſſe, doth not ſeruc ſo much for ſuſtenta- 
tion, as. for pompeandoſtentation, wherewith is fomented 
Ambition, vaincglory, concupiſcence, and diſhoneſtic, cucn 
to the falling into thoſe vices, that were neuer before ſcene, 
or vſed. Their expence, that increaſeth, and their ſubſtance 
decreaſeth : what wealth can aman haue, that will ſuffice for 
the arraying and apparrelling of women, as alſo for the clo- 
thing of men, which is no keſſe vicious, and expencefull then 
theirs? Vhat doth it bencfir vs, that the riches of our times 
are greater then thoſe. of our predeceſſours, if our expences 
be morcexceſhuc? By running on in this-lauifh courſe, great 
and ancient houſcs.baue beene brought to nothing, and new 
ones haue ſtarted vp in their roome, borne and bred. in bad- 
Trades, and worſe manners,whoalwayes hauea ſmacke with. 
them, or ſometouch or other oftheir former meaner fortune. 
And for this cauſe onely, arc there ſo many misfortunes and 
diſorders in the houſes of many your ordinary and common 
ſort of people, and cuen in ſome of thoſe that are of meaner 
ranke,For they had rather periſhand vndoethcmſelues,then 
to be-accounted needy and poore. And without doubr, the 
moſt of their ſubſtance is ſpent in meare; and clothes. Which 
vice ſhame would moderate in them. Butthe feare of feeming 
to be oficſſe abilitic then their neighbours, hath quite altered: 
the caſe, and ſernes to helpe them on to their ruine. For 
eucry one counts it a diſgrace vnto him, that he ſhall not go 
as well clad as his neighbour, and cate as good meate, and 
drinkeas good drinke as he doth, though he pay ſoundly for- 
it, both in his honour andeſtate. And benceproccede your 
briberies, corruptions, ſubornations,and iniuſtice. For nc- 
eeſhtic, the mother of vice, and that which makes (as we ſay) 
the old wife trott ; putts. them ſo hardto their ſhifts, chat for 
to free themſclucs from want, there is nor that wickedneſle- 
Tc ae which: 
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which they will not giue way vnto ; andall,becauſe they will 
not lacke theſe inſtruments of their guſtes, nor want the ap- 
parenceof Maieſtie in thcir houſes. ; "OT; 
And another noleſſe miſchiefe then the former, is the ine- 
qualitic in the eſtates, and qualities of the perſons ; and the 
equalitic wherewith the faid accontrements both in meate 
and apparrell is vſed. For (as Plato faith) in a well ordered 
commonwealth, all ought ro be cquall. And yet we ſee, that 
meane women, that haue neither meancs nor qualitic, wearc 
Kireles, Peticoates, and Gownes of cloth. of gold, and rich 
imbroderics, that Queenes can ſcarce weare better, And as 
for our ordinary ſort of men, there are very few of them,but 
will go in ſuch good clothes, that Kings can not bee better 
clad. Of the Empcrour Tiberius Ceſar, Tacitus reporteth, 
that by a Decree of the Senate, he did prohibite men the wea- 
ring of gownes of (ilke, ſaying, Thatthey did diſgrace them- 
ſclues by putting on ſuch an effeminate habite. And of the 
Emperour _1#re/ixs it is noted, that hee did not- onely not 
weare {i]ke, but would not ſo much as ſuffer any to bein his 
wardrope, ſaying, That hee would not buy clothes at the 
weight of gold. And Zampridiw faith, That the firſt Empe- 
rour that cuer had any. Wardrobe, was that wicked and luxu- 

rious Emperour Heliogabalus. Scipio Aphricanws, and Alex- 
ander Magnue, were very fingular in this carclefle manly 
weare, whereof others are ſo curiouſly carefull. And let-vs 
ſay no more hereof, then what 1/ocrares ſaid, writing to his 
King, Have acare (faith he) ofthe things of particular per- 
ſons, and thinke that thoſe that liue art high and cxceffine 
rates, waſte and ſpend out of thy treaſure; and that thoſe thar 
take paines to ſcrape vpa little mucke, and roget into ſome 
wealth by their thrift, are theonely men that fill your coffers, 
and increaſe your treaſure, For the SubicAs purſe is as the 
- Kingsowne purſe,if herule and gouernewell. But when men 
ſhall not haue meanes ſufficient for to ſupply that exceſſe in 
dict,and clothes, which vice and mans fooliſh pride hath in- 
£1 troduced, 
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Toned, how is it poſſible thar they hold Terne and allift | 


their King in the neceſſary occaſions of the kingdome? it is 
impoſblc but that there muſt be a failing in 'th<one, being 
that the ends areſo oppolite; How can they hae any heart 
or guſte for the one, hauingzphaced all their care and content 
in the other? And queſtionleſſe, if theſe ſuperfluities werera. 


ken away, the Subic& would have wealth cnough, and then 


ir would ncucr.gricuc them to part with part thereof to their 
Kings,or to ſpend it in his ſcruice.Bur that which is noi per- 
mitted amongſt vs, is the ſame which the Romans permit- 
red, and procured in the Nations, they had ſubdued, for to 
conſume and cate them out, and to keepe them in the better 
obedience. But in their owne commonwealth they did cucr- 
more fearc it, and ſecke toexcuſe ir. VVhar Prince hath there 
euer becne, ejther of thoſe that were held to begood or indif- 
ferent, that did not treate of this remedie? Not any. Yet they 
did moſt of the erre in the manner. 


Now, to remedie this exceſſe, experience hath and doth. 


ſhew vnto vs, that it is notthe penaltic, nor rigour of the 
Lawes and Statutes that our Anceſtours ſeemed to haue cr- 
red in, who by thoſe penalties alone, thought toamendrhefe 
extrauagancies in their ſubies. 'Butthe cure of this exorbi- 
tancieis that which the Antientdid preſcribe,and we haue 
declared, touching theexamp'e of Kings, and of their imita- 
tion. The deſire of giuing them content, is more powerfull 
with them then the feare of puniſhment, This dorine T#- 
citws taught, rendering the:reaſon of that temperance and 
moderation, which was in the Emperour.Yeſþeſian his time 
in clothes and diet, and inthe vitious ſuperfluitic of theſe 
vices, And aftcr that he hath gone varying from one reaſon: 
ro another, he ſaith, That this Prince was the principalt Au- 


thor of that ſparingneſle and-thriftinefle among(t che'Ro- | 
manes of thoſe times in their waſtfall expences5 | by exercr-- 
ſing himſel{e i that their ancicne-manner of living in-matrer-. 


of maintenancc,apparell and the like; And henceir Re” *- 
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— har all his. ſubicRs did the like; ing themſelues ac- 


cording to his faſhion, cheir reſpeQt6 their Prince, and their 
delixe ro imitate him, prevailing more with rhern, then the 
puniſhment oz feare of. the Lawes.: And this is a-ſure and 
ſound point of doQrine,and of that grear conſequence, thar 
it never qught to ſlip aurofthe memoric and good liking of 
Kings, and their principall. Miniſters, as: being the mirrour 
or looking glaſſe wherein the Subiedts ſee and behold whe- 
ther their manners be foule or faire, become'or not become 
chem, according to the liking which they rake from their ſy- 


periours. | | 
| Of Avguſtas Ceſar, Dion reporteth, That becauſe hee 
would not. weare ſuch clothes, as-were prohibited by his 
Lawes, there was not aman in all his Empire that did offer 
to put them onc! Comporiter Orbis (faith Clendian) Regis 
ad exemplar, nec ſic inflettere ſenſus Humanos editta valent, 
—_ Vita regents, The whole world ſhapes and faſhions ir 
«lfe according tothe pattcrne their King ſets: before them, 
nor-can Edits 8nd Dectces:worke fo much: vpon mens hu- 
mours, as the life of bioa that ruteth. Of all the reaſons what- 
ſacuer that. the wit of: man can deuiſe, there is not any. more 
cicRualito perſmadebard and diflicule things, then the ex- 
amplcof Kings-Let:sheteforcaiPrince lay a morc hard 'and? 
crucll punifbechtypon.them, theneither impriſonment, ba. 
niſhment, or ſomeſound hne, or pecuniary mul&, as not to 
doe themiany grace or fauour,or. notto affoord a good looke 
on. him, that ſhall not imitate-and follow his 'falbion. For 
there is no. man ſuch afoole, that will looſe the fruite of his: 
hope, for not apparelling himſclfe after this or that manner, 
as he ſees the Prince himſelfeis contented to go. Let Kings 
amendthis faulr in themſclues,and then his Peeres,and other- 
their inferiours, will not be aſhamed to imitate them. I pray- 
tell me,ifmen of the baſer andmeaner condition:{hould one- 
ly bechoſe, that were vicious in their.meateand cloches, who 
wguldimitate them thercia ? Aſſuredly none: All would be: 
oh _ __ Noblemen, 
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-wel now liuc in thoſe dangerous times; whereof Saint Pau! 
caketh,and I know not, whether I may befo bold asto lay, 
The hat it ishikewiſean argument or Gene; that, the Subic&. is

another, which..is the .order which Napure keepes with 
things tha arc to peri till at laſt all comes to ruine;. and 
this vniucz(all fabricks lnkes ta the botrame, neuer-more to 
be repaired. I wot, wall, that whileſt there hemen, there muſt 
be vices, and finnes, and that few.or none will ccaſe to bee

giuen for loſt, and that it is drawing neare to its laſt | 
For the people thereof, when their owne meanes {hall faile 
them,for to fulfil their apperites,our of a thirlting and greedy 
deſire of theſe things, what miſchiefes will not they moue, 
or what villanics will not they attempt ? For the minde that 
hath beene ill, and long accuſtomed to delights, can hardly 
be without them. And, that they may cnioy them, by hooke 
or by crooke, by one meancs or another, though ncuer fo - 
vniuſt and vnlawfull, they will make a (hife to ger themſclues. 
iato money, thoughrhey ſpend it afterward idly & vainly in- 
that profuſe and lauiſh manner, for which they. did intend it. 
Let cnery good King begge of God, and.let vs all ioyne 
inthe ſame praycr,that in our times, it may not cometo theſe 
termes, andthat Kings will ſtrive and ſtudie to quench theſe 
ſparkes beforethey breake forth into a flame, and to put out 
x 6 fire whilcſt itis but newly kindled, leſt it take holdon the 
whole building, and helpe come too late, And becauſe there 
arc ſo many ſortcs of vices, that it is not,poſfible to procure 
an vniuerſfall cure for chemall z. that which is, likelieſt -to doe 
molt goqd, will-bee thar.ſeife ſame medicine mentioned be- 
fore in dyetand apparrell, to wit,the goadexample of Kings; 
andin imitation of them, that of the great Lords of the-Jand, 
and choſe tharare neareſt in Courtabout theis perſons; ioy- 
ning herewith the feare of their disfauour; letting them both. 
ſee and know, that the vicious fall backward , and the ver-. 
tuous come forward ja honour ; and that onely vertwe is the 
true meanes. and fareſt way to bring men to great place-and: 
preferrement in the commonwealth, Let;Kings hate theſe 
idle droanes, theſe honey-ſuckers ofother mens labours;thar 
liucall vpon the waſte and ſpoile: Vhich kinde of people, 
euen in reaſon of ſtate, are not good for the quiet ofa king- 
dome, in regard of the cuill cogirations and dangerous _ 
cs 
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ſes thatare bred in their mindes,and in their time breake our; 
I would haue this imitation to bee the remedie for this fo 
greatan ill; for neither penalties norfeare of puniſhment will 
doe any good vpon them. For hee that will not forbeare to 
ſinnefor feare of Gods Law, will hardly refraine from mans. 
Let Kings therefore ſay and doe thoſethings,that they would 


*hauc their Subic&s ſay and doc. And ler their fauourites, 


Plin. Jun lib, 
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and thoſe that are neareſt about them, runne the like courſe, 
andier it extend tothe better fort, and thoſe thatare of ranke 
and qualitic; for by this meane it will deſcend to thoſe like- 
wiſe that are of meaner condition : and then ſhall they ſee, 
how much more good it will worke, then cither lawes or pu- 
niſhment. ' And this is the more naturall of the two; for the 
one is founded vpon imitation, and the other grounded vpon 
feare. And men doe morecafily imitate thofe better things 
which they ſec aQually put in execution, then depart from 
thoſe worſer things, which they either heare or know to be 
prohibited. And when they {hall ſee that their ſuperiours, 
and thoſe that are in place and anthoritie , command one 
thing and doe another, they neither dread their threatnings, 
nor obey their commandements. For perceiving that they 
doe but imitate their ations, they perſwade rhemſelues thar 
nonecan, withour bluſhing, puniſh the ſame ſinne in them. 
Salaft did aduiſe Ceſar in the entrance to hjs Empire, that 
if he wouldorder his commonwealth aright, he ſhould firſt 
of all begin with reformation in himſelfe , and his; (as P/iny 
faith) Firta-Principis cenſara eft, exque perpetna ; ad banc di- 
rigimur, ad hanc convertimmar, The life of a Prince is a per- 
petuall cenſure ; and according thereuntodoe we guide and 
gouerne our ſclues. And let it nor ſeeme vnto any, that this 
remedie of the imitation of Kings is ſlow, and long, and will 
askea great deale"of time ; for where there is met-togerher, 
asIr were in it's center, whatſocucr may corrupt and hurt 
that, which is capable of being corrupted; when as neither 
Kings nor their Lawes are able- ro hinderit, in vaine is ir 
| indeuoured, 


(hriſtian Policie_. 
indeuourcd, or to be imagined, that that may bee cured in a 
few yearcs, which hath laycn ſicke {o _ But till ſfueh 
time, as men grow vp like new plants, and haue accuftomed 
them(ſelues to vertue, to the end,thatthrough the tenderneſle 
of their youth they may not grow awry; Being thercin like- 
wiſe holpen, by the cxample of their betters; for there is not 
any Actifice, ſo powerfull and effeRuall, as that of imitation, 
which I now ſpcake of, for it being a cure ſo conformable 
vnto nature, it will worke by degrees z whereof we ſhall not 
know the benefit, till we haue cnioyed it. 7 

And becaufe there are both diſeaſed perſons, and diſeaſes £t»9/of. homi 
(as Saint Chryſoſtome hath obſerued) which are neither re- '9+'® 6 
medied by ſweet potions, nor purged away by bitter pills; + 
A maine reaſon whereof is, becauſe they themſclues are not 
willing to be cured, nor will admit of the example of Kings, 
nor the feare of their Lawes : it is fit this other remedic 
ſhould be vſcd, of puniſhment and chaſtiſement, without dif- 
ſimulation. For many timesthe motiue of finning is the faci- 
litie of forgiuing. Andit is aknowne caſe, that people by pu- 
nilhment become obedient; butby pardoning,proudand in- 
ſolent. The ill and vicious, arc fo poſleſſed and inabled in 
their vices, by their long continuance, that if Kings ſhould 
not ſhew ſome mettall and courage, they would poſleſſe the 
world, and carry all things puns, 4.08 them, in that violent _ 
manner,that the good ſhould not beable to liucamongſt the. 321d. inl. >10- 
By chaſtiſing the bad, (faith Ba/dws) the good liue in ſafety. rem C,qe. 
And for this cauſe (and not in vaineQaccording to P/ato,and 
others, were Lawes inſtituted, and regall power,the ſtroke of 

the ſword, the diſcipline of the Clergic, and the common: 
hangmans whip,all of them as neceſſary for mans life,asthoſe 
4. Elements, by which weliue & breathe. Let Kings take this 
on me,and _ it, That that commonyealth is in - t 
cr, where the Kings reputation goes decaying 3 andthe 
from of Tuſtice looſeth irs ſtrength. Sor thereby vices af- 
fume licence vnto themſclucs z.and their owners perl 
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andpo on in them. Here a remifſe Princeis a ſharpe ſword, 
and doth neuer more grieuouſly puniſh then when hee doth 
moſt pardon. Puniſhmentand chaſtiſement onely offend the 
delinquent ; but remiſhon, ls ley, al Rey, y la Grey, the Law, 
King, and people. By remiſſhen, Lawes and Kings grow in 
conrempt, and the whole commonwealth infeted. Where- 
as by chaſtiſement the Law is obeyed and kepr; the King 
fearcd and honoured, and the kingdome maintained in peace 
and iuſtice. I doe not treat here of thoſe cruell and rigorons 
puniſhments which ſome ſeuere Tudges infli, for remedies 
and cures of ſo much rigour, are violent, 3nd doſooner. kill, 
and make an cnd of their Subicas, then heale and recouer 
themby little and little. Wherefore in point of correion, a 
commonwealth ' muſt vſe a great dale of caution and pru- 
dence. And for that hee who pretends by maine ſtrength to 
reſiſt the furious current of a ſwift riuer; or by roughneſle, to 
rame a head-ſtrong horſe, ſhall ſhew himſelfe as inſolent, as 


_ impertinent ; rigour with gentlenefle, and iuſtice with mer- 


cic, will doc well : which if they go not hand in hand , and 
kiſſeeach other, they are both bur the occaſion of greater 
corruption. For it is an erronious diſcourſe in thoſe that 
thinke, that publike conſcruation conſiftethin the execution 
of cruel! chaſtiſements, and ſharpe 2nd rigorous ſentences, 
bee they of death or otherwiſez For theſe coe rather diſpeo« 
ple, and deſolate, then corre& and amend akingdome, And 
as itis a {igne of bad Phyſirians, or ofa corrupt and infe&i. 
ous aire , to ſee many fall ſicke, and dye ; ſolikewiſe is it of 
carelefſe Miniſters, and ill prenention, and of a contagious 
corruption of vices, and cuill manners, whenthere are many 
criminall judgements, many puniſhments, and cruell cha- 
ſtiſements. And who is he that knowes the principall cauſe 
thereof? ir-may bee this, or it may bee thar, or all togerher, 
howlocuer T am ſure ir is all ill. And ina word, ſo great, ſo 
vniverſall, and ſo pernicious an ill, that if Chriſtian Kings 
carry not avery watchfull eye ouer their Subiets manners, 

in 
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not ſuffering them to flis out, they ſhall nor, when the 
—_ be _ refraine them, and remedic what is amiſl?, 
forcuill cuſtome being once habituated (according vnto Ga. 
len, and others) is an acquired nature, andengendreth an 
habite, which bcing mans naturall inclination, carries him 
along after itz and ſo greatis his inclination to delights, and 
ſomany the prouocations,andill examples which draw him 
thereunto, and poure oyleas it were vpon that fire , that if 
there be not the more diligenceand care vied in the quench- 
iog of it,it muſtneceſlarily ſpread it ſelfe abroad, and extend 
it ſelfe daily more and more, and moreeſpecially into thoſe 
Citics and countrics where there is much commerce and 
trading in Merchandiſe, and in the Courts of Kings, where 
there is ſuch aconeourle of diverſe and ſundrie nations, there 
being not any one of them which hath not it's proper and 
peculiar vertues, as alſo.it's proper and peculiar vices. Their 
vertues men hardly take hold on; but their vices,thoſe cleaue 
ealily vnto them of themſelues: and by this their Commerce 
and Trading , remaine cngrauen in-their hearts. : And what 
was before butan.inclinatien, being now, become a cuſtome, 
vice engendreth . vices and ane appetite maketh way:far ano- 
ther. Zycargae faith, That it more importeth'a State to ſee 
that it's Cities bee. not infected with the ill) cuſtomes and 
manners of Strangers,then to preſerue them-{rom rhe plague, 
the pcltilence,of other the likg contagious diſcaſes. For theſe, 
Time afſwageth and conſumerh; but choſe,are with rime in- 
creaſed and augmented; Three Embaſſadours of the Cretans, 


cach of them beingof a-different Se; made their ioynt co- 


trance into Rome. [The Senate gaue them audience. And 
Cato being there, whom. (for, bis grear-authoritie) they did 
much reucrence, and was indeed as an Otatle ariongſt them, 
pane his etc, and opinion, that hee would hauc them diſ- 
patcht thence with all poſſible ſpeed, before. the corruption 
of their manners ſhould cgrrupt;the Rometie' Common- 
wealth. --:.-{1 2mofiuacs viſa} and 7nd no i 
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-*\This care ought Kings to take; and ſo much the rather, 
for that they baue neuer a Caro, that willrell chem ;neuer a 
Councellour that will aduife them, that in no kinde of man- 
ner, nor vpon any occaſion whatſocuer, ought they either in 
their Courc, or kingdome, ſuffer: any man (no though hee 
bz an Ambaſfadour) to reſide there, being different in his 
Religion, manners, and Ceremonies. For their ereating and 
conuerſing with vs, ſerues tono other purpoſe, bur to bring 
in vices, and baniſh vertues , to worke vpon weakeand wa- 
ucring mindes, and to draw the natural! SubieQs of another 
Prince, from Gods true worſhip, and due obſeruance of his 
divine Law. And this wasthe care of the Ancients of thoſe 
times, who would neacr giue conſent and allowance, thar 
there ſhould bee any thing intertained or receiued into their 
commonwealths, whereby mens mindes might grow cold, 
or be withdrawne iffatiy one pointor tittle from the worſhip 
and adoration of their Gods. And 'very fit for theſe times 
werethat Law of the Perfians, which did puniſh him with 
death, that ſhould bring in any new vſc, or ſtrange cuſtome. 
Andthe Cretans, did intheir ordinaric Letanics defire, thar 
no-new cuſtome might enter into their city,which is asa con. 
tagious diſcaſe, and cleaueth as cloſe as the plague or peſti- 
lence. Nor did the Lawes of Egypt permit any new tune in 
their Muficke, or any new kinde of ſong, vnleſle they were 
firſt examined by thoſe that were'in place of gouernmentr. 
For(as Plate affirmeth) a'Commoriwealth, as well as Mu- 
{icke, admittech changes ; And that for the auoiding of this 
miſchiefe, it ought notto be permitted, that there ſhould be 
introduced any new kinde of tunes, or Muficke, together 
wherewith mens mindes receiue ſome change and altcration. 
CAriflotle did aJuiſe thoſe that wou'd bee verttious, that 
they ſhould not vſe Muſicke, nor muſical! inftruments, to in- 
cite them to be vicious. For Muficke being a diuine gift, and 
very powerfull to moue the hearts of men, and to perfwade 
the thing that is ſung, if they accuſtome themſelves w”_ 
an 
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and ing holy leſſons, & honeſt ſongs, they therby accuſtome 
themſclues to be honeſt and vertuous, And therefore anci- 
ently your Kings, as Dazid, the Prophets, and Prieſts , the 
better to apply themſelues to contemplation, did vſe. Mu. 
ſicke, wherewith they ſuſpended their ſenſes, and remained 
as it were ſwallowed vp in God. In a word, many men haue 


therewith beene robbed of their ſonles, and oftheir honours, 


and daily much hurt doth enſue thereby. For itis able ro doe 
much, and greate is the force and power which it hath'oner 
mens manners.” And if you will not beleeue me, obſerue bur 
the hurt, which your new wanton tunes, together with the 
laſciuious wordes, and peſticulations vied -in them , haue- 
wrought of late amongſt not onely the common, - bur better 
ſort of people. | 
Now to ſhut vp all that hath beene ſaid in three' points. 
Firſt of all T ſay, that it much importeth , thacta Prince bee 
good inhimſelfe ; for that all men'maketheir Imitation after 
that patterne that hee ſets before them. And for this cauſe, 
God placed himin fo high and eminent a place, to the end 
that by the reſplendour of his vertues, hce ſhould giue light 
to the whole kingdome; and that both by his lifeand exam- 
ple, he ſhould exemplific and indoQrinate his Subic&s: for 
it is not onely included in the name and office of King, to 
rule and gouerne the kingdome by good and who'ſome 
Lawes, but likewiſe to teach and inſtru& the people by his 
vertues. This ought to bee (fay Socrates and Plato)the end- 
and aymeof Kings, to'dire& rheir Subjects in the trath,they | 
pradiſing ie firſt themſelues, which is the ſtrongeſt and for- 
cibleſt argument to perſwade it. For the execution of that 
which is perſwaded and commanded ,. doth ſeciite the paſ- 
ſage, doth make the worke'ſaiigurie, and doth facilitare-the 
trouble; "Secondly; to the end that the Lawes maytbet rhe 
better kept, Kings niuſt obey, ar(d"keepe than? fÞie will 
ſceme an vnitiſt thing inftheth *to eſtabliſh\anTFordeine thee, 
which themſelues will -not = dbſerne:: 'They "—_ 
" rar. a 2 oe 
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doe as Lycarges did, who neuer enaQted any thing which 
be himſelfe did not punQually performe. And it was a Ro- 
mane Edi&; Yſeel Rey dela Ley, que hiziere para ls grey: 
Let the King that law keepe, which he makes for his ſhecpe; 
Laſtly, that they bee very carcfull and watchfull ouer the 
whole kingdome, but more particularly ouer the Court, for 
from thence isdiffuſed all the $1 or ill ;as likewiſe in cur- 
ralling the cxceſſes of apparrell, the ſuperfluities of feaſts and 


banquets, ofgaming, of ſports, and paſtimes , of lightneſſe 


in behatiiour, of liccntiouſneſle in courting of women, and of 
thoſe waſtctuli expences which might very well be excuſed, 
in weddings, in iewclls,and dreflings both inthe womenand 
the men. Then began-Rome to grow ranke in Luxurie, and 
prophaneneſſe, when your gilded bed. ſteds, your coſtly pa+ 
uilions, your ſtately canopics, your ritch hangings, your cu- 
rious tables, yourglorious cupboords of plate, your gybing 
Icſters , and- your various Inſtruments of Muſicke were 
brought in, which werethen in great vic and requeſt, for to 
prouoke and ſtirre vp the appetite in thoſe their tedious and 
ſumptuous ſuppers; as if, for to go to hell, there were necde 
of ſuch a wind-lace, or whecling about,the way being (as it 
1s) ſo cafic and dire&, that a man may go it blindfold.Canſes 
all of them of inſt feare , and forc-runners likewiſe of the 
ruinc and perdition of any Monarchy whatlocuer, as they 
haue beene heretofore of others that have been oucrthrowne 
by the like meanes. | 

But to conclude with this ſenſc, and to ſhut vp the doore 
likewiſe toall the reſt ; wee are to preſuppoſe that, which is 
very common both in diuine and humane Letters, That by 
the hands, wherein particularly conſiſts the Touching, are 


 vnderſtood workes ; becauſe they arc the Inſtruments by 


which they are done, Aoſes deliucring vnto vs, that the He- 
brewes did ſee the wonders which God had wroughtin their 
fauour, faith, Fiderunt menum —_— » Juam exercnerds 

Dominas: They ſaw that great worke (which the mo 
renders, 
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renders,that greathand) which the Lord exerciſed vpon the 
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Zgyprians. And beſides this,it hath another ſignification(as je. 5.35, 
is obſcrued by Pierins Palerienue) an open band, being the Tic. Opus 


.Symbole of eloquence 3 exprefling that efficacy, and perſwa- 
ſive power that lics in well conched words. . Works and 
words being both very neceſſary in Kings, Execution in 
theone , andElocutien in the other. And becauſe all Prin- 
ces cannot performe theſe offices of doing and ſaying, by 
' themſciues, they muſt haue another tongue,and other bands, 
by which they muſt ſpeake, and doe ; and the tongue 
whereby they muſt ſpeakez and the hands, whereby they 
muſt touch, and handle all things (fortheir owne are not 
ableto doe ir) muſt bee their fauourites, Policratws, in his 
booke directed to 7744ane, ſaith, That your great Lords in 
Court, and Kings fauouritcs, are the haridsot the kingdome, 
And, as in mans body, they are naturally diſpoſed,and 

prepared for to ſuccour and aſh} all the other members ; fo 
they ſhould be at hand for to helpe and relieue all the neceſ- 
ſitics of the kingdame, and to berhe formoſt in all congata 
and a thouſand other occaſions that will offer themſelues, 
which neither arc,nor can bee wanting to Kings and king- 
domes. And therefore the Philoſopher ſaid of the hands,that 
they are the Inſtrument of Inſtruments. For without thera 
nothing can be done; neither can Kings of themſclues do all. 
They haue nced of cheir Miniſters, and Fauourites, which 
are thcir fect, and their hands. In the ſubſequent Chapters, 
we (ball diſcourſe ſomewhata little of them. God grant, that 
lictle, or ſomewhat, what creirt bee, may worke ſorhe good: 
And firſt of all we will treate, whether it be firring co haue 
Fauourites. _ Det 
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whether it be fit for Kings to have Fauonrites.

'For a 
Fauourite being of the ſame nature, as a particular friend,and 
friendſhip being to bee inter equales,betweene thoſe that are 
of cquall condition, it ſeemeth that thoſe that arc Subicas 
andſeruants to their King and Maſter can not bold it with 
him; whom they are to behold, and treate with, with a great 
deale of reverence, reſpeRing alwayes his royall Maicſtic, 
which (according tothat other Poet) No cabe en vs ſaco con 
e Amor zis notin one andthe ſame fackewithlouc. And 
wichour.louc, there is tio friendſhip. Trueit is that _17riſtotle 
and ſome other Philoſophers aftirme, that this difference 
may caſily bee reconciled, foraſmuch as hee that is in the 
higher and more cminent place, may ſtoope fo low, and fa.

But this &hn hardly 
ſquare and ſuite well with Kings towards their Fauourites. 
For, as it were an indecorwm, and vnſecmely thing in a hu- 
mane bodie, that the head ſhould abaſe it ſelfe, and become 
equal! with the ſhoulder ; ſo, were it prodigious and mon- 
ſtrous, that Kings, which are Heads, and hold that Souc- 
cagntiewhich God hath giuen them, ſhould ſtoope ſo low 
to their SubieRs, that the eminencic ſhould not m"_

they hauc ouer them. And thatother meanes which ma 
be vied inrayſing a ſubie;, or Fauorite to that hight that hee 
may be <quall with his King, bricigeth with that a great in- 
conuenience. For a Crowne & Sctprer royall,cannot endure 
any fellowſbip with equality. - And therefore theſe two 
mcancs may pareand fit well with friends, that hauing pro. 
fefſed friendſhip, whien their eltates were <quall, the one 
growes inferiout to the other, 'eythergood fortunc; or good . 
diligence, hauing preferred his fellow and friend, 'But with 
Kings there cannor be held this correſpondencyand equality, 
Andit is King Sz/»v#v0#5 counſaill, who faithz That itis not 
fitting for any min cocntertaine friendfiipand'communica- 
tion, with thoſe that are too mighty. © Ditiori re, ne [ociue 
fueris ; Quid communicabit cacibiu ad ollam ? uando enim 
ſe colliſerint, confringetur : Haue no fellowſhip with one 
that is mightier and richerthen thy ſelfe. For how agree the - 
Kettle and the carthen Por —_— For, if the one 'bee 
ſmitten againſt the other, it ſhall be broken. And againe, if 
you will but diligently obſerne the ſacred hiſtory of the 
Kings which were ouer Gods people, you ſhall there finde 
little mention of Fanorites.' On the other ſide, it will like- 
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Now for to giue ſatisfa&ion vnto that which is here pre= 
tended to be aycrred, we arc toconſider, That 4riforle, and 
other , both Philoſophers and Diuines teach (which is 
no more then what experience plainly prooues vnto vs) 
That there arc two ſorts of Louc, or friendſhip ; The one 
Intercſlall, or cum fznore, whoſe cnd, is its proper profit, 
The other hath with it a more gentile & noble intent, which 
is,to-loue and wiſh well tothat which deſeructh to bee belo. 


| ucd:and this is called 4 wor ewicitie,the loueof friendſhip, 


Theother, Amor concupiſcentie, the loue of concupiſcence. 
And with very good reaſon, for that therein there isnot to be 
found the face of true friendſhip. From theſe two Loues, 
as from two diuerſe rootes, ſpring forth two different forts 
of Fauorites. The one, who for their great parts and quali. 
tics haue deſerued to carry after them, not only the good 
wills and affe&ions oftheir equals, but cuen of Kings them- 
ſelues. And whentheſe abiligiesarc ſo extraordinary and ad- 
nan 
{ſhould moreparticularly, and in a more extraordinary man= 


ner, apply their affe&ion vnto them. Nay, it would rather 
lay aſporand blemiſhvpon them, if notice ſhould betaken, 
that-they.cqually enterxaine all, or not cſteeme and prize. 


them molt that: merit moſt to be eſteemed. For in all good 
reaſon; there is no greater inequality, then to equall all alike.

When Nabachaduez<cr, King of 
Babilon, beficged and tooke by force of armes the Citie of 
leruſalem, he carricd away from thence great ſpoiles of gold 

and filuer; butthat, which heemuch more prized then all 

this Treaſure ,, were the ſonnes of the chiefeſt Noblemen, 

and ſuch as were lincally deſcended of the Kings of thar. 
kingdome ; and gauceſpeciall order, that they ſhould chooſe 

and cu!l out thoſe that had the beſt and ablcſt parts , both of. 

nature and acquiſition;zthoſe that, were of the beſt diſpoſition, 

the moſt learned, and beſt raught, to the end thar being. ac 
companicd with theſe good qualities , they might merit to 
attend in the Court and Chamber of the King, Et 4iz Rex Dani1.;

knowledge likewiſe of ſecret buſineſſes, and marters of State 
atid gotierniment, which was Deniel ; who ſo well deſerued 
eo be a Fauobrite to" thoſe Kings of Babylon, arid more cfpe- 
cially to Dariae, that lice did not content himſelfe with ma- 
king him onely a priuie Councellour, but the prime man 
amongſt them.” For hating ſet over the kingdome an 1120. 
Princes, Which ſkoutd'bee ouer the whole kingdome , and 
oucr theſe, three' Preſidents (of whom, Davxiet was firſt ) 
that the Princes might giue account vnto them, that the 
King might haue no damage 5 And as hee was the greateſt 
Suble& and Fauourire in ho world, ſo was hee ſuperiour in 
the verrnics and qualities of his perſon. 7girur Dame! faperi- 
bat omimes Principes 4 ſatrepas, quis Spiritus Domini am- 
plior erat in illo: Therefore was Davie! preferred before the 
Prefidents and Princes, becauſean excellent ſpirit was in him, 
The holy 'Scriprute likewiſe tells vs, that Toſeph was ſuch a 
Fauourite of King Pharavb, thar hee gaue him abſolute 
power ouerall his kingdomc, and commanded, that in pub- 
like pompe he ſhould ride inthe Kings owne Charior, and in 
his owne ſeate, and haue a Crier go before to proclaime the 
fauour that the King was pleaſed. to doe him. Dixit quoque 
Rex eAigypti ad Noſeph , Ego ſum Pharaoh, abſque tuo impe. 
10 non moutbit quiſquam manum , aut pedem in omni terra, 
And Pharaoh ſaid vnto Tofeph, am Pharaoh, and without 
fhee ſhall no-man lift vp his hand, or foot, in all che land of 


Egypt. And well did hee deſerue this honour, for by his 


great induſttic and wiſedome, he freed char King and king- 
ome from that terrible famine, beſides thoſe many other 
pre on pelameimpſoyments, whercin he was buſied 
r the ſpite of euen yeates together. In the fourth —_ of

ſhame. So great is the force of wiſedome and diſcretion, that 
it doth-not onely exalt, and raiſeto greatneſſe,men that are 
free borne (though in a(poore mcane cottage) bur brings 
enen the baſeſt ſlaves to bee Lords ouer their owne Maſters. 
Acertaine Philoſopher 'being taken capriue,, was brought 
forth into the open Market ro bee ſold, and they that were 
to buy him, demande@of him, what hee could doe, He told 
them; Thar the beſt thing that he was skild if, was, to com« 
mand his Maſters. In many places of Scripture, is repeated 
and confirmed the Teſtimonie of King Sa/omons great power 
and wiſedome; And amongſt other things, which are men- 
tioned of the Maieſtie of his houſe and Comt, it is ſaid; 
Thar therein he had agreat many Princes, whoſe-names are 
regiſtrcd in the third booke of the Kings. And amongſt them 
rhere'ts/ but one onely tharis made remarkable by the name 
and title of the Kings Fauouriteand friend. Zabad, filins Ne- 
than, amicus Regis; And Zabud,the ſonne of Nether, was 
principall Officer, and the Kings friend. Some Tranſlations 
in the place of principall Officer, put Pricſt. And theſe two 
ticles of Prieſt, and the Kings friend, are therefore thus ioy- 
ned together, that they may giue vs to vnderſtand, that the 
friendſhip and affetion towardsa Fauourite, ſhould rake it's 
growth from thar learning and verene which is annexed to 


the ſtate and condition of thePricit. And in the firſt booke of 


the Chronicles, in that Catalogue, which is there made of 
thoſe which bare principall offices in King D4#:ds Court, 
it is oncely ſaid ef Heſhar the Archite,rhat hee was the Kings 
companion. And inthe ſecond booke of the Kings , are er 
downe at large the great and many reaſons, why H»ſhei on 
his part might well deferue this Title. Our Saviour Chriſt 
likewiſe ſeemed ro make ſhew of his more particular affeRi. 
on to Peter, lohn, and 1ames, mking choice of rhem from 
among the twelue, to retire himſelfe in private withthem,and 
go make them witneſſes of his glorious cransfigurarion em

afterwards of diuers other particular things. Whence it 
ſcemeth that they might haue the name of Fauourites; bur 
not without great groueeh andthoſc extraordinary vertues, 
whercin they out-ſhined others. Howbcit the choiſe and cle« 
Aion of this ſupreme King, is not to bee ruled and meaſured 
out by that of the Kings of this world ; for they can not by 
the alone power of their loue better men, nor affoerd them 
neceſſary parts, whereby to merit to bee their friends, Bur 
this true King and Lord of all, in placing his good will and 
affeion on thoſe whom heeis pleaſed ro make choice of for 
his friends, doth likewiſe indow and adorne them with 
ſtrong abilities , whereby to bee accounted worthy of his - 
fricnd(hip and favour. Whereas with the Fauourites of the 
Kings of this world, it fareth cleane contrary. For thoſe, 
 whichbefore they were Favourites, were good and honeſt, 
by their priuacie, and great power with their King , hane 
come to be ftarke nought ; and the more footing they haue 
in the Kings friend(hip, they are vſually the lefle worthy of 
it. Whereof we ſhall morcin the Chapter following.

APeRy Hole moſt Icarned bookes,which the g!o- 
CEFR 7ious Saint Luſter writ, De Cinitate Dei, 
+ Ha lay before vs twe ſorts of louc: That loue 
YEP which man-beareth- vnto God, cuen: to. 
Aa the contemningand defpiſing of himſclfe, 
GP And fiom thisis the conſtitmionand fa- 
£ASDI bricke of that holy Citie of Icruſalem; 
vnder which name, is vnderſtood the good concord an 
agreement of the Chriſtan Clurch and commonwealth, as 
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alſo of. all Chriſtian ſoules. The other lou is that which 
cuery one bearcth to himlelfe, in thar high manner and ex- 
ceſſe, that it reacheth euen ro the contemning and deſpiſing 
of God. And from this is built that City of Babylon, whichis 
as much to ſay,as Confuſion, &ignifieth that, whicheuery 
ſinner hath within himfelf,as alſo that which is in ill ordered 
commonwealths. And therefore (as wee faidin the former 
Chapter) that from thoſe two Loues of friendſhip and con- 
cupilcence, did iflue forth rwo ſorts of Fauourites : The one 
good and profitable; the other, bad and couetous: So, con(i- 
dering Loue, not in reſpe& of outward things, but in reſpe& 
of it ſelfe, ir differenceth the vſe of Fauourites, according to 
the different meanes and ends, wherewith, and for which 
they are made choice of: And the vſe likewiſe, which they 
make thereof, when they ſeetheyare thus aduanced, and re-" . 
ceiued into favour: The meancs haue the denomination of 
rheirgoodneſle, or badneſſe, from their end. VVhence itfol- 
loweth, that when Kings ſhall make choice of their Fauo- 
rites by good meanes, not out of a ſelfe-humour, or wo- 
maniſh kinde of longing, nor for to pleaſe his owne proper 
afteion, but that they may comply the bettcr with thoſe 
obligations, which they haue to the good diſpatch of buſi- 

neſſes, and ro haue one to helpe them to beare the burthen 

thatlics vponth em; Asthis end is good, ſo.of force muſt the 

' meancslikewiſe bee. For to obtaine good ends, bad meanes 
arc not taken, And therefore Kings ſhall doc well, in taking 

ſuch Fauourites vnto them, as ſhall bee ſollicitots, and care- 

full in the difpatching of buſineſſes, faithfull in-their ſervices 

and endowed with ſuch parts afore ſpecified, as were thoſe 
Fauourites, recommended vnto you in the former: Chapter, 

For 1oſeph (as we told you) grew in fauour with King Pha- 

40h, for his great wifkdomeJhd for his ſupernatarallknow- 

ledge of things to come, and teucaling ſuck ſecret myſteries 

as other his Miniſters could not tell what to make of them. 
The like befell- Dar;e/, with the-Caldean; and Ny = 
ings, 
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Kings; for before cuer he became a Fauourite, they ſaw his 
great wiſedomeand confſtanciein the true ſeruice ot his God, 
his ſingular prudence, and thoſe other his good gifts, which 
are recorded in the booke of his propheſies. The extraordi- 
nary graces of Peter, 18hn, and 1ewes, who is hethat is igno. 
rant of them? Being that the Euangelifts ſay of Saint Perer,. 
that his extraordinary loue was examined , and proued in 
thoſe ſo often repcared queſtions : Perre amas me? Simon 10. 
hanngs, dilizss me plus bis? And againe, Simon Johanna, am as 
me? And the Apoſtle Saint 7ames was the firſt of the Apo. 
Rles, that by his bloud and death gaue teſtimonie of this his 
lone. And Saint ob» ſhewed no leſle,at his laſt Supper,at his 
paſſion, andart the foote of the Crofle, hauing followed and 
accompanied his Maſtereuen to his death, when the reſt fled 
and forſooke him. But when Kings make nor choice of their 
Fauourites for the foreſaid ends, and for the publike good, 
bur for their owne particular guſts and humours, and to ler 
looſe the reines with more libertie and freedome to-their 
owne delights and pleaſures, ſuch kinde of Fauourites ſer 
vſually before them the ſame ends, and commonly preferre 
their owne priuate guſtes and intereſts before thoſe of their 
Kings, or the publike good ofthe commonwealth,and come 
to bethe firebrands and deſtru&ion of States. This leflon the 
holy Scripture doth likewiſe teach vs, whoſe myſteries are 
' ſo high and ſo deepe, that cuen in that which it filenceth, ie 
ſpeaketh vnto vs ; and in ſaying little, inſtrueth much. I 
have much obſerucd that which is recounted in, the- Hiſtory 
of Efther , touching the priuacie of that proud and vnfor- 
tunare Hamay, whom King 4/ſuerms raiſed from ſo low a loeph. de 4ns 
degree, and from ſo wicked a race, as he came of.For (accor- ty 
ding to Tofephas) he deſcended from that Amalakire whom: 
the Propher Samuel cauſed ta be hewen in peeces. Ard for- 
that it isthe condition of Kings, when they once begin co 
fauour a man, to make. him like froath to ciſs ant ſycll, this 
fauurite grew to that heighth through his Kings go and 
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fauour, that all the Subie&s of that Monarch reſpe&ed him 
as a God, and kneeled downe in his preſence, his perſon 
being much more adored, ferued,and feared, then the Kings, 
becauſe the King had pur the Raffe (as they ſay) into his 
hands, giuing him theabſolute command ouer all hiscſtates; 
inſomuch that neither in, nor out of Court, nor elſewhere, 
was there ought done, but by the ordervf Hamas; and the 
King himſcite held him in the place of a father. And for that 
Vanitie is the daughter of Pride,all this his great fauour and . 
priuacie with his Prince, did but makethe more for his owne 
hurt, as doth the Ants wings, for hers; or like thoſe of ares, 
which being of waxe, the nearer they came to the Sunne, the 
ſooner they melted, working then his death and downfall, 
when he wasat the higheſt, For Hamas came to hang, and 
dyeon that gallowes which he had prouidcd for Aardoche, 
and for no other offence in the world, but becauſe he would 
not bowe the knee vnto him, and adore him as the reſt did. 
So that (if you marke the Storic) Hamans owne greatneſle 
and power was the axe, which did frame and hew out that 
gallowes, whereon himſelfe was hanged: And hauing often 
thought with my ſelfe on this mans end, and conſidering 
likewiſe the beginning of this his priuacie, I doc not finde, 
chat it was for the excellencie of his merits, or for any heroi- 
call vertues that were in him;ſuch as were thoſe which Ki 
Pharaob, Nabuchadnezzar, and Darixe did conſider in ' 
thoſe their Fauourites, which they made choice of, but for 
ſome particular guſtcand liking, that his King tooke to him. 
For the Scripture ſpeakes not one word, nor maketh not any 
the lcaſt mention of the merits of this Fauourite , nor of any 
notable thing , that hee had done cither for the good of the 
kingdome, or the ſeruice of his King z but rather without 
any PR to that purpoſe, in the very cntrance of the 
third Chapter we reade thus; Rex: Aſſuerns exaltanit 4man,

the opinion.and conceit of the contrary, puffes him vp with 
pride, and vndocsit's Maſter. For they fondly and fooliſhly 

waderthemlclues, thar their King and Maſter cannot liue 
and ſubſiſt without the alkiſtance of thejr wit, and chat there 
isnot that fault they commit, but muſt be forgiuen them,our 
of the necefhtie of their ſeruice. Forgetting in the mcanc 
while;.thar rheir King may imagine them to bee dead , and 
how+tharin ſuch'acafc; though 1t.gricue him, yet-muſt hee 
prouide himlclfe of orhers* Let Kings therefore bee beaten 
from this theirerrour,for he that {hallotherwiſe aduiſe them, 
and ſceke to be the onely man in their favour and ſeruice,and 
take'wnto himſelfe both:the righr.ſide and the left, thruſting 
all orhers from thence,and: gouerning both high and low, 
terting nothing efcape his which hee pretenderh out 
of the neceflaryruſc of his dſo ab{olutcly ro become 
Maſter of their wills; and tohauerhathand ouer their Kings, 
chaetheymuſtnoctogkevpon.any, but with their Eauorites 
eyes; fich a Favenrite(l faypppretcnds: 


to:tyrannize a king- 
dome, and by little and little- will. go-cruſking the Princes of 
the bloud, the ancient Nobilitic, and fuck as arc of- power to 
tandintheioway, chruſting this manouriof Court to day, 
arid thar othev ro morrog;/thathee alone may tule all with- 
ourany.contradiftion.or © tonin the' world. Lercnery 
man ſay or thinke as they-liſt, for mine owne part I am per- 
ſwaded that this is his maine ebd and drift ; And the cauſe 
thereof is his feare of falling ; knowing (beſides his owne 
 conſciouſnes) that there arenot enely oneor two, butmany 
in Court, that are'able to ſupply his place; and farre better 
deſeruing then hitnſelfe,” Your Alchymiſts make gold : But 
;how? Onely in the coloar ;they will not let it come to the 
iTouch, nor any other reall'Eflay, neither will they cadure to 
hauc it compared withany other minerall gald, fot feare leſt 
it ſhould bee diſconered, that theirs harhno more bur a bare 
ſkew and apparence. LetPrinces therefore affurerhemſchues, 
wa | - 
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of any other companic, as being .priujc-to-themſclucs, char 
their vnderſtanding is nat ſuch pure gold, that it can abide 
the Touch, nor any” reall Eflay. But lay it thould paſſe for 
currant, and. thar their mindes were all made of pure gold, 
methinkes they ſhould aduiſe and conſider with themſclycs, 
thatthoſe that are ingenious and wiſe men, will thereforethe 
rather deſire that there ſhould be many : for, by comparing 
the one with theather, the-true light ſhineth the more, and 
makes it ſelfe knowne whether it beſoor no. And anely your 
.fooles, and ſuch as are vnworthy of that they poſlcile, arc 
iealous of chat good, which they fteare to looſe, when by com. 
paring they ſhall cometo be knowne. God did -not in vaine 
place [o;many members in, mans, bodice , and moſt of them 
double; had it not becne thereby to teach-ys, that many are 
ncedfull in humane ations : and that one is. notable ro doe 
all, withour an infinite deale of toyle, extraordinary ſpend- 
ing of his ſpirits, and the ſudden waſting and conſuming of 
his body. And here wi | ſuite yery well to this our purpoſe, 
that which T:beriae cd, when feigning not to bee. wil. 
ling to accept ofthe Empire, hee ſaid, (going about the buſh 
todiſcouer the mindesof the Romane Nobilitic, and Senate) 
that he alone of himlelfe, was not ſufficient, nor yer with the 
helpe ofanother,far ſo great a gauernmenrt..VVhereypon, $4- 
Inftize Criſps taking his Qu;, a great Fauourite of his, ſtarts 
mee vp, and makes me a long Harenge, or artificiall oration; 
ſhewing that Signiorie and. Empire could not 'well conſif}, 
withoyr being conferred ypon. one particular perſon (which 
is the maine foundation and ground-worke of the good.and 
ſafctieof a Monarchicall gouctnment) and thattherein him, 
ſelfe (if no body elſe would rake the paines) would bee as 
were another Zoſeph, his faithfull Vice-gerenr: leſt the xeſo- 
lutionof things, depending on the will of many, iq wight 
cauſca diſtra&ion in'bulineſles, cither: by way of competi- 
tion or of paſſion. In concluſion, after Tiberizs had heard 
this, and had throughly ſounded their migdes, hc tooke:gc-

theſe that arc f moſt importance; And eticſe Kings by 


Eafion to rel them, Thatin ſuch a' Citric 2s Rome-was, ſuſtai- 


ned afid ypheld by ſo many and fach illuftrions petſons, it 
was not fit that che bulineſſes.of Stareſhould be remitted to 
ene.man alone, for many-wotfd"mbch' more caſily execute 
che offices and*affaires of the commonivealth by-a'fellow-. 
bearing of the burthen. For, as vnitie in ſome degrees is both 
profitable and pleaſing ; ſoin other ſome ir is hateful! , and 
preiudiciall. And therefore, (oat-of this conſideration) I fay, 
That a King, a8 the ſuprethe perfon, ind 'principall Head of 
akin e, oaght to be one alone. For the conetoulneſle of 
ruling being infatiable, and thenature of power incommuni-. 
cable, ir is not poſhblethat:ewo Princes of cquall authoritic 
ſhould continue any long time, bur both of them ſiiffer in the 
end, or at-leaft the biiſfnelles that are committed to their 
charge. But for Fausurites, there may bee two, or three, or 
more; the vnitie remaining teſerued for the greater and ſu- 
premer perſon. ' And likewiſe this pluralitic wilt nor be much 
amiſſe; for if any one of them! ſhall 'by fome accident faile, 
there be others, Whem the'King knoweth, rp know 
experi- 
ence and knowledge of buſineſſes, and all ſuch Joneſy. od 
current and paſſable iri the commonwealth, without being 
driuen to ſecke our new Miniſters, of to inſtru them what 
to doc in a time-of necelhitie, when things po not well, bur 
ſtand in ill Tearmes; layingotherwife hold'on rhe firſt rhar 
offer themſelues vntorhem, to the overthrowing of the buſi- 
neſſes in hand, and the proper hurt and dammage of their 
Lordand Maſter; at whoſe coſt and by meercerringingreat 
matters, they muſt come to get their _— Let Kings (a 
Gods name) reſcrue for themſelues thoſe buſineſſes that are 
of greateſt importance (for in this likewiſe muſt there bee a 
ferled courſe and order) asis in all well goucrned kingdomes: 


: Referring (as we ſaid before) to theordinary Conncells and 
Tribunalls 4 


, ordinary buſinefſes, conſulting with their Kings 
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them- 
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themſelues (as before mentioned) ought to diſpatch,if there- 
in they be not hindered by default of their health, and: noe 
to remit and referre:them to their Fauouritesz who, in mat» 
ter of [uſtice (were it bur diſtributiue) ſhould hane no kinde 
of power. For thereby they oppreſle thoſe Tribunalls and 
ſeates of juſtice, together with their Miniſters and Officers, 
who, for that they know, they muſt haue much dependancy 
on the Fauourite; if he ſhall hauc a hand in Courts of Iuftice; 
and diſtribution of Offices, cannot bur remaine much op- 
relſed, and debarred of their libertie; and the more, if t 
aue any pretenſion for their owne intereſt, or increaſing of 
their cſtate and honour. And the reaſon of all this will plain- 
ly appear, if wee will bur weigh thofe words of the- wiſe 
man z Per me Reges reguant, (of Leewm conditores inſte de- Prou.g.15. 
cernunt : Through me Kings raigne, Through-mece Coun. 
cellours make iuſt Lawes. VWhereby is giuen to vnderſtand, 
the particular fauour which God giues tothe lawfull Kings 
and Gouernours of their kingdomes and commonwealths, 
to hit right in that which appertaincth vnto gouernment. 
And therefore was it well ſaid of that wiſe King: Salomon; Pcov.16. ro. 
| Diuinatioin labys Regw,in indicio, now errabit 05 eines Pro- | 
phecic' is in the lippes of the King z his mouth-ſhall nor go 
wrong in judgement. And your Diuines are of opinion, thae 
Kings haue more helpe andaide from their Angels of guard, 
then other mev haue. And beſides all this, the publike pray- 
ers that are poured forth throughout all theirkingdomes and 
Prouinces; are 'of moſt great vie for Gods. illightning of their 
vnderſtanding. And therefore for theſe reaſons aforclaid, al- 
though your Fauourites and more ſecrer Councellours of 
State may be very learned and-wile vnderſtanding men , yet 
is there a great deale of reaſon, why in grave and weightic 
cauſes, they ſhould crauc and attend their Kings-opinicn; 
cſtecming it as the more —_— it comes from a head, 
ſo much fauourcd by God, and ſo well afliſted and firengeh- 
— i LS 
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for Gad hath not made that promiſe vatothem, as he hath 
vnta-Kings; nor (peraduenture) doe they delerue it, Andif 
he bee the ſole andonely Fauourite, much lefle can hee pre- 
ſame, thatcither his. opinion or paines can: be greater or (urer 
then that of ſo many learned Councellours and Councells, 
thart haue met and fate thereupon, and bauc ſpent ſo much 
time and ſtudie in State- affaires. Nor is.it to bee imagined, 
that when Councellours doe conſult, and crauc their Kings 
opinion and reſolution, that they doeir to thatend, that they 
ſhould receiue it from another inferiour perſon , whom lee 
Kings loue them'neuer ſo much ,'or conferre all that they 
can vponthem, they cannot giue them more vnderſtanding, 
or moreknowledge, nor a better minde and diſpoſition,tben 
what they haue already ; for this is reſerued for God onely, 
as alſo ie-propcrly belongeth vnto him to giue light vnto 
Kings, that they may gjuea ficring and dirc& anſwer to that 

int wherein they are conſulted , who alwaycs ſupplyes 
them with that knowledge which is needfull forthem,if they 
ſhall bur begge it at his hands, and: make good vſe thercof. 
Hence are two things inferred, which are very ſure and true, 
The firſt, That Kings are bound in conſcience to attend in 
their owne perſon graue and weightie buſineſſes ;. for thar 
this is their principall office ; which is cuidently proued by 
this reaſon. Whoſocucr beares an Office; and hath falaric for 
the ſame, is thereby obliged to cumply fully therewith, $6 
pena peccati, vpon penaltic of finning. And by ſo muchthe 
more gricuous-ſhall the ſinne be, by how much the greater 
is the Office, and by bow much the more the Ripendis aug- 


| mented. Now Kings (you will confeſſe vato me) haue the 
| our office, and greater ſtipend in all things, and there- 


re ſhall they more grieuouſly finne, if they do not cumply 
therewith, And this is made good in the ſixth of Wiſcdome, 
where in theſe very words it is expreſly faid : Porentes poten- 
ter torwente patientur; 0 fortioribus fortior inſtat craciatio: 
A (barpe puniſhment ſhall be co them that be in high pony 
and . 
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and the mighty ſhall bee mightily tormented. The ſecond, 
That Fauourites are obliged, on paineof the ſaid penaltic, to 
ſerue their Kings in their owne perſons well and faithfully 
in thoſe buſineſſes, which they ſhall cammir to their charge, 
and that in taking their pleaſure and caſe, more then their 
Kings themſclues, and ſubſtituting others to-performe that 
truſt and charge which is put vpon them, they cannot juſtly 
cnioy thatauthoritic, nor thoſe; intereſts and profies-which 
doe reſult from their priuacie, And let they themſclues' tell 
me, what title they haue tocnioy ſo much as they doc,when 
they take leſſe paines then their Kings , but pleaſure more? 
And to conclude with that which is here queſtioned in this 
Chapter, I ſay, That admitting Fauouriges, to' bee fuch as 
they oughtto be, it is fir notwithſtanding chat there ſhould 
be morethen one, or two. For thereby Kings ſhall haue the 
more helpe, and out of tharcmulation and zeale, which is 
wont to bee amongſt them, cach ofthem will ftriue to bee 
more conſiderate and better aduiſed in commanding others, 
and in begging and applying things to himſelfe, and his 
owne priuatc profie, and more folicitous in doing ſeruice to 
the Stare; leſt others might ger the ſtartof him in his Kings 
tauour. And howbeit: the name of fauoucire ſeemerh nor to 
indurea companion, yet, ifthey fixe their eyes on thatwhich 
they ought, which is the common good of the common- 
—— the ſervice af their Kings, it would neucr grieue

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and Councellers. Which were ccrtaine old men, clothed in 
white, wearing Crownes on their heads, To bee ſomewhar 
ancient, and well ſtricken in yeares, wasa qualitic wont to 
berequired inthoſe that were 0 aduiſe Kings, and gine them 
good counſdll, in regard of their great experience and mature 
wdgement , which commonly accompanies ſuch kinde of 
men, And they are faid to be clathed in white, becauſe this 
colour ſignifies a pure heart, and a cleare conſcience, where. 
with they ought ro bee as it were apparrelied and adomed. 
How can hegiuegoodeoundell thatis not clothed in white? 
That hatlr riot Cor candidem, & white and vpright heart, 
pure-andcleanc from thoſeaffefions and paſhons that may 
ſmuttandfollyc it} And'tt is there likewiſe &t downe, that 
cuery oneof then had likea King, a Crowne vpon his head. 
To giue vs thereby to vnderftand, that hee thar is to giue 
counſcllvnto Kings. forthe maintaining and vpholding of a 
ingdome, and to remedy what isthercinamiſſc,may in-ſome

- 'This kindeof ſcruants and friends; whichmuſt be the life 


and 
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and ſoule of their aRio ns; let Kings bee. very carefull how 
they make choice of them, and receive them into fauour. For 
there is not any one thing, that doth ſo much manifeſt a 
Kings minde, as the-deQion which he makes of his: Fauou- 
rites and Counccllours of State. For by them is his nattrall 
inclination as well knowne, as ina workeman, by his:manu- 
faQtures, is diſcouered. the Artand Trade whereunto hee is 
molt. inclined. And therefagad hall make:bold: to aduiſe 
Kings, that they make luch theix-fiaourices; thatare men of 
worth, wile, prudeig, dif. interefſed; andofa noblcand gene- 
rous diſpoſition. - For by'their choice, men make i f: 
of their King accordingly. And likewiſe when the Kings 
grace and fauour ſhall-fall vpon, good Subies,: this owne 
glory will bechegreater..: 'Let Kings (laying afide all affeRi- 
on) chooſe ſach-as 2re.men of knowledge andeexpericnce;. 
and that are powerfull. in_perſwading, and diſſwading. Thar 
know how to goin andont, with good ſatisfaQion, amidſt 
thoſe fo mariy, ſo divers, and fach- important buſincſfes, as 
ay offer; chenſeiues 3 and ro giue good, ſabrill, and grave 
anſwers, both by word of mouth, and by writing , to fach- 
Ambaſſadours, and other great perſons, that {hall come-to- 
treate and negociate with chem. That hauc ſcenes and read 
much, and baue a general] knowledge in allthingzybutmore 
particularly. in. the countries and Provinces that ate vnder 
their Kings command. That know what forces they tre able 
to make ,- and to vnderſtand the ſtrength as well of their 


friends, as of their focs, Lee them beof aftanke and libergll -- 


minde. For this vertue the common people much loue- and 
affeR, and are wonderfully well fatisfred therewith. Andbon 
the contrary, couctouſnefle is much hated and abhorred by 
them. Let them (Ifay) bee bountifull, and deſirous to doc 
good toall in common, andto cuery one in mm in a 
word, let them be menwel! knowneto befairhfullandruſty, 
and ſuch as loue their Kings ſo well, as that they will preferre 
their authoritic and reputation before their owne, and _

melted by that very Sunne, that gauethem their firſt warmth 
and light,and by theirfall ro be lcft an example to the world, 
ro terrific others.: And in: caſe, for-ſome eſpeciall reſpeR, 
Kings ſhall refolue wich themfelues, that all the beames-of 
their greatneſle ſhall-illighren and'give life to one; particular 
perſon, let the foundation of their fanours'bee: layed: vpon: 
thoſe qualities, deſarts, and ſeruices, which: e 0 cons: 
Curre on thoſe perſons on whom they purpoſe chus to partt- 


cularize, Kings 
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Kings likewiſe arc to: conliger the Petitions of thoſe thar 
ſue vatothern ; which is my ſecond obſervation, and taught 
by Ghrift himfelfe: :Poreff is bibore calicem,quem er0 bibitarus 


ſawi?\ Can ye drinke of the cup that I drinke of ? Judging 


by himfelfe, in this demand which hee makes to thele bis 
Fauourites,. _ —_ CEOS g—_ himto 
tition him for the two princi ACES, ro polſeſle 
ravages ſhould haue ad centand requifice _ 
vpon-which point Chriſt cxamines them; and the like exa- 
mination ought Kings ro\make of thoſe qualities ,” ſpecified 
by vs, touching both Pretenders and Fauourites. | 
The third thing which Frecommend to your conſidera. 
tion, and which Chriſt teacheth Kings, is; the great caution 


and warincſſe which they are to ve, in nor being too facile, 


in granting all chat their Fauourites (hall. require of them. 


 Whichis to bee gathercd our of the laſt words of this his 


anſwer : Non eft meum dare vobis : Ft is not-mine to giue. 
Which, to my ſeeming , ſoundeth thus, It will not ſtand: 
with my truth and juſtice, to giue for kindreds- fake, or other 
hamane reſpects, that which my cternall Father hath pre- 
pared forthoſe which deſerue beſt. Kings ought to bee very 
circumſpeR in promiſing, and norouer calic in granting; for, 
if he ſhall be facile in granting whar others ſhall deſire , hee 

may hauecauſe to repenthimſelfe; and ifhe promiſeth, hee = 
looſeth hisliberty. A-great gentleman of qualitic , whom 
King Philip the ſecond much fauoured for his worthy parts, 


— one day with him, and walking a 


good while with his Mateſtic, after that hce bad diſcourſed 
with him of diners things, to the Kings ſo great good con» 
tent and liking, that hee thoughe with himlſelfe , that there 
was now afaire occaſion offered vnto bim, to propound vn- 


_ tohim(ashe did)'a buſineſſcof his owne. He told afriend of 


his, mon aſter that hee carne from him, that in thar very in- 
ſtant he'propoſcd it, he caſt ſuch a ſtrange andauſtere looke 
cowards. him; as if hee had neuct ſcene him before. Vhich

was no want of affcion i in 1 the Ki towards him, for hee 
bad had many ſufficient teſtimonies thereof, bur becauſe it 
yay + fxting for ſo wiſe and;prudenta King to hauc haps cit- 
mſpeRion, leſt 1his his affeRion might. miniſter occaſion 
« to him tocall his diſcretion in queſtien, in granting, or not 
ranting that which cither is-not, or atleaſt ſhall ſceme vnto 
gn. not to be conuenient for him, For Kings muſt haue re- 
courſe to theſe. two things 3 3 To baucagoodand fafc conſci- 
ence with:God, and intire aurhoritic, and good opinion with 
men. For with none doth that holy and prudent counlell of

bena,non ſolums coram Deo, ſed etiam coram hominibus : Pro- 
piding for .honeſtchings, not oncly in the light ofthe Lord, 
but in.theiſight of men. 'Vhich cannot be, when as Fauou- 
rites either« ang rs they liſt of themſelves ,+ or get their 
Kings to dac it for them. When the Senſiziue appetite ef- 
fefteth whbarſocuer it affeActh, the yaderſtanding (which is 
the ſqules king) remaines oppreſſed anddilgraced, ang. with

Tuan the ſecondofCaſtile,doth affoctd Rockets exumpldbof 


the thas followed, by lerting chat his Fa- 
'uourite have ſo great-a hand-in- buſineſſes, For the' people 
Going K rho wary asit were, and to yerld 


thathe Sod hinehit Joe; were perſwaded 
thethewabewiech t; forhe had ſuch power er the will & 
ofthe King; that he neither vnderſtood what 

Hegane, nor knew nor howyor: atteaſtthad-not the m ro 
nic 
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deny him any thing, that hee was willing <ither to aske, or 
take ; whilſt like the vnthankfull yuic, he went ſucking away 
all the juyce and ſappe of the tree, all that good Kings wealth 
and ſubſtance, his being, his authoritic, and lirtle: tefſe then 
his kingdome. And loſt by this mcanes ſo much of his au- 
thoritie, that ſome of the Grandes of the kingdome, and the 
Infantes, his brethren, and the Kings of Aragon , and Na- 
uarre, betooke them to their Armes, and made warre againſt 
' bim , he (ceing himſelfe vpon ſome occaſions: diſobeyed by 
his ſonne and Prince, and forſaken of his wife and Queene. 
Whereupon grew many ciuill broyles, and all vnder thetitle 
and pretext of recouering their libertie, and of pulling their 
neckes from''vnder the yoke of thar.ſlanery and ſubie&ion 
wherein they- were, rendering that-reaſon. it:their excuſe; 
which all the whole kingdomecould but take notice of, That 


|  allbuſineſſespaſt through his Fauourites hands, and thar the 


King did not negociate in his owne perſon. The proſecution 
whereof Iremit to. thoſe Hiſtories that make mention there- 
of. And it cannot bee denyed, that this Fauourite notwith- 
ſanding had many. good things in bim, that- might very 
well deſcrue his Kings loue ; for he had ſerued him valiantly 
In great and vrgent occaſions, and had put his perſon and 
life in perill for his ſake. But as his priuacic and fauour wene 
increaſing, ſo with it increaſed his ambition and couctouſ- 
neſle, and thatin that high degree, that he grew hatefull to 
the whole kingdome ; and inthe end: no leſle odious tothe: 
King himſelfe : who comming at length vnto himlſelfe , fell: 
intothe account of thoſe damages and loſſes, which he had 
receiued in his kingdome, both in his reputation and antho- 
ritic , by putting the reincs wholly into his hands, taking 
thereby too much libertic to himſelfe, and ruling the State as 
he liſted. The Grandes repreſented to his Maieſtie the abuſes 
that inſued thereupon, as the ingrofling of the greater Offi- - 
ces, and ſelling of the leſſer, and ouerſwaying the Courts of- 
Tuſtice; And vſing many other _—_ OD "" 
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ded vpon other iuſt complaints, propoſing for remedic and 
redreſſe thereof,the intereſt & profit that might accrew vnto 
him, by calling him to- account, and that he might thereby 
get into his hands an infinite deale of treaſure; the King liked 
very well oftheir propoſitions, and admitting their reaſons, 
hefclloff from his Fauourite, waging warre againſt him with 
his owne money, wherewith hee thought, if neede ſhould 
ſerue, to ſuſtaine and vpholdhimſclfe. This ſlippery footin 
haucall thoſe things which hauc not their hold-faſt in God. 
For they turne to the hurt of thoſe that put their truſt in 
them. And itis his mercic to mankinde, that they ſhould pay 
for it in this life, howſocuer they ſpecd in the life to come; 
which we will leaue to Gods iuſtice, and the ſtri& account 
that will be taken of them. In concluſion, this great Fauou- 
rite dyed, being fallen from his priuacie with his Prince, de. 
priued of all that wealth and treaſure which he had fo gree- 
dily ſcraped rogether, ending his life with a great deale of 
ſorrow and diſcontent, and to the great reioycing of his op- 
poſites. Though this did not ſerue for a warning to thoſe 
that cameaſter him, but withour feare of the like terrible and 
deſperate falls, they ranne themſelues- out of breath in the 
purſuite of the like priuacie. Saint 10h» Baprift (we know ) 
was Chriſts great Fauourite , and the Goſpell tiles him to 
be .Amiczs Sponfi, the friend of the Bridegroome. But bis 
reat goodneſic and holincſle of life did the more gloriouſly 
ew it ſelfe in this, that by how much the more Chriſt did 
_— and authorize him, by ſo much the more did hee 
leſſen and humiliate himſelfe ; and laboured by all pofible 
meanes, by diminiſhing his owne, to increaſe the authoritie 
and credit ofhis Lord and Maſter, ſaying, 1m oportet cref- 
cere, me autem mini: He muſt increaſe, but I muſt decreaſe; 
And this is that glaſſe wherein the Fauourites of Kings arc 
to looke; taking into their conſideration, that by how much 
the more they ſceke to greaten themſelues, in m king often- 
extion of their power and authoritic ; by ſo much the _ 
tacy 
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they leſſen and diſ-authoriſe that of their Kings, with whom, 
is ſo dangerous any whatſocuer ſhew, or ſhadow, of equali«" 


tic, or competition, that cuen in the higheſt cop of priuacic, 
the more certaine, and lefſe reparable, vſually,is the tall. How 
iocond, and how well contented went Hamas out of the pa- 
lace, when Quecne Efher inuited him to dine with the Kin 
and her (clfe.When loe, the very next day after they dragg 
him from that banquet and royall Table to the gallowes- 
And therefore let no man truſt or relyc on the tauour of 
Kings, be he ncuer ſo rich, or neuerſo fortunate z for in them 
it is ordinarily ſcene, thar all theſe faire ſhewes are com- 
monly conucrted into manifeſt demonſtrations of hatred. 


Our of all this that hitherto hath beene ſaid, let Fauou-. 


rites make vnto themſclues this vic and inftruRion, to know 
the dangerand ſlipperineſle of the place wherein they Rand, 
euen then when they finde themſclucs moſt of all inthroni- 
zed. For moſt true is that ſaying , of, Falmen petit culmens 
The higheſt Towers,and the higheſt hills aremoſt of all ſub- 
ie to 7owes thunder-bolts, and lightning. And let Kings 
likewiſe take this intothcir gs cor, way of aduice, 
That when they ſhall hauc found their Fauourites to be fur- 
niſhed with thoſe qualitics before ſpecified, and thar they are 
ſuch, that thereby they may merit their graceand fauour,and 
fo grear,both place and partjn their heart, it tands with ve 
good rcaſon, that they thou d bee honoured by them wit 
particular mercedes and fauours, becauſe they helpe them to 
beare the burthen of their cares, and are expoſcd to great 
dangers, and greater enuyings ; as it happened to that great 
Fauourite of the King of Perſia, whom the Princes of his 
kingdome did pretend to remoue from the Kings elbow, and 
to put him in the denne amidft the Lions, that by them hee 
might be there rent in peeces. Whereof, no other cauſe could 
be found againſt him, but bis Kings fauour, bearing enuie to 
his priuacie(thar common Moath tohigh places)from which 


' none, be heneuer ſo good, neuer ſo —_ can cſcape, For, 
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heart, which is cuer gnawing and martyring of the ſoule, 


it is very naturallin'men to riſent, that hee ſhould: onr-firip 
then, who bur yeſterday was their fellow :and'companion, 


' They hold that honour for an iniurie, that is done to their 


equall, and thinke themſclues gobackward,and looſecftheir 
authoritic and reputation, if another bee preferred before 
them, Whichis ſuch an offence, that God preſently takes - 
notice of it, and paſleth ir not ouer without puniſhment: 
For this prinacic with Kings is a thing of his diſpoſing, and: 
for ſuch ends as hee pretends ; andthere is not any Subic&, 
that riſes to ſuch great place, but that he muſt paſſe through 
the weights and ballance of his diuine prouidence , who- 
chooſerh theſe, and refyſeth thoſe, viing them as' meanes to- 
worke his ſecretends. Many (faith Sa/owsn) ſceke the Rulers 
fauour, but encry mans indgement commeth from the Lord, 
ThecleQion comes from-God, it is not ſo much the King, 
that chooſeth them, as God, who moues his heare thereunto. 
Andifhe do vphold them with his powerfull hand, in vaine 
is it for others to-go about to trippe vp their hecles. For (as 
Saint Cypria# ſaith) Calemitas fine remedtio eft,odifſe ſelicem. 
To hate an happy and fortunare man, is a misfortune be- 
yo1 d-all remedie; it is a torment and putrefaion of the: 
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whether the Kinsfolke and friends of Fanoarites are 
| tobeexcluded from Offices. 


97) hn His place requireth that we auerre that, 
which amongſt diſcreet perſons, and 
ſuch as- are zealous of the common 
2 good,is vſually called in queſtion, and 
>/ 2 made a doubt: To wit, whether or no, 
57 -it be inconuenient, that the Kinsfolke, 

DI 535;04 friends, and followers of Kings Fauou- 
rites ſhould bee pur into places of Office and Gouernment? 
For, it cannot but ſceme an vnreaſonable thing , that thoſe 
 whohaueſuch parts and qualities as well deſerue-to bee em- 
ployed in ſuch places of chargeand command, ſhould there- 
fore onely and eo nomine, bee excluded from them , for that 
they haut alliance and friendſhip with the ſaid Fauourites. 
Being that this, in it ſelfe, is not 111. Beſides the louc and affe- 
Rion which Kings beare vnto their Fauourites , cannot 
(like your bad-made-clothes) ſo [hrinke vpon themſelues, or 
be ſo ſtraight-laced,thar it ſhall not likewiſe extendir ſelfe to 
the friends and allyes of thoſe , to whom they profeſle ſo 
much loue. Againe, a good, if not a greater part of theſe 
mens happineſle and content, confiſteth in being able to:do 
good, andtoraiſe their friends. 

But for the better ſatisfying of this doubt, it is fit that we 
ſhould firſt conſider and diſtinguiſh ofthe qualitie of the per- 
ſons of this Alliance and friendſhip with thofe Fauourites, as: 
alſoof the condition and qualitic of thoſe offices. For in your 
offices there are ſome of grace, and ſome of Tuſtice. In the. 
diſtribution of the former, we are to looke no further then: 


rograce, and the Kings good will and pleaſurc, In the Jatter: 
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ro that diſtribution which is agreeable to diſtributiue Tuſtice, 
There is likewiſe agreat difference im the perſons. For fore 
are of betrer qualities and defarrs , then other ſome. And 
theſe arc inall prouifions that are made to be firſt preferred, 
be they, or bethey net, of kinne and acquaintance with the 
Fauourites. And thexe azo many good reaſons that make for 
their part. Others there are, that are inferiour in merit, and 
the foreſaid qualities z and theſe in no wiſe, may os ought to 
be preferred for the kindred or friend{hbip which they hotd 
with Fauouritcs. For it were a ſinne of accepting of perfons, 
= 
arc way I of the pretenders, and 
onthis Hinge, hangs the force of the Queſtian. Now if they 
ſhall and rs aw vpon theſc __ kearmes 
with che reſt, in th tics that arc fitting tor Office, it 
feemeth that they ſhould receiue ſome wrong,in being exclu- 
ded withour any fault of theirs zFar it is no fault, to bee the 
friendor kinfman of a Favourite. To this doubt, the anſwer 
would be madethe moredifficult,if your Fauourites through 
their too much. ambition and couectouſueſſe had not taught 
vs the great inconenicnces which reſult in a Common« 
wealth, by opening this doore vnto them , and conferri 

the faid Offices on their friends and Allyes,vnder colour _ 
pretext that they are as well deſeruing as others. Firſt of all, 
for that Kings, as Shepherds and common parents of the 
whole Commonwealth, are ro make a diſtribution of ho- 
nours, and of wealth, equally reparting and diuiding them, 
in that indifferent manner, that they may reach to all houſes 
and families, or at lcaſt to extend t: em as farre as they are 
able. Like a good Husbandman, who, that hee may haue a 
good and plentifull crop, throwes and ſcatters his fecd on 
chis fide, and that fide, and euery where. Secondly, for that 
itis 2 very odious thing, and which breedcth bad blond,and 
ingendreth ill humours in thoſe who oncly in regard of this 
their kiaJced and friend{hip, fee themſelucs depriued FR = 
red 
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debarrcd of that, which they might otherwiſe challenge by 
deſert. And others on the other fide, when they (ce that they 
can neither-come.to be kinſmen, nor friends, nor of familiar 
acquaintance with Fauourites (which are the references that 
muſt preferre them) the firſt nature_ hauing denyed it them; 
the other their bad fortune, or the Faucurites dilafteRion, 
ſccingthemſclucs hopeleſle of all helpe and remedic, either 
they runge themſelucs Headlong into ſome deſperate at- 
tempt,or at leaſt fall to flagge in their vertue; cither of which 
cannot chooſe but bee of grgat inconuenicnce to the Com- 
monwealth. Thirdly, for that it is notficting, that Fauou- 
rites ſhould cometo be very powerfull, citherin their owne 
proper y cm and ſubſtance, or.inthe greatnes and rength 
of their friends and Allies. For the more they increaſe in 
theſe, the more doe their 'Kings decreaſe zand ſometimes it 
hath becne ſeene to. grow tothatexcefle, that powerfull Prin- 
ces haue ſecne, or atleaſt imagined chemſclues ro;be of lefler 
power then-they.could hauc wiſhe it, or had becne need- 
full tro haue repreſſed , and cut ſhort the ambitious wi 
and high flowne inſoleacies of their Fauourites. F s 
| forthar vnderthis colour, occaſion might bee ginen to Fa- 
uouritesto diſpoſe ia ſuch ſort of the.ggoucramene of king- 
domes, that Kings ſhould nor come .to the knowledge of 
ought that inchem,beit or bad,morethen ſhall 
ſtand with the good liking of their Fauourites, and make 
molt for their owne ends. So that , neither thofe that are 
wronged, ſhall finde.meanes to bee righted ; nor thoſe thar 
are zcalous of the.common;good, and of their Kings autho- 
ritic and reputation, be admitted to aduertiſe and-giue notice 
vato him,of that which doth moſt concerne him.For Kings, 


by reaſon of their retiredneſſe, cannot come to thefullknow- ® 


ledge of all that paſſeth, One of the things wherewith they 
charged that ou Fauourite of King DonJuen,imthaticn. 
tence which they pronounced againlt him, was, Thet-tc 
had put into the offices of che Kings houſe, and without his 
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houſe, and in places of gouernment, perſons that were tyed 
and wedged to his houſe, either by fee-tayle, or by friend- 
ſhip. Ircterre my ſelfe ro thar, which the ſentence ſaith, ſpea- 
king in theperſon of King Ds# Tuan the ſecond. Andit is 
not to be doubted, that when Fauourites ſhall wholly apply 
themſelues to ſeaze vpon all the Ports, thereby to know all, 
and ſo to ſtoppe vpall the doores and paſſages, that none 
can come to negociate with their Kings, but by their hands, 
itis noother but a binding of their Kings hands, and'to op- 
preſſe them witha palliated and cloaked kinde of tyranny, 
with relation to their priuate Intereſt. And becauſe from our 
very firſt entrance into this our diſcourſe, our purpoſe was to 
confirme whatſocucr we propoſed, by theteſtimonies of holy 
Scripture, to the end that no man vpon any falfe preſuppo- 
fall, ſhould ſo much as ſurmiſe, or thinke, that we goabout to 
rrcad too neare vpon'the heeles of Fauourites, I will likewiſe 
remit my ſelfe in this particular, to that Letter regiſtred in 
the Scripture, whieh-thar great King #rraxerves wrote to 
all the Dukes and Princes, and to all his vaſlalls of 127: Pro- 
ninces'of his kingdomes, whercity with indeared reaſon hee 
propoundeth the inſolencies/and' tyrannics, exerciſed by Fa- 
uourires, who vſing amifle thefanours and mercedes, which 
their Kings doe them, ſeeke to carry all things before them, 
with a high hand. - And for that the holy Ghoſt would haue 
allchis ſet down inthe facred Hiſtory, we may here very well 
interſert ſome part thereof, which is well worthy the noting, 
Efther16.2. Afu{t;, bonitate principum, && honore, 7c. Many, the more 
often they arc honoured with the great bounty of their gra- 

cious Princes, the more proud they are waxen ; And indea. 

uour to- hurt not our Subies onely, but not being able ro 

® beareabundance, doe take in hand to praQtiſe alſo againſt 

_ thoſe that doe them good. And' take not onely thankfulneſſe 
fromamong men, bur alfo- lifted vp with the glorious words 
of lewd perſons, that were nener good, they thinke tocſcape 
the iuſtice of God, that ſecth all things, and hateth cuill. Of 


tentimes. 
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tentimes alſo the faire-ſpeech-of our friends put in truſt eo; 
mannage the affaires, haue cauſed many thatare in auchori= 
tic to bee partakers of innocent bloud, and hath inwrapped 
them in remedileſſe calamities. Beguiling with the faliehiood 
and deceit of theit lewd diſpoſition,theinnocencieandgood. 
neſſeof Princes, &c.: And-it oftentimes: commeth to: paſſe, 
that the- ations: and intentions of Kings are. hin- 
dercd, and the light of their Iuſtice eclipſed; by the interpo- 
ſition of ſome terreſtrial] bodie; which dothdarkenthe glory 
thereof, as the interucntion of the carth,obſcurerh the Sunne. 
And the publike misfortunes which :befall che common- 
wealth, and theparticular wrongs and iniuftices, which men 
by.chis meanes muſt. indure, cuen vnder'the raigne- of aiult 
and religious King, make his Empire hatecfull ; tor itisa na- 
turall property-incident-co the vulgar, when any misfortune 
ſhall befall a State, to remoue the blame from themſclues, and 
to lay the fault vpon thoſe that are of greater ranke and qua- 
lity. But-to returne to our intended purpoſe, I ſay, Thar:in 
. the Offices of Juſtice (T meane) wherein diſtributine. Juſtice 
requireth conſideration of merit, way is-notto_bee ginen to 
the friends ahd. kinsfolke of - Fanourites, bur reſpe&. rarher 
to bee had to the common good, whercin is to bee vſcd the 
fore-ſpecified warineſle and circumſpeRion. : And in ſuch 
ſort may.the rigntment and complaints of the kingdomeiin - 
creaſe, thathowbeit the ſaid friendsand kinſmen; {hould-in 
their abilities haue the advantage of others; yer:onghe rhey 
_ tobeexcluded. For this reaſon, in point ob weate 'publike, is 
of more weight and conſequence,then any ſufficiencie what- 
ſocuer in thoſe other pretenders. Marry, in thoſe -otherofi- 
ces which we call Offices ot grace, (for that they: neither 
hauc the adminiſtration of: Itiſtice , nor goucrnmene;z.rhe 
hand may be ſtretched out in a freer thennteraidaed that 
hane any reference of amitie or alliance vnto Favourites. But 
theſe offices are but tew, and of no great importance ;-and in 


caſe an cxact conſideration ſhould bee had, there being = 
? that 
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rms -—u it gener —_— wherein a man ſhafl nor 
nxecte wet oppotites xnd prevenders, weermuſt nor be 
haſty; bar hold the hand awhile, that firting proviſion 


cumply with his owne obligation, and their importunitie, 
Andof the Catholicke Querne Downe 2/ob0), itisfaid, That 
whanthegoucrnvd the Seate, with King Dow Fer- 
z«udo,ber husband;there fell by chance a/paper from forch 
ker flecuc, wherein fhee had written wich herowne hand; 
Lec the Cryars place of ſucha'Citic be beſtowed vpon ſuch 
20nc, for thathe haththe beſt voice. And if in ſo-meane an 
olftce,thefe'Catholicke andpradent Princes had ſach great 
care and reſpe& to the qualities of the perſons /whar care 
ought'thereto bee-bad in thoſtof Tuſtice and gouernment? 
Vhatin Ecclcftaſticalldignitics, whicharethe pillars of our 
facred Religion? When the day of thatftri& andrigorous ac- 
count ſhall come, which'God ſhall require ar their hands, 
they willchen ſee how much this did imporrthem. | 
Let-then the 'finall reſolution of this queſtion be , That 
—_— thatthe-naturall inclination of Fauourices,is-to-be- 
all, andthatthoſethar are neareſt vnto them, for what 
ſocuerit be, are ©o becepreferred vnto Honeurs and 
I will not ſtraighten them ſo much, nor my words, 
and counfcll, and ſtemeto'be too-much republike, andintire, 
in condemning all their ations, for that it hath'been a thing 
alwayes permitted to thoſe'thatarepyrin ſuch high places: 
But I would mothaueit paſte for a rule, in'the proviſion of 
publike offices, through-:which haue paſt fach perſons as 
well -vnderſtood whar'bclonged to State affaires, and the 
conſerugtion of Kings,and their kingdomes, and that were 
complete

completein all kinde of good learning and knowledge ; who 
— choſe, wha-had power with their Kings, 
fauour choſe that were theirs, out of that inclination which 
is common to all men, have.nor ſticke to ſay, thatthis may 
be done, but with this conſideration, that it bee not to the 
hurt afthe commonwealth: For. there'is: yot thas. ground, 
plant, or man, ſa barren, but hath ſore vertuc in it, and is 
good for ſome Miniſtrie or other, In confirmation whercof, 
wee are likewiſe to conlider, that in naturall things, there is 
not any ſo vile, and fo bake, which alwaycs, and at all times 
is v e Andthere are ſome caſes, wherein Experience 
hath caught the profit, that may be taken, therefro , for the 
vie and conſeruation of mans life. And -o0n-the orher fide, 
there is nothing (© precious, ſaeltimeble, and fo wholſome, 
which is alwayes, and atall times, proficable. For there age 
ſome, as alſo ſome infixmities, which would prouc morrall, 
ſhould they bee applyed vato them. And therefore mens 


prudencedoth come to conkilt in this, to know its qualitie, 
and to: vaderſtand. azight the etate and ion of the 
mat and according thereunto ta make vic thereokand of it's 
vertue. And re hee that hath (by his Kings fauaue) 
the ſwpreme di of all, lat him conſider and. know , ci 


therby hiaaſelfe, or by others thar are bis confidene friends, 
ing 2s iree, 2 free way bee, from nacurall affoftinns) the 


diſpolitions andinclinations. of men, and. with this, 
the qualitic of the offices, and perſans, which are ta 
and bee ed; and let him imply cucry onein that, for 


which bee ſhall bee found fit and good. And keepingthis 

courſe, he ſhall cumply with his owne inclination, and naty» 

rall defires. And (ball therein. dobis King and countrey gaoed 

ſcruice. Bur for a concluſion and vpſhoe of all that is paſt, ter 

nes aduertiſements ſerue, which follow in the ſubſequent

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m% wh LL thoſe that write of the qualities of a 

7 <4 good Prince,doe agree in this, that he

) XZ. irtoany other lone. Forit booteth little, 
PL” O35 that hc be Lord of many kingdomes, if 
he be a ſ{laue to that which hee extremely loucth. Thar he 
ought-to bee of a good courage, and of a ſound and ſetled 
iungement, not ſuffering a ſuperiour, or equall in hits gouern- 
ment. For fas:wee faid in the beginning of this Difcourſe) 
kingdomes are by ſo much the more ſuſtained, and augmen- . 
ted, by how much the more neare they approach to the go- 
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uernment of one. Vhereas on the-contrary , they runne + 


much hazard, when the reynes of the Empire are dinided, 
and put into ſeuerall hands. The Romanes neuer enioyed ſo 
much: peace and plenty, as after that CHnuguſius Ceſer Was 
declared ſole Lord of the Empire, without dependance on 
any other. : VWhich aduiſe ( amongſt -many other good in- 
RruRions) the Empcrour Charles the fifth gaue likewiſe vn. 
to the King his Sanne, to wit, That he ſhould bea very pre- 
ciſelouer of Truth , That hee ſhonld not give himſelte over 
vnto'Tdleneſle; And that he ſhould alwayes ſhew himſelfe a 
free and independant King $not onely in apparence, but in 
ſubſtance. For itis very proper vnto Kings to rule, riot to be 
ruled. And to adminiſter their kingdomes themſclues by 
their owne will, and not by anothers. For he will not be ſaid 

” to 
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to bea King,who being ro command, and'correall,ſhould 
caſily ſuffer himſelfe to be led —_— gouerned by others. 
And therefore it is fit, that hee ſhould alwayes ſtand'vpon 
his owne bottome, and in none of his ations expreſſe him- 
ſelfe to. depend on the aide and opinion of others. Forthis 
were to acknowledge a Superiour, or a Companion in go- 
uernment; and to diſcouer his owne weakneſſe.1»firma enim 


eff potentia (faith Patritixe ) que alienis viribus nititar : pay; na; 
That's but a poore power, that muſt bee vnder-propt by the 21. 7. 3. 


ſtrength of athers. Inſtead whereof, I would haue him to fit 
in Councell, and to treate and communicate buſineſſes with 
ſuch perſons to whom it appertaineth, as herctofore I ſaid. 
Saying onely now, That that King is in a miſerable and la- * 
mentable caſe, that muſt depend on anothers helpe. Vpon a 
certaine occaſion, alexander the Great faid ; Se malle mort, 
guy regnarerogande : That he had rather dic, then raigne- 
y ſupplicating and intreating. And no otherwiſe doth that 
King raigne, who ſhewes himſelfe a Coward, and ſuffers the 
excellencie of his courage to bee overwhelmed and carried 
away with the current of hard and-difficult things, which: 
many times offer themlſelues, leauing the reſolution of all to - 
the mercic and-fauour of others, by whoſe helping hand it 
ſcemech that he lincth and raigneth, This (fid the Empe- 
rour Yeſþaſian) js to: dye ſtanding. And as that King is- 
dead, which leaues that to another which hee can doe him- 
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his owne ſhoulders, and pur his hand to nothing, as did Yj- 
tellize, and 10vinianw, who did in ſuch ſort dil-loade them- 
ſelues of thcir offices, and ridde their hands of ail matter of 
ment, that all was ordered and gouerncd by other 
mens arbitrement, and none of theirs. Ofthe former iris re- 
porced, that he forgot that hee was Emperour. And of the 
other, that hee intended nothing but eating and drinking, 
gaming and whoring. So that both of them came «o ſuc 
miſerable ends, as their retchleſſe and carcleſſe kinde of 
living had deſerued. Childericke, Kingof France, and third 
of that name, is (and not withour juſt cauſc) condemned by 
the writers ofthoſe times, for that hee did wholly quit him- 
ſelfe of bulineſſes, and led ſo idle and voprofitable a life,that 
he rooke care of nothing, recommending all to his great Fa- 
uourite Pipine, who did rule and goucrne him as hee liſted; 
And there was not any mecting or conucrſation through- 
out the kingdome, wherein men did not mutter a''d mur- 
mure at it. Fer thcir nimble and ative nature could by no 
mcanes indure, that their King ſhould be but the ſhadow of 
a King, and ſtand for a Cypher, ſheltcring himſeife vnder the 
ſhade of another. VVhich could not chooſe (confidering how 
vſuall a thing ir is) bur put ſpirit into Pipixe, and adde met- 
tall co his power, For it is very proper to the condition of 
men, the more high they are in place and dignitie , to defire 
the more honour, and the more wealth. There arc bat few 
of your great and powerfull perſons, which aze not hydro- 
picall, and doe not thirſt after new honours, and new ad- 
uancements, And ſome haue proceeded fo farre in theirpre- 
tenſions, that they have preſumed (as this Fauourite did) to 
uit the King of his Crowne: Willingly bearkening voto 
enoſe flatterers about him, which did whiſper this in his care, 
and cgge him on vntoit. It likewiſe began to bee treated of 
amongſt —_—_ Lords of that kingdome, How much bet- 
ter COM and rule werein one Head, then intwo: And 
how that all kingdomes had cuermore a deſire to haue but 
one 


© © thatobedience which they ougheto their King, and that he 
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one Prince; And that all prudent and wiſe men , haue (in - 
reaſon of Srate)-held this gouernment to be the beſt and ſu. 
reſt; and thatit was not fir, that the vaiforme body of a com» 
monwealth, or kingdome, ſhould bee ſubie&tand obedicne 
to two Heads : To wit, that one ſhould enioy the name and 
title of King, and the other poſleſle the power. And that ir 
were bercer tbat all ſhould obey one, that had wiſedome and 
expericncc, and that bad beene bred vp in buſineſſes, and the 
mannaging of Statc-affaires, whereby to gonerne them in 
peace and Iuftice, And fithence, that in Pip3ne theſe gon 
did concurre, and that-on him all the buſineſſes of impor- 
eance did depend,” it were good that hee ſhould bee their 
King, and that Chi/dericke ſhould take bis caſe and pleaſure. 
Hercupon they treated with Pipine, who though hee gaue 
care vnto what they ſaid, yet would not raſhly aduenture 
himſclfe to accept of the Crowne, vnleſſe Pope Zacharias 
might firſt be conſulted therein. Whereupon they ſent their 
Embaſſadours,who had inſtruQion to render ſuch reaſons to 
the Pope, that might moue him to approue thereof, and 
| iudging Chi/dericke to bee vnfit for the goucrnment, might 
abſolue the French of their oath which they had taken, and 


ſhould depriue him of the kingdome, and further declare, 
That ſince Piprne did rule andcommand all,and had ſoman 
good indowments, that hce might likewiſe be inucſted with 
the title of King. And the Archbiſhop of Meg»ncie was the 
man, that was nominated to ſer the Crowne on his head, and 
to declare him to bee King of all France. Being thus back'r, 
they ſummoned a Parliament,degraded the poore fecly king, 
and thruſt him into a Monaftcry, and Pipine was {worne 
andproclaimed King of thoſe ſo many kingdomes and Sig- . 
nories, as werethen ſubie& to the Crowne of France. Hence Thereremai- 
had it's firft beginning, and that hand and power giuen vnto p*hieftimony 
Popes, in ſo great a buſineſle, as the ſetting vp and pulling Decrerab. c. 
downe of Kings; and which is more,of creating new Empe- 4% 16.9: 
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rours, and depriuing the old ones of their Empire: Whercof 
there are many examples: And that which this Pope did 
with that King, who had no more then that vmbrarill, and 


apparent power, other Popes afterwards did the like with 


Henries and Fredericks, and other Tyrams of great puiſance 
and power.The one offend in the more:the other in the leſle. 
Theone, out 6f the ambition'that they hauc to bee Kings, 
that they may command, and doe all, looſe all;and fo go to 
hell. And the other gothe ſame way, for that they wilt nor 
bee (as they ſhould bey Kings, but gine themſelues wholly 
vnto idleneſſe. Itwas the Emperour Gal/bs's vtter ouerthrow, 
thathchad pur the whole gouernment into onely three mens 
hands;which he brought along with bim , poſſeſing them 
with ſo much power, that hee was not -Maſter of himſelfe, 
depending ſtill ypon their:wil,and through that-great autho- 
ritie which they had, ehey ouerthrew all whatſocuer their 
King did ordaine, thruſting their armes (as we ſay) vp to the 
elbows in all affaires, and making vſe of their preſent for- 
rune, Andfor that this vnfortunate Emperour could take no- 
tice of no more, then what hee had from them ; for none 
(without their permiſſion) could,or ſce, or ſpeake with him, , 
they made-him to do thar, which that other Potter did, who 
going about to make a pot, to boyle meate in, madea Iarre, 
ro put drinke in; And hethinking to ſubſtitute Indges, that 
ſhould adminiſter Iuſtice, appointed theeues in-their place, 
which robbed the Commonwealth. All which wasimputed 
vnto him. And for that Vanity is the mother of ſo many vi- 
ces, all this their great fauour ſerued to no other vſe , but to 
cauſe their Soucraigne to commit many ations of iniuſtice, 
and indifcretion, and of vnheard of, and vnthought of 
wrongs, violently breaking: through the ordinary-courſe of 
Juſtice. -By whichexorbitane proceedings, this imprudent 


Emperourgrew-to be hatcd and abhorred of all, and not be- 


Ing able longer to beare with him, they depriued him at once 
of his life, and Empirc. And theſe kinde of Gaterpillars ( _— 
the 
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the Emperour Sigiſmand) make thoſe Kings vnfortunate, z,_ 
hethurthek afHance in them. At this carcleſle ward, lined is —_ — 
firſt LA gefilaws, King of the Lecedewonians, though after- g/d 


wards (like a wiſe Prince) hee did reQifie this errour. And 
the caſe was this z Hee let his friend and Fauourite Li/awder 
carry a great hand ouer him, and did honour him in all that 
he could, exprefiingalwayes much loue vnto himz Zy/ander 
puft vp herewith, tooke great ſtate vpon him,being attended 
with a great traine, and manifeſting in his very gate a kinde 
of extraordinary grauitie and Maicſtie , and all did ſo farre 
forth ſerue and obey him, that it ſcemed he had vſurped the 
dignitie royall, and the Empire, leaving good honeſt ge. 
ſlew onely the bare Titulary name of Lig. Which his 
Maicſtie taking into his conſideration, to the end that the 
xeople might not ys that hee raigned by Zyſanders helpe, 
a1 2d the diſpatch of buſineſſes fromforth his hands, 
and would not remitany thing vnto him, and if he ſpake to 


him touching this or that buſineſſe, he made as if he did not 


heare him, or not well vnderſtand him,diſpatching all him- 


ſelfe, to the good contentment of his Subie&s. Hereupon 
Lyſander began to caſt vp his accounts with himſelfe, and 
forbore from that time forward to conferre fauours , or to 
romiſe Offices, and told ſuch ſuiters as came vnto hi\m,that 
they ſhould go themſelues ro petition the King, and would 
by no meanes permit, that they ſhould accompany him to 
Court, as before. And yet notwithſtanding all this, he aflift- 
ed very carefully in all ſuch ſcruices, as were by his Maicſty 
recommended vnto kim, without any the leaſt ſhew of diſ- 
contentment. Within a while after occaſion was offered vnto 
him to ſpeake with the King; and talking with bim, hee told 
him ; O King, how well haſt thou learned to make thy 
friends leſſe? yes (quoth the King) when they will, make 
themſelues too great. The King played his part.well, ſo did 
the Fauourite, and all ought to doe the like. Kings mult bore 


a hole inthar ſhip with their owne hand, to flop it's courſe, 
Ec when 
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when it hoyſerth it's ſayles too high, and gocs with too Mit! 
a gale. For the taking notice of their Fauourites ambirion, is 
thar ballaſt, which doth ſecure them againſt thoſe their 
windes, and puffes of vanitie. 
© Letthenthe firſt aduice, and whichis of greateſt impor. 
tance for Kings and Chriſtian kingdomes , bee that which 
(amongſt other) the Gatholicke King of Spaine, and Empe- 
rour Charles the fifth, left vnto his ſonne King Philip the ſe. 
cond, wherein with many indcarcd and cfteRuall words , he 
recommends vhto him the ogming, augmenting, hd de. 
fending of the Chriſtian faith, in all his kingdomes, States, 
and Signiories,ſcuercly puniſhing with all rigour and iuſtice, 
without exception of perſons, all ſuch as ſhould bee cither 
ſuſpe&cd or found culpable in points of Herefies, Errours, 
and depraued Sets, contrary to the Catholicke faith. For 
therein confiſteth all our good words, all of them, worthie 
joan worthy ſo pomnw a cc ron 
approued , and perpetually obſerucd by his moſt happic 
ns (howbcit to his __ coſt, ) As one, that knew Ty 
well, that in the obſcruance of Religion , and Catholicke 
faith, all the happineſſe that we can hope for in this or that 
other life, dependerh thereupon, and hath it's fure ground 
and foundation. And therefore Saint Pew/ calls it Sabſtaw. 
tiam rerum ſperauderam, Cc. Faith is the ſubſtance of things 
hoped for,and the cuidence of things notſcene,&c. For itis 
the foundation whereupon is built in our ſoules all our ſpiri- 
tuall good: infomuch thar the ſelfc ſame Apoſtle ſaid, Size 
fide, &c. Without faithit is impoſhible to pleaſe God. And 
ſeeing it is a Tewell of ſuch great worth and value, Kings are 
to make thatefteeme of it, that they doe not onely retaine 
it, but maintaine and defend it, cſpecially in their owne 
es, and in all other places, where they haue any 
power. For befides the obligation , which they haue, as 
Chriſtian Kings, it concernes them likewiſe in their owne 
propcr intereſt. For in giuing way to their Subics,that ey 
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be not faithfull vnto God, it will pull chat puniſhment vpon 
them, that they ſhall not be loyall vnto them. And moſt cer- 
eaincit is, that they who ſhall not cumply with the greater 
obligation, ſhall eaſily faile in the leſſer. And this is made 
cleare vnto vs in the ſacred Hiſtory of the?Kings , where, 
whoſoeucr {hall diligently obſerue the ſame, hee hay finde, 


Thae after /eroboam, King of Iſrael, had ſet vp thoſe Idolls 3.Kingeig: 


in Dn, and Bezbel, of purpoſe to withdraw the people from 
the true worſhip of God, were commenced and continued 
(as there wee may reade) the treaſons and rebellions of the 
Subies againſt their Kings. For this vnfortunate Prince 
. thoughtwith himſelfe,that for to ſettle and ſecure himſelfe in 
the kingdome by thoſe ten Tribes, which had rebelled, and 
made choice of him fortheir King, that it would bea good 
meanes to induce them to his deuotion,to draw them to for 
go the adoration of the true God, which they were wont to 
rforme in the holy Citie, and Temple of Icruſalem, and to 
humble and proſtrate themſclues before thoſe Idolls. Butthe 
tuſt vengeance of God ouertooke him , for inſtantly there- 
upon he loſt his eldeſt ſonne, who d da violent death. For 
Baaſha, the ſonne of 45h, of the ſoak of 1fzchar, conſpi- 
red againſt him, and ſmote him at G:ibbethow,and anon 
all che houſe 'of 7eroboams, not leaning vato him any that 
breathed. And not onely hee, and his. did miſcarry, but the 
whole kingdome was laid waſte and deſolate for that finne, 
andled away captive. And as when one man hath recciued 
from another ſome extraordinary great wrong, he can hard- 
ly forgetit : ſo, vpon all occaſions, wherein mention is made 
of the ſinnes of the Kings, which afterwards ſucceeded, and 
ofthe puniſhment which they deſcrued for them, ſtill is the 
remembrance reuiued of this moſt gricuous ſinne of zerobe- 
«ms,andare attributed vnto him, as being the firſt that open- 
cd the gappe vnto them. And all thoſe troubles which are 
there particularly ſet downe in thoſe ſacred bookes, befell 
that kingdome for a puniſhment to _ , anda warning - 
c 2 
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all Chriſtian Kings, that by how muchthe greater light they 
hane for to know the excellencie of Faith, and ; x truth 
of Chriſtian Religion, ſo muchthe leſſe are they to be obey. 
ed, and the more ſeuerely to bee puniſhed, if they ſhould 
© bewanting to ſo great and fo apparcht-an obligation, Ler 
Chriſtian Kings therefore know , that if they ſhall conti- 
nue firme in the faith, and cauſe all their ſubieas ro continue 
conſtant therein, God will prote& both King and people, 
and will eſtabliſh rheir kingdomes, and all ſhall obey and 
feare them ; bur if they ſhall faile therein, all runs to wracke, 
and vtter ruine./So that, as a naile, if you will hauc it to hold, 
muſt be faſtened in ſome other thing that is firme and ſtrong, 
leſt it, and all that hangs thereon, come tumbling downe to 
the ground, So in like manner, if a King will vphold himfelfe 
firme and ſure in his power , Maieftic, and greatneſſe,, hce 
muſt befirmely fixed tothe faith, ſtrongly vaited with God, 
and cloſe wedged to his divine will: but if he begin once to 
ſinke, or ſhrinke in this, all his kingdomes,or whatſocuer de- 

thereon, come tumbling downe to the ground, with a 
ſudden and fearcfull fall. For nothing doth more vphold a ſo- 
Ciable life, a Monarchie, and kingdome, then Religion linked 
with Iuſtice. Xo4b for his Religion and Tuſtice, was after the 
Flood obcyed by all. The Romans, for the vpholding and in- 
larging of their Empire, held not any meanes comparable to 
that of Religion and Iuſftice, wherein they ſurpaſſed all of 
thoſe times. The Emperour Sewerws being at the point of 
dcath(which is a time for men toſpeake truth) ended his life 
with theſe words, Firmam imperium filjs meis relinquo, fo 
boni erant ; Imbecille, ſi mali: A ſtrong Empire leaue I to 
my Sonnes, if they prouc good; a weake, if bad. For thegrea- 


teſt force and ſtrength of a kingdome, both for the preſent. 


andrhe future, is the vertue of it's king.So that with no lime 
and ſand arethe walls and foundations of States more firme 
and ſurely ſetled for laſting and continuance, then with a 
Kings vertueand goodneſle; Which is that recompence _ 
rewat 
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reward which God promiſcd to his moſt faithfull feruant 
Dazid,for his vertue. Firmaboreguum ein,ty ftabilianm thro. 
num regni cius in ſempiternums: I will eſtablith his kingdome, 
and I wiil tabliſh the throne of his kingdome for cuer. Thar 
is, the title and dignicic of a King ſhould bee continued and 
confirmed vnto him, #anquam in v/am (7 proprieraters, for 
cuer avd cuer. This firmneſle in the faith, and this obſer- 
uance of Religion and Tuſtice, are thoſe ſtrong pillars and 
columnes, which being truly cumplyed withall, do not one- 
ly vphold for the preſent, but doe likewiſe increaſe and per- 


petuate kingdomes. If good King 1ehoſaphat had not centred z.neg,z2, 


into league and amitie with King 4444 the Idolater, it had 
not fallen our with him ſo ill as it did, nor his life beene put 
to that danger as it was. ſudss Machabews heard tell of the 


great and famous deeds that the Romanes had done in feates * 


of Armes, being a tranger-Nation to Gods people. Where- 
upon he ſent his Ambaſſadours vnto them, to make a perpe- 
ruall league and confederation with them, VVherewith God 
was much diſpleaſed, and ſo hurtfull vato them was this ami- 
tie and alliance, that many haue obſerued , that after this 
Peace was concluded betweene them, 7uds neuer after obtai- 
ned any vifory ouer his enemies, but was flaine in the firſt 
battell chat he fought. And ſome ſay, the like ſacceeded to 
both his brothers, 10»athan and Simeon, | 
Let vs draw then from this diſcourſe and ſound aduice of 
this Gatholike Emperour, how much it importeth Kings to 
maintaine their faith and Religion, and to conſerue and vp- 
hold the ſame in all their kingdomes and dominions. ' Now 
for to conſerue the faith, itis likewiſe requilite, that there be 
great care had in procuring,that the commonwealth be pur= 
ged and cleanſed of ic's vices and ſinnes. For (as the Apoſile 
Saint Paul ſaith) when- vices grow to that head-and rank- 
neſſe, that they came to make men to be of a bad and corrupt 
conlcience, they go diſpoſing ſuch to ſuffer ſhipwracke in the 
faith;as it hath happened in theſe our times,in many parts of 
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The ſecond aduice that I ſhall giue vnto Kings, is, that 
they carry themſclues ſo in the diſpatch of buſineſſes, that 
notice may not bee taken, that they are diſpatched by any 
other arbitrement, but their owne. For moſt certaine it is, 
that if it come to be knowne, that all the Orders that come 
forth, paſſe through the Fauourites hands, and as hee ſhall 
give dire&ion, they looſe much of their force and cfhcacie; 
and the King much of his repuration and credit. His ſubie&s 
will grow to centemne him ; and ſtrangers will make little 
reckoning of him ; and many other miſchiefes will enſue 
thereupon. Amongſt the Romanes it was held for a great 
affront and diſhonour, that the Emperour ſhould diſpatch 
(as they ſay) porcarta-pacis,by a note. booke,or ſome penn'd 
thing for him; or (like ſome young praCtitionerin phyſicke) 
by his Maſters Recipes. And therefore in thoſe generall pro- 
ceſions , which they made, they beſought God that hee 
would not puniſh them, by giuing them Princes, which had 
need to be ruled and guided by Gonernours and Tutors. For 
they knew well enough, that when God is angry, offended 
with the ſinnes of the people, he puniſheth them, by ſending 
them Princes without knowledge and wiſedome; that arc not 
able to goucrne of themſelues, bur to doe as others ſhall ad- 
uiſe them. Whercin they did confeſſe and acknowledge, 
That to be a King, conliſteth in being knowpe and reueren. 
ced of all ; to bean independant Lord, not relying vpon any 
other; whoſe Mandates and Decrees all ſhould ſubſcribe vn- 
toand obey ; whom all ſhould ſeeke vnto, with whom all 


ſhould negociate,thar are pretcnders; from whoſeliberalitic, 


reſolution, and will, they onely ſhould acknowledge all the 


graces and fauours that are done them, and from no other 


hand. For if they ſhould giue way thercunto, their Subic&s 
will bee induced eaſily to belecue, that together with this, 
they will give away their greatneſle, and miniſter occaſion to 
looſe that common loue and reſpe& which ſolely and proper- 
ly is due vnto them. For Subic@s vſually honour ——_ 
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Sunne, bur that from which they receine their light. They 
naturally abhorre that man, that does them hurt ; and loue 
that perſon, who does them good, bee he what hee will be, 
good or bad, all is one. They call God Optimum maximum, 
| becauſe he both doth, and isable to do them good. And he 
himſelfe doth glory therein, as being vnwilling that men 
ſhould acknowledge the good they receiue, from any other. 
What wiſedome then can,there bee in that King, that (hall 
ſuffer a Fauourite to hauc all the thankes, and all che honour 
and glory of thoſe fauours and rewards, whereof he is the 
' ownerand donor? Reſcruing for himſelfe nothing but the 
ſcorne and contempt of his Subicas, then the which there is 
no miſerie can be greater? God forbid that Kings ſhould per- 
mit any ſuch leſſening of their power and authoritic, which 
is the neceſlarieſt thing that can bee, for the conſeruation of 
their eſtates and kingdomes. Likewiſe in regard oftheir owne 
proper particular, it will be a very good leſſon for them ; for 
if their ſubics are beholding for the good they receiue,vato 
another, they will loue him more then them ; and when oc- 
caſion ſhall ſeruc, will not ſticke to ſhew it, though it bee to 
their owne hurt. Examples hereof , there are good ſtore 
amongſt thoſe ancient Kings and kingdomesof cider times, - 
that by this mcanes hauc beene ouerthrowne and broughe to 
ruine. Ve finde it ſtoried, that the Emperour Claudime , at 
the interceſſion and inſtance of _1{grippina, made ſuch a 
one Generall of his Army ; Cornelius Tacitws toucheth vpon 
this Myſterie, and ſaith of him, that hee was a man of much 
fame and renowne, and very expert in militarie diſcipline; 
yet knowing very well withall, by whoſe good will and fur- 
therance, that command was conferred vpon him , he could 
not (when occaſion ſhould offer) bee bþehinde hand for ſo 
great an honour done vnto him, but recompence it rothe vt- 
moſt of his power. Such great places of imployment ought 
to be beſtowed by no hand, but by Kings, and that imme- 


diately, leſt another may go away with the thankes. And he 
Ee 4 ſhall 
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ſhall doe well, if hee takethe like courſe in all other Offices 

that are in his gift; for (ifit were poſſible) ir is fir thar all 
ſhould ſtand bound and obliged to him. | 
; Let Kings likewiſe bee aduiſed, that they carry a watch- 
full eycoucr thoſe that are ambitious,which are either ſo na- 
eurally, or by conucrſing and communicating with others, 
are made ſo (for this is an infeRious diſcale) and the more, 
the more it taketh hold on great perſons, and men of an ex- 
traordinary ſpirit; for they are as dingerous as theeucs, where 
there. is ſtorc of treafure to bee had. For queſtionlefſe ſach 
kinde-of men do-vſually labour to increaſc their eſtate. For it 
ts very naturall to this paſhon, as to-thoſe other affeQions, 
neuer to giue ouer, till they come to the end and full fatisfa- 
Qion of that which thcir appetite or deſire repreſenteth vn- 
to them: neither the Law of God, nor of thankfulneſſe, ſuſt 
ficing to moderate their mindes, and to keepe them within 
the due andlawfull bounds of their dutie. In that houre, and 
- Inthat very inſtant of their rifing, nay, before they come to 
that greatneſſe, there is little truſt to be giuen vnto them; for 
nothing workes vpon them, but their proper honour and 
profit, And all the reſt they cfteeme as nothing, in compari- 
ſon of bertring their owne fortune. But if of neceſhtie ſome 
muſt bee raiſed to honour, Ss quem extolere oporteat (faith 
the Philoſopher) won tamen eum , qui-fit moribus andax. 
Nam huinſmeds homines aptifiiml ſunt ad innadendum circa 
res omnes: Let them not be of baſeand meane condition,nor 
fuch as are naturally proud and haughty , for being vainely 
tranſported with their favour and priuacie, they thinke with 
themſclues, that they have already clapt a nayle in fortnnes 
wheele, and that they cannot fall from the top of their feli- 
citic, And being thus blinded with their ambition , there is 
not any thing which they dare not aduenture on. Let Kings 
therefore well weigh and conſider with themſelaes, what 
mannerof men they putinto great places, and neare about 
ehcir perſons, that they may relye more on the ny” of 
their 
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their-nature and diſpoſition, then on the Law of obligation 
and thankfulncſle; for theſe arc but weake bonds, and cafily 
broken. And becauſe I know not whether i ſhall hereafter 
come to light vpon the like occaſion, I will here propoſe that 
Queſtion, S hich is diſputed and doubted of by ſome (and 
may likewiſe ſeruc for an C4«/ſo-vnto Kings) whether it be 
better char the great Lords ſhould be farre off from thern, or 
neare about them? The Emperour Charles the fifth (of fa- 
mous memory) amongſt :other Aduertiſements which hee 


gaueto his ſonne Philip, one was, Thathe ſhould nor let the- 


great offices of the kingdome, nor places of great command 


reſt any longtime in one mans hands, nor ſhould put his 


Grandes and great Lords into them, but Gentlemen of good 
qualitie, ſachas were creatures of his owne making.- And as 


for his Grandes, hee ſhould honour them with ſome places 
and offices neare about his perſon; which would be-a greater 


grace both to himſelfe and his Court. 

Others are ofaquitecontrary opinion,and alledge reaſons 
for the maintenance thereof. Great men (they ſay) if they be 
not. like thoſe little ones, which Chriſt ſpeaketh of, are ordi- 
narily of an extraordinary ſpirit, and 'endeanour, all they 


can, increaſe of honour, till they come to-occupie the higheſt: 


place, And then will it bee ſcene, of what little eſtecme are 
thoſe greaSſauours whictrthey-haue already receiued. There 
isnot that friend{hip, that kindred, nor any other bond, be. 
itneuer ſo ſtrong, which is not broken, through the greedy- 


ambition of aſcending to ſome higher throne. For to bee a... 


King (faith Zaripides) all Law is broken. For this Appetite 
is of that force and ſtrength, that it breaketh all Lawes,both 
Diuine and Humane. For proofe whereof, they cite man 
examples, whictrI purpoſely omir, that I may not offend, 
and tire out the Reader. All of them admoniſhing Kings,that- 
they ſhould throughly weigh and confider where, and in 
what places they putthem, For if they be neare about their 
royall perſon, it is the torment of Tanzalws vnto them, to ſee

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the water and the fruit ſo neare their niquth (that great- 
neſſe and power I meane) and not to enioy it, VVhich will 
but prouoke a more hungry appetite in thoſe which doe not 
efle it, and will breake through hedge and ditch, and 
runne (as they ſay) thtough fire and water tranſported with 
this ſo faire and beautifull a prize, as'is ſet before their eyes; 
neuer being at quiet till they come to enioy it, For there is 
not that loueto any thing here vpon earth, which doth fo 
much alter, ſuſpend , and ſeaze on the minde and h art of 
man, as that of ruling and commanding, and to grow great 
therein.

Or like 
vnto the hand in a Clocke, or Dyall , which tells out the 
houre, and ſtrikes, without perceiuing how it moues or goes. 
Or like vnto thoſe plants of your talleſt trees, which grow to 
their full height,whileſt neither our eyes, nor our vnderftan- 
ding can ſcarce comprehend, how this comes to paſſe, ſo in. 
ſenſibly doth it ſproute and ſhoot vp. This is the queſtion, 
and theſc,in briefe, rhe conueniences,which (for mine owne 
part) I know not what they are, vnleſſe ſuch conueniences 
as are proper to cuery one intheir owneeſtate. But be it as 
it may be, and lct them ſay whae they liſt, Ict Kings reſolue 
by the illumination of that light which they hauc from hea- 
uen, on that which ſhall be beſt for them. That which I ſay, 
is this, Thatic will well become them to live with a great 
dcale of warinefſe and circumſpe&ion, and not to truſt or re- 
lye too much vpon fortune. For this Lady, howbeit ſome- 
times ſhe ſuffers her ſelfe to bee commanded by them, yet 
now and then ſhe onerrules them, as ſhe doth the reſt. And 
therefore it ſhall bee good diſcretion and prudence, to feare 
both her, and her frequent murabilities and changings, as it 
behoueth cucry man to doe rhe like.

bittcr and venemous plants. Nor are thereany rewards, or 
benefits, be they neuer fo great, that can blotour the prine 
of that imprefhon , which an injurie.ſtampeth in the minde 
and heart of man. Courteſies are ſoone forgotten by them, 
for it cemeth a troubleſomething vnto-them, to endure the 
weight and burthen of ſo great a debt and obligation, but a 
receiued wrong or iniuric, that ſhall cuer be remembred, be- 
cauſe they hold reuenge to be the charaRter of courage, and 
the badge of a noble minde and braue ſpirit, Pu/vere, qui le- 
dit, ſeribit, ſed marmore leſu : He that doesa wrong, writes 
it downein duſt; but he that receives it, in marble. T acitze 


teacheth vs to know this minde of man, and it's paſſions; . 


telling vs that the greateſt and ſtrongeſt inclination in mangis 
to receiue ſatisfaRion of the iniuries. done vnto them, for 
thankfulneſle lyes as a heauy loade vponthem, whereas they 
makelight of thoſe benefits they receiue. Eſteeming the latter 
to be a diminution of their greatneſle; and the ſormer,to wit, 
reuenge, to bee a great gaine vnto them for they imagine, 
thatthey gaine thereby in their authoritie, in their reputa- 
tion,and in the manifeſtation of their valour,when the world 


ſhall cake noticethat they haue righted themſelues; Such as 


theſe can neither bee good as they are Fanourites, noras they 
are Councellers. For out of the deſire and pleaſure they take 
in revenge, 'they will rather aduiſe that which ſhall ſeeme 
conuenient for the execution thercof, then for the authoritic 
and profit of the Prince, whom they aduiſe. They will aduiſe 
him (I ſay) to venture himſelfe vpon ſome voyage, to enter 
into a warre, to go himſelfe into the field with a royallarmy, 

or 
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or to vndergo ſome dangerons enterpriſe, for the better effe- 
Ring of their defignes, plotting a thouſand miſchiefes to 
bring him vnto ruine. And ketthem ſay what they will, yer 
ſhalf they neuer perſwade mc, that this proceeds out of the 
loue which they beare vnto their King , and his increaſe of 
honour,butout ofhatrcd to his perſon,& their owne proper 
fatisfaRion, thinking that by that meanes they may worke 
their reuenge. And hereunto I adde, that no man can bee 
found of ſo perfe& a minde, of ſo temperatea nature, and ſo 
vertuous, but thar in the firſt place he will ereate of his owne 
buſineſſe; and thar treating of this particular , the eye of his 
thought ſtill ayming to hit this whute, will not ſticke to ad- 
nenture any danger in hope of revenge, And therefore I 
ſhall adviſe Kings, that of neceſbtie muſt ſomctimes giue care 
and credit to theſe or the like perſons, if they chance to bee 
preferred to great places, that they be very carcfull how farre 
forth they truſt them, for they area dangerous kinde of peo- 
ple, vnſafe, and more couetous of their owne priuate intereſt, 
then carcfull of the publike perill, or common hurt: Forthis 
loue vnto themſelues, and hatred vnto others, coucred and 
ſtrewed oucr with the cloud and aſhes of injuries and offen- 
ces, cither receiued or conceived , doth reviue and quicken 
the coales by thoſe blaſts of fauour and greatneſſe that are 
blowne on them; procuring (though to others coſt) to vp- 
hold themlſelues therein, and to ingage Kings in that which 
they pretend fortheir reuenge and (atisfation. God ſhield 
and prote& Kings from ſuch perſons,as ſhall with the ſnake 
take vp their poyſon againe, to vent the venome of their ran- 
cour and reuengevpon an oldquarrell, and let them likewiſe 
take heed, how they imploy their forces, and their power, in 
countenancing and protefting thoſe whom they hauc offen- 
dedand diſcontented. + 

This (faith the ſaid Emperour Charles the fifth) is an ad- 
uice of greatimportance, for the ſafetic, quictude, and good 
gouerament of kingdomes, States, and Signiorics duty = 

or 
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for thar they are ſo many , ſo great, and ſo farre diſtant one 
from another, it is impolfible that they ſhould be viſited by 
your ſelfe im perſon, ſo often as is requilite: And therefore 1 
aduiſe you, that you hauca great care that your Viceroyes 
and Gouernours that ſhall be ſcne thither,be ſuch,and of fach 
parts, as ſhall conuene for ſuchan imployment, men ofex 
rience, and conſcience, of wiſedome, prudence, and diſcre- 
tion, and well ſeene in matters of State and Goucrnment: 
Well diſpoſed, and free from couctouſneſſe, briberie , and 
corruption ; ſecking out rather men for Offices, then Offices 
for men: Laſtly, let them be ſuch perſons, from whom you 
may recciue that good ſatisfaRion, that by their refidence 
there may bee found no miſle of their Kings preſence; For 
this is properly to bee Vice-royes. Moreover, you muſt in» 
ftru& them in that which appertaineth vnto them, for the 
good gouernment of the Commonwealth, and thoſe Sub- 
ets which are committed to their charge, maintaining them 
in <quall juſtice, and good manners , giuing them good cx- 
ample by their owne blameiefſe connuerſation. There is no. 
thing that doth ſomuch oblige Vaſſals and SubicRs to keepe 
the Statutes and Lawes which are ordained, as to ſee them 
well kept and obſeruced by their betters ; And fo it is, that it 
is vninſtly commanded, which hee that commands keepes 
not himſelfe, ifthat which is commanded be good. And be. 
ing good, why {hould it not be good for him tokeepeit,that 
commands it? For (as Ba/dws ſaith) though the King be not mt 660 
lyable tothe Law, yet is-hee Ilyable to the rules of reaſon. 5,;. bow 
"This pious Emperour goes on, and willeth his ſonne, that he 

ſhould tritly recommendto his Vice-roys charge, the pro- 

ecing, ſheltring, and relicuing ofthe poore,the defending of 

the fatherleſſe and widow , and thoſe rhar are deſtitute of 

friends, and haue none to heipe them. Whom ſome, that are 

in place and authoritic, are wont (and I fare is too ordinary 

amongſt them) to disfauour and diſceſteeme them , making 


little or no reckoning at all of them. Being ignorant how _ 
an 
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and baſe a thing itis, and how hcroycall the contrary, and 
how much in imitationof God, toput forth a charitable and 
itifull hand to him thatis brought low, and fallen into mi- 
ſcrie, afiſting him in his afflitions and troubles, freeing him 
from wrongs and iniuries, whoſe ſhield and buckler, he that 
goucrnes, ought to be: -Andhe cloſes vp this aduertiſement 
with wiſhing him to be very carcfull, that his Viceroys and 
Goucrnours exerciſe their offices as they ought, and not to 
exceed the inſtruQions that are giuen them , nor to vſurpe 
beyond their authoritic, giuing them this proviſo, that in do- 
' ing the contrary, he ſhall rhinke that he is ill ſerued by them, 
and that hee giue order to haue it remedicd and amended, 
by his diſpleaſure, and their puniſhment. And howbcit it 
be true, that he ought not to giue credit to all the complaints 
which are made againſt ſuch his Miniſters (which are ſel- 
dome wanting) yet in no hand that he ſhould refuſe to heare 
them, and vnderſtand them, in forming himlſelfe fully of the 
eruth. For the not doing of it, will but miniſter occaſion vnto 
them, tobe more abſolute, and to the SubicQs to. grow del- 
- perate, ſeeing themſelues oppreſſed by iniuſtice and vncon« 
ſcionable dealing. 
Likewiſe when Kings fend an Embaſſadour to another 
Prince, they muſt looke well into the qualitic of the perſon 
whom they ſend.Forin ſuch an Embaſlage he doth nor one- 
ly treate of the buſineſſes for which hee gocs, but likewiſe of 
the honour and authoritie of the King, which ſends him. 
And therefore it is neceſſary that the perſons that arc nomi. 
nated and declared to go on Embaſlage, haue many of thoſe 
qualities, which we hauc mentioned in Vicc-roys and Coun- 
ccllours of State. Far if they ſhall not fill that place with the 
greatnefſe of their good abilities, it will bea great leſſening to 
thecredirand reputation of the King,and the buſineſſes will 
recciue much hinderance, if not vtterly bee ouerthrowne. 
The Romanes did make a mocke of the Teutones, counting 
them no better then fooles, for ſending an Embaſſadour vn- 
to 
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ro them thatwas a block-head, and of little or no expe= 
rience. CEE ;e i 

Kings and great Princes, all that, from which.glory and 
ercatneſſe reſulterh vnto them, they ougheto doc ir-withour 
any thelcaſt ſhew of vanitic, accompanyingit with ſuch cir. 
cumſtances and conſequencies, that ir may ſceme oncly to 
bee done for the common good, the exaltation of the Com- 
monwealth, and the reputation of their Crownc.In all times 


and places they muſt repreſent much authoritic,grauitie, and . 


Maicſtie in their perſons, and in their Treatics, mixing ie 
with 'affabilitie and courteſie, To the end, that by the one 
they may cauſe fear and reſpeR, and by the other quit and 
remoue that feare. It is reported of 0Xanias the Emperour, 
that all the Embaſſadoursthatappeared in his preſence,ſtood 
aſtoniſhed betwixt feare and admiration ;' but no: ſooner 
ſpake he vnto them, but they 'were — ken with 
his words, and did notthenſo much feare, as afte& him. For 
m_ the Maicſtie — hee _— —_ was e0 
ing great, yet was his carriage towards them very 
and very courteous, In throw vertues, did excell that Ca- 
tholicke King of Spaine, Do» Philip the ſecond, whom for 
_ therepreſenting of Maieſtic, and regall authoritie,:none did 
excell, and few equall. And in the carriage and compoſition 
of his perſon, there was no defe& to bee found. Vpon any 
accident that befell him, were it good or bad, fortunate or 
vnfortunate, there was neuer any man thatcould perceiue in; 
him ſo much as a diſcompoſed countenance, or any other: 
the leaſt alteration. And hee way be truly faid to bea man, 
who is not proud in proſperitic, nor impatient in aduerſitie. 
For'itis a great {ighe of Noblenefſe, and\ the vndoubted 
marke of a royall minde, and-Princely courage, not to lcoſe 
himſelfe in his aduerſer fortunes; but to* ſhew! himſelfe: con-- 
ſtant againſt fortune, and to raiſe vp his ſpirits, as'this K' 
did, being neuer deieted with any outward Croſſe or mif« 
fortune, tha. befell him. He did —_ (being therein like vn- 
F to 


20 Xenaphoys Cyrus) ſhew an ill countenance , or ſpeake an 


ill word vato any man. Hee was not fo affable and familiar | 


with his'/Fatiour:tcs;tharany of them all durſt preſume to pe- 
zitio' him in any thing that was vniuſt ; nor yet ſo auſtere 
and ſcuere towards others as to make them to forbeare to 
preferre a: iuſt ſuite vnto him. To his owne SubicRs he was 
- kindc, to: ſtrangers noble ; but withall, reſcruing ill his au- 
thoriticand greatneſſe. For Kings ought not to bee fo harſh 
- and intractable, as to make themlelues to bee abhorred ; nor 
fo kinde and courteous, as to cauſe themſclues to be contem. 
ned. Indeanouring all they can,notto fallintothe extreames, 
by ſhewing too much loue to ſome, and little or none ar all 
to ather foine, For too much ſcueritic ingendreth hatred,and 


too much familiaritic breedeth contempt. Let them general- | 


ly bearc themſelues in that reſpeRiue manner towards all, 
that they. honour the better, loue the meaner ſort, and deſpiſe 
not the reſt; bur as farre as they are able, extend their grace 
and fauour vnto all. For that being but little, which they 
hauc to gine, in compariſon of the many that are ſutors , and 
the great rewards which they pretend, they reſt better ſatis- 


tied with thoſe good words, and mannerly anſwers, that are + .

given thera, then| with thoſe fauours that are done them. 
For the generous hearts, modeſt countenances,, and-ingeni- 
ous difpofirions of thoſe noble ſpirits which follow Princes 
Courts; much moreriſent the disfanour that is donethemin 
receiuing courteſies with diſgrace, then if they were: denyed 
them. And thereforg itis good wholeſome counſell, and much 
importing Kings, to returne a faire and equall anſwer vnto 
all, according tocach mans qualitieand merit,and that they 
carry the ſame euen hand in che conferring of their fauours, 
andin the-manifeſtation of their-Joue. And if they ſhall ina 
more particular manner, expreſle the ſame to ſome one par- 
ticular perſon, let him likewiſe -more particularly deſerue it. 
For neuer {hall that lone be ſtedfaſt, where deſerts are want- 

Ing in the partic beloued. = 
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I ſhall likewiſe aduertiſe Kings, that they doc not make 
ſuch vſc of this their great both officeand payer,as to aſſume 
vato themſelucs,to be abſolute, and to_cumply.inall thing! 
with thcir affeQtions and delircs , nor.to excreiſe apy ocher 
perſonall paſſion.For the vic and cuſtome. of abſolute power 
is dangerousfor Kings, odious to the ſubie&t, and oftenſjue 
both ro Gpd aarure And for thatthe laſt Kings of the 
Romanes vſFd this. power, the name of King grew, {o hate- 
full, chat thoſerhat afterwards ſucceeded ip. the Romane go, 
_uerament, durſt-pot cake vponthem the name of Kings, = 
thatof Empcrours, VVhich is by ſomuch the more ablo!ute, 
by how mych. 1»-perare doth differ from Regere. Yct not. 
withſtanding the people pe No 9 ge uy Fae feare this 
name, of Empezgus, as that of King, becauſe thoſe, thay |; 
bare that game cxcreiſed on them th their abſolue Par Ab 
Sothat it.is nax.the- name, nor the. office, bur che. ill vfing 
thereof that mgkes it odious. | For it is neithcrthe Title, nor 
the Man, that moucth or altercth the boneſt meaning minde 
of the plaine downe rig® ſubic&, but deeds "and. ations, 
that are done contrary to all right and reaſon... .Vyherason 
the contrary,good viage, and j treatment, keepes chem 
in loue and pcace, and drawes them aftcr him as,i were.in a 
Gring, and to offer vp for his ſake a voluntary: faerifice of 
their lives. Let Kings conſider thatthe Crowne ſpeakes as 
much, whichthey weare on their heads in forme ofa Spheri- 
call round figure, which ſignifies. lmitem, or termiumre,a li- 
mic or bound, or rather that Circle, qut of which it is. not 
lawfull for-chem-to go, no not one ſteppe. The Crownes (I 
ſay) thatthey weare, are Circles and Limits, .{cruimg to put 
them in minde, that their power is limited and.meaſured out 
vnto them, that they may,not paſſe the bounds of, reaſon,ngr 
doe anything, but what: is iuſt andiawfull, Let rhe. great 
Kings and Potentates ofth8carth moderate theralclues, .and 
refraige from-making themſclues Gods , .by excrciling this 
their abſolute power ; let them ou ge Quer t SIN 
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God, as well on carth, as in heauen. Thar hee may not grow 
wearicof cheir Monarchies and their gouernments, as he did 
of chat of the ancient Romanes,and veterly overthrow them, 
protioked and incited thereunto by the abuſe of humane 


Sexe Trged. 4. power. For (as Seneca faith) Puod non poteft, vault poſſe, qui 


nimium poteft. But the God of heauen isvery nice and tender 
in admitting companions in any kinde of manner whatſoe. 
uer, but much more dainticinmarter of iuriſdifidn and ab. 
ſolute powcr, puniſhing the ſame with gricu6us chaſtiſe- 
ments, and many demonſtrations of his fearefull' anger and 
diſplcaſure._4riforle faith, that through the goucrnment of 
thoſc that arctoo abſolute in their rule and commihid;the go. 
uernment is changed, kingdomes altered, and pitty Princes 
riſc _ them,who1n ſuch ſort abate and bring downe 
their pride, that they come to ſerue thoſe, whoinbetore they 
did command. Tel tearmes them, of all other, the moſt mi. 
ferable, which make their will a Law, and thinke that they 

docall rhat they can.Nero dig then lcaue offto be cruel], 
when he vnderſtood that he waSÞecrmieted ro doe what hce - 
liſted; and that many did approucall his ations for good. It 
is the ancient language ofadulation, to ſpeake abſolute power 
vnito Princes, and to perſwade them to follow their owne 
free will. But this is a very dangerous thing, if they once giue 
way thereunto, and let ſuch flarterics dwei intheir cares; for 
the reſolutions of ſuch a power, will not ſuffer themſelues to 
be ſo ſubieR, as they ought, to the indgement of reaſon, nor 
humane diſcourſe. In ſuch a cafe, a power from heauen is 
more needfull. And this crrouris now come to bein ſuch re- 
queſt, that to agree in all things with the will and pleaſure of 
Kings, is now madein the minds of ſome, notonely a meanes 
of hope, but cſteemed as a great ſcruice, and pledgeof merit, 
to receiuc honours and rewards. But this deceitfull meanes, 
whereby they thinke to thriue, ſhall (when God ſhall ſee ic 


 fith be the onely knife to cut their throates ; for ſuch kinde of 


men neuereſcape puniſhment, and moſt commonly recciueit

from their Kings owne hand. In ſtrange and extraordinary 
caſes, and vpon iuſt occaſions, and iuſtifiable meancs, Kings 
may ſomewhat inlarge the limits of their power, ſo as they 
di not go beyond that which reafon and Chriſtian pry. 
dence permitteth. P/aro faith, that Prudence and power are 
' toembracecach other, and to walke hand in hand. Qualities 
which ought to-concurre in a good King, ſignified in that 
Scepter with eyes,which Jeremy ſaw,power being in the one, 
and wiſdomein the other. And in thac otherold ancient por- 
craiture of a good King, being a Lion placed on the top of 
eMercuries Mace, which is a Scepter with two Snakes twi- 
ning about it; This, ſignifying prudence, and wiſedome, and 
that fortitude;which ſhould neuer be ſeparated froma King. 
By his power, he is feared, reſpe&ed, and obeyed ; he com- 
mands, prohibites, and executes. By his wiſedome,he ancr- 
reth the truth of his ations, and doth nothing , but what is 


lawfull. Wiſedome tempereth power; and both together 2 
CE . 


hold the world. But if power forſake the fellowſhip of w 

dome, it growes to beabſolute, and runnes into a thouſand 
indiſcretions, and commits as many wrongs and iniuries, 
wherewith it deſolateth and deftroyeth cuen the greateſt 
States. For, there is not that ill, wherein power doth not cx- 
ceed, if it haue not wiſedome for it's bridle. And for that a 
powerfull hand is ſo dangerous a thing , Nature hath ordai- 
ned, and ſo ordered the buſineſſe, thatthe braine where wiſe- 
dome hath it's reſidence, ſhould bee placed over it. Which 
thoſe ancient Doors amongſt the Gentiles did point at, 
when they placed Minerne,the Goddefle of wiſedome, vpon 
Tupiters head, who, of ail the Gods, is the moſt powerfull, 
And therefore it was well ſaid of him, whoſocuer hee were 
that faid, ue vale mas ſaber, que auer,y poder: Wealth and 
power are not comparableto wiſedome. Which ſaying is 


confirmed by the holy Ghoſt, Mehior eft ſapientia , quam vi- Wile &7.8. 


res. Et dinitias; nihil efſe daxi in comparatione illias. Wile- 
dome is better then ſtrength, I ſet more by her,then by king

As Saint ,{mbroſe, and <&/;ja» haue well 
ſerued. And that wiſe and iuſt man 79b,doth much commend 
him for his knowledge and vnderſtanding, And Saint Gre- 
gory declarcth, that by him, is to bee vnderſtood a wiſe, and 
prudent man, who taketh hold on a fit and conuenicne time 
for buſincſſes, and not oncly aduiſeth of, but preucnterh all 
gangers, and whatſocucr hurt may becfall. 

he particular and generall experience which wehaue of 
Hiſtories, tcacheth vs, how much it importeth for the con- 
fruation and augmentation of a great Empire and Monar- 
chic, thathe, thatis Lord and Maſter thereof (if it lye diui. 
ded through diucrs parts of the world, by ſeas, and enemies, 
in the midit thereof) ſhould ſtriue and indeanour by all poſ- 
fible meancs to make himſelfe likewiſe Lord and Maſter of 
the ſea: for thereby ſhall he come to bee Lord and Maſter of 
the Land. And an abſolute diſpenſer of thoſe things, where- 
with we ſuſtaine our ſelues,and live. For by the helpe of Na- 
ui; ation, we paſſe from one part to another, and compnuni- 
cate of what they haue by way of commerce or otherwiſe: 


. And by this meanes is made of war Prouinces and king- 


domes, yea, cuecn of the whole world, one ſole Citie and 
commonwealth. This was the counſell of T hemiftocles, and 
Plutarch makes it good, laying , Let no man deceiue him- 
ſelfe, in imagining with bimſelfe, that Armies will ſuffice for 
to conſerue himſclfe , and to make himſelfe Lord of thoſe 
kingdomes and Prouinces, that hauethe Sea to friend. For if 
he be not likewiſe prouided,and well furniſhed witha ſtrong 
fleete at Sea, howbcit hee may with a Land-armie onercome 
the naturalls of thoſe kingdomes or Prouinces ; yer it is im- 
poſſible for him, without the other, to make an intire con * 
queſt, and to go through with that which hce prerendeth. 
That diſpoſeththe Land to his will,and giucth Lawes there- 


unto, 
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onto. The Carthaginiens (faith Polibizs) were not ignorant 
of what great conſequence this was, forall kinde of buſincf 


ſes, and therefore aduiſeth, Thar that which a Prince oughe 


to procure, whereby to come to bea great Monarch, is, by a 
ſtrong Nauy, to make himlclfe Lord of the Sea. For there 
arc not any forces that worke ſuch ſtrange and great effeRs, 
or ſo much import, as theſe. And all your Ancients held ie 
for a Mesxime, that without the command at Sea, there was 


nothing ſafe or ſecure on the Land. _Adrchidemus a great 


Captaine, and King of the Lacedemonians, was wont to ſay; 
Thar thoſe that are to deale with a ſtrong cnemic, being 
powerfull at ſea, need not to pur therſelues vpon the fickle- 
neſſe of fortune , but to place all their care in maintaining 
their Nauic; for with this alone, will they.be able to wearic 
out the enemic, to quit him of the ſaccour of their friends, 
to debarre him of Nauigation,and of the commodirics there. 
of, and vtterly by this to yndoc him. And (which may ſeeme 
a thing impoſſible) be able to beleaguer and girt in a whole 
kingdome, and to take it (forcing it by famine and other 
wants) as if it were onely ane fingle Citie that were 

For $ Tacitxe ſaith) a ſtrong flecte at ſea, is the Caſtle 


' + _ and Magaſine of viualls. *And therefore the Empire and 


Signioric of the Sea, by a powerfulland commanding Nauy, 
| ie held to bee of much more power and fafetie, then your 
Land-armics or Citic-gariſons, which of force muſt in the 
.end yecld vito him, which ſhall become Maſter of their 
ports, and thereby hinder them of all commerce and traf- 
fique, and humane communicat on: | 

And this was the aduice which that great Monarch and 
Emperour Charles the fifth gaue likewiſe vnto his ſonne, to. 
whom hee left ſo many and ſuch great kingdomes , fo farre 
diſtant and diuidcd one from another , with ſuch and 
deepe ſeas. Hee (Girh he) thatisor will bee Maſter of them, 
muſt have his flcetes ſtill in a readineſle, well. fitted. and fur. 


niſhed, as well with good tall ſhips, well rigg'd aadmann'd, 
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andall other neceflary prouiſion, as with ſtore of Gallies, for 

the ſafeguard and defence of his ſubie&ts, as alſo to reſiſt and 

offend Twrkes, Moores,and Pyrats, becauſe he cannot repoſe 

any confidence or aſſurance in thoſe Leagues and Truces 

which he {ball make withthem. With this ſhall hce keepe 

them all in awe, when they ſhall ſee his great forces ar Sea, 

by which he may (as it were inan inſtant)fromall parts ſend 
ſuccours and relicfe, and whatſocuer elſe ſhall bee needfull: 

And it will bec no lefle then a hard rayne, and cruell ſtrong 
curbe, for to bridle and reſtraine the ſiniſter intents and vaine 

pretenſions of ſuch as ſhall plot ſtrange proieAs , dangerous 
defignes, and ſcandalous attempts. And vtterly to dif. 

courage themfrom vndergoing any enterpriſe, or to vnder- 

take any a&ion of aduenture, with hope of recouering ſuch: 
Townes or Prouinces as they haue loſt, or by landing of 
theirmen to encroach vpon new. And fay they ſhould ſcrue 
for no other vſe, ſauc to hinder the excurſions of Pyrats, and 
Set-roners, iv theſeour ſeas, onely in regard of thar, it could 
not chooſe but bee a matter of mighty conſequence, and of 
wonderfull great importance, confidering the daily incurfi. - 
ons, loſſes, flaughters, the continvall captivatings, and rob- 
beries, which they vſually commir vpon theſe our Coaſts; fo 
that if there were nota fitting preparation, and ſufficient de= 
fence of ſhips and Gallies, it were impoſſible for vs to oc- 
curre againſt thoſe necefhities , and to bee prouided againſt 
thoſe new and ſtrange accidents which may offer themſclues 
in thoſe Eſtates, kingdomes, and Signiories , Seas, Coaſts, 
frontiers, ports, promontories, Caſtles, and forts, which we 
hold in them. Which by this our continuall nauigation, and 
prouifion of good ſhipping, are well man'd and viQualled, 
and ſufficiently provided of armes, munition, and whatſoe- 
ner elſe is neceſſarie, in fit and conuenient both time and 
manner againſt all occaſions. VWhereby the encmie pereci. 
uing how well they arc prouided for them, dare not ap- 
proach thoſe placcs, nor touch vpon them, Beſides this _ 
| | an 
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and ſhort aduice,there are many other cauſes tharmay moue- 
vs not tobe wanting herein. In a word, it will put the enemy 


into a continuall care, and driue him to take a differentreſo- 


lution in thoſe his il|-grounded motives and pretenſions; And 
howbcit it be true, that the charge is great, ſolikewiſe grear 
lofles arc thercby excuſed , and ſome ſuch ſometimes as can 
neuer bee repaired, So that, there is no paſſing to and fro 
without navigation, and the-vſing and maintaining of theſe 


es. 

They are the wordsof that viRtorious Emperour, which 
no King for want of experience ſhould dif-eſteeme. 

And tor the bettcr and fuller proviſion in this kinde, it is 
very fir that theſe Fleetes ſhould haue their particular rene 
approprictated vnto them, and that it ſhould not, vpen no- 
occaſion whatlocucr, be ſpent or laid outin any other thing. 
For a ſet and deputed treaſure for this purpoſe, or the Jike, is 
that which moſt importeth for the good Siſparch of bufineſc 
ſes, and that they may bce done in their due time, and with 
lefle charge, and more profit. This courſe did the Grecians 
take; and after them, the Romanes. And of A»gnſtxs Ceſar, 
both Suctonius and Dyon report,that he was the firſt inuenter 
of a perpetuall milirarie treaſure, raiſed out of a certaine kind: 
of Tributes, which our of his owne curioſfitie he had foughe 
and found out.For Souldiers and warlike proviſions, in your: 
orcat Empires, require a particular treaſure, wherewith to 
be payed; which muſt not in any hand be otherwiſe imploy- 
ed, nor go intermixed with thoſe other expences. Having 
perſons of much -cxperience and honeſtie, appointed for the 
good* managing and ordering of it, viing their beſt care and 
helpe, thar it may bee preſcrued and continued , and that it: 
may not be exhauſted, and drawne dry, And more particu- 
larly Kings themſelues, the Grandes and Pecres of the king- 
dome,as alſo the commonwealths, and your Cities, ſhould 
carefully looke hereunto. Being that they do moſt participate:

All wiſc and prudent Princes in Empires, that are runne 
out to waſte, and decreaſe of wealth, haue cucrmore held ir 
for the onely remedie of their reparation and conſeruation, 
to excuſe vnneceſſaric expences; And that their Miniſters - 
take this buſineſſe into conſultation , and to caſt vp all ac- 
counts, and toſce what the Kings rents and in-comes are for 
the defraying of the c he is at, and by comparing one 
with the other, and ſeeing how they will anſwer each other, 
if they finde the cxpence to exceed the Income, to caſt a- 
bout which way it may-be beſt ſpared ; and to husband the 
buſincſle ſo, that there may be ſome ouerplus ſtill remaining 
forthe publike treaſuric. For if by diſorder & ill gouernment, 
the Kings coffers ſhall come to be emptie, it will bee (if not 
impoſible) at leaſt very bard tofill them againe. For if there 


6,or that cauſeth morereſpe&inour friends, 


be daily more ſpent, then is to be, or can be had, that ſtocke- * 


will ina ſhort eime decay and come to nothing ; as wee ſee ir 
farcth in cuery other humane ſubieR, that hah not freſh ſap- 
ply.Which lauiſh and vnproportionable ſpendiog,not living 
according to the rate ofthcir rents, hath been the vndoing of 
many particular houſes & families, as alſo the impoueriſhiog 
and onerthrowing of Empires & kingdomes. And therefore 
to auoide this inconucnicnce, was that bogke of Accounts, 
or Memoriall made, which the Ancient called Breaiarinm 
Impery, a bricfe abridgemene of the Empire , which 4 s- 
Saftuc Ceſar left to his ſacceſſours z written with his owne 
and: whercin was particularly ſet downe in a true and iuſt 
accoutn, the full number of all the kingdomes and Prouinces 
of the whole Romane Empire ; As likewiſe the number - 
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all the Citizens and Souldiers which were in eyery one of 


them, together with their forces and ſtrength, and to what 
mats all the renes and tributes that hee had , what 
aide-money and other helpes hce receiued from his Confe- 
derates, and the whole charge he was at. As alſo his Coun. 
cels ordained by him , cither for the inlarging or i 

of his hand in theſe his expences. Sothat having ſtill before 


his eyes che wealth and ſubſtance of his Empire, he mightal- 


waycs ſec how the world went, and how to make his beſt 
benefit thereof, for the —— and vpholding of his Em- 
pire. Such a Regiſter or rent-roll as this, much im 

Kings. Itis ſaid ofthat wiſe and prudent King, Dow Philip 
the ſecond, that in his time he had ſuch another as was this, 
And the like ought all Kings to haue, and art all times , but 
more eſpecially when their power is leſſened, their rents di- 
miniſhed, their forces waſted,and thoſe of their enemies augs 
' mented. For we ſcethelike care to bee taken in particular 


houſes, and therefore ought much more to bee looked into- 
in Monarchics, which are compoſed of all thoſe hoaſes and 


families z amongſt which, that which ſpends beyond it's 


meanes, conſumes it ſelfe : For ſuppoſing ſuch aone hath an 


100. V. Ducats of rent, or {ct reuenue, and that euery yeare 
een thouſand more is ſpent, rhen the rent comes eo, in a few 


yearesall will come to nothing, and by running till on in 
debt, and taking no courſe to come ontot it, by living Rill at: 


the ſame height, he muſt bee inforced in the end to fell and. 
 deliuer ouer the luſter, naaicſtic, and greatneſſe of his houſe to 
other families, which were beforclittle better then duſt taken: 
out of the dunghill. And moſt certaineitis,that they that will 
not caſt yp their accounts , and looke throughly into their: 
eſtates, and ſee in what ftate they arc, muſt bee either men 


that arewilling to vndoe themſclues, and their whole poſte- 


ritic 3 and muſt bce cither Atheiſts, or almoſt as bad (if nob- 


worſe) mcere Epicures ; who carry in their mouths, and in 
their hearts thoſe words of your vnthriftie gallants: Comeds-. 
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he 


mu & bib amwe,cr 45 enmy woriemar: Let vscate and drinke, 
for to morrow we hall dye. Your Atheiſts, they propoſe an 
end vnto-chemſclues, thinking by this their prodigalitie to 

ocute vato themſclues an immortalitic of fame ; But theſe 
and the like, who ſo inconſiderately runne our of all, are care- 
{eſſe and negligent cuen ofthis, taking care onely to cate, and 
to drinke, and to feaft one another, without ſo much as 
thinking that there is another world, or any honotr,or fame 
inthis: And ſpending their whole life in belly-cheare, and 
bezeling, they are neuer ſatisfied, but call in ſtill for more, till 
their crawes be ready tocracke. And notwithſtanding the ex+ 
cefliue rents, which ſome Kings haue, and the great ſtore of 
treaſure that comes to their coffers , belides- the. Tributes, 
Taxes, Impoſts, and Subſedies that are duely payed them, 


_ they are neuer qutof debt,the Crowne-land lyingimpawned 


for the payment thereof, and that for no {mall ſummes of 
money. Ordinary expences are ill husbanded;extraordinary, 
worle payed. The Cities, they are conſumed ; Trading .de- 
cayed;the Subie&s out of breath and purſe, and by hauing 
too much impoſed vpon them, are growne (like ouer-labour- 
ed oxcn) ſo poore , and ſo weake, that they are no longer 


able to beare ſogreata burthen. And yet all this to them . © | 


(choughche Subiett infinitcly ſuffer) is nomorethen a drop 
of water throwne into the ſea, nor- makes no more ſhew. 
Which ſea though it ſwallow vp all the fobintaines of the 
earth, all the brookes, and all the great and principall rivers, 


_ andlefler ſprings, and this daily and hourely, anda all times, 


yet we ſce the Sea is neuera whit the more increaſed, nor 
growes greater one yeare then another. But what ſhould bee 
the cauſe of this, let your Naturalifts,and your Kings,render 
ſuch reaſons as plecaſeth them, in their excuſe, for mine owne 
part, Iamofopinion, that the Kings Exchequer is not well 
ordered, making him not onely a ſmall, but a bad account; 
Thar there is a great deale of diſorder in the laying out of 
thoſe monies, whereof much might bee ſaucd, if there _ 
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ſome orderly courſe taken for the diſpending of them, and 
imploying them for their Kings beſt aduantage, And 1 feare 
me, (which could wiſh were cauſcleſſe) thara great part of 
this water _ rr _ direaly ” the Kings « 
ciſterne, paſſeth through broken pipes, that is, through t 
hands oil Miniſters, which ſoake and ſucke 'vato them- 
ſclues a great part thereof, and no man the wiſer, where the 
leake is,till it diſcover it ſelfe. But itis now hightime to grow 
to an <nd, and I will conclude this Aduertiſemene with that 
common Prouerbe,which ſpeaketh thus; Aujen mucho abar- 
ca, poco aprieta: The ouer-griping hand holds bur little ; fu- 
ting with that of ours, All couer, all looſe. Or anſwering to 
that which that great Courtier and Fauourite Mecewas laid, 
Thar greattreaſures and riches areboth more and better hea- 
ped vp, and receinea fairer accumulation, by ſpending little,

gin to waxc iaſolent, atd--abuſe this their greatneſſe.' For 

ings arc Companions, andfcllow.ſeruants with vs intheir 
ions, and naturall pafhons ; nay (by their leaue bee it 
ſpoken) more ſubic& then weare vnto them , ſaue thatthey 
ſuppreſſt them more in-outward ſhew , and make not thar 
exteriour demonſtration of them, in regard of that divinitie, 
which they pretend, and repreſent. And all ofthem will be 
Maſters of their entire.will and abſolute power. And that Fa- 
uourite-is fouly deceiued, and in a firange kinde of errour, 
whoin Court, by his ſecret plots, and cloſe gonucyance, pre- 
tendetheo poſletie his Kings heart, if hee conceive by this 
coutſe tobe the more ſecure. For yery dangerous is that fa- 


uour and place, which is bnile ypon ſuch a foundation ;, and - 


very tickliſh the ſtate of a Fauourite, when a King carries 
ſuch reſpe& vnto. him. And the reaſon of this danger is 
drawne from mans nature it ſelfe (which cannot , but in 
Kings, be of farre greater force and ſtrength) for there is not 
that man living, which doth nor hateand abhorre ſubicQi- 
on. And this is ſo certainea truth, thar I perſwade my ſelfe, 
that I may truly gine this cenſure, and that I am no whit 
miſtaken therein; that the reaſon, why Kings doc more wil- 
lingly. make and raiſe vp men vnto honour and grearneſle for 
their owne proper guſt and appetire, then for ſcruices. and 
deſerts, is, for that in the former, they ſhew rhemſelyes to 


be powerfull, andto be owners of their owne cloath, whict® 


they may cut out to more, or leſſe, as it pleaſeth them; Buit to 
the ſecond, they are debtors, a thing that is hatefu!l cuen to 
the beſt nature and diſpoſition. And Favonrites hkewiſe on 
their parr, are not to haue men, like ſwarmes of Bees, to hiue 
themſclues in'their porralls, and fo hang about them in clu- 
ſters; leſt when that day ſhall come {as come it will) where- 
in they ſhall fall. the world take notice that it was his favour, 
and not his perſon that they followed, There are few Ephe- 


ftions 
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ſtions, but many Crateri, in Court ; many that will follow 
Alexauders fortune, but few his perſon; 
Let Fauourites likewiſe receiuc this aduice'and connſell 
from the hand of the Euangeliſt Saint 795», which was ei 
of the greateſt-Courriers and Fauourites, which the King of 
heauen had, The thing that I ſhall recommend to their 
conſideration, is this ; That when 7obs fell downe to WOr. 
ſhip, before the feet of the Angell, which had opened great ®» 
myReries vnto him, and ſhowne him the things which were 
{bortly to be fulfilled, the Angell ſaid vnto him, yidene ficeÞ... 
ris, conſerums enim ts ſum, & [ratram tnerum : Sec thou pe | 
doc it not, for I am thy fellow ſeruant, and the fellow-ſferuant S. | 
of thy brethren, &c. Let euery Favourite apply this counſell | 
to himſelfe, and make vſe thereof; ſoſhall he be ingrace with 
King and people, and when men ſhall go about as itwere to 
 adorc him, and to make hima little God almighty, in doing 
him worſhip and honour, let him by no meanes give way 
thereunto, but mcekly acknowledge that heis but a creature, 
. asthey arc,and preuent them with thar anſwer of the Angel, 
Vide ne fecerts, conſernu tuxs fam: Doe not offer it, for I 
am your fellow-ſcruant. And great is that obligation which 
+ they.hauc, which are raiſed to great place, to know them- 
ſc]ucs, and not to ſhew rhemſclnes ſtrangers ro thoſe thae 
have beene their aſſociates and companions in their meaner 
fortuncs, and with whom they hauc held private familiarity 
and friendſhip. Andaotts be like vato' Pharaobs Cup-bea: 
rer, who when he ſaw himſclfc in that fauour and prinacie, 
which his fcllow-priſoner 7ofeph had farerold, and progno-* 
ſicated vato him, neuer thought no more ofit,but quite for- 
got both it and him, as if there had beenenoſuch matter, or 
man. It argues extreame lightneſfe,and a naughty navure;that 
a man ſhould hoyſc ſaile and be goric, when he hath a faire 
winde, and not take him along with -him, that hach runne 
through all perills and dangers with him, and-indured all 
brunts and Rormes whatſocuer. How ſhameful a ching then 
is 
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is it for ther;who ſceing themſelues in profperitie, rurne 
away thcir face from him, who ranne along with them in 
cheir adutrſer forrune. — conſidering they arc nor 
Apainc, how long this calme will endure, and what a com- 
fort it'is in a ſtorme, to haue a true friend to ſticke cloſe vnto 
him.For it isa vſuall thing, to ſee him lowermoſt to day,that 
yeſterday: ſtood vppermoſt in Fortunes wheele. And the 
Moone, when iris at full,forc-rells a wanc; and therefore thar 
which importcth then moſt, is, That they carry themſclues 
@®;n agentile faſhiontowards all men, and that their dealing be 
plaine , and: diſcintereſſed ; whereby they (ball not onely 
keepe their old fiſends, but gaine new, and may very well 
hope tobe holpen by them, when they ſhall have occaſion 
rovic them, For they muſt thinke, that the skie will not al- 
wayes bee cleare, clouds may ariſe, the Sunne withdraw his 
light (for Kings wills and affeRions, like other mens, arc 


ambulatorie) and then in what a poore caſe is a Fauourite, if 


he be left, like a fingle propoſition,alone to himſelfe: He can- 


not (if he be wiſe) bur make this account with himſelfe, that + 


thegreateſt power ſtirreth vpthe greateſt enuie; and if many 
cotnbine againſt him (be he the greateſt Fauourite that cuec 


was, or can beeſuppoſed)they will ſhrewdly put him to his * 


trumpes;and if they be of as noble courage and wit, as the 

are nobly deſcended, they will heaue kim out of the ſaddle, 
when he thinkes he ſits ſureſt. For concealed hatred is worſe 
then open enmitic. And thereforelet him gaine new friends, 
keepe his old, andnotlooſe any one, of thoſehe hath gotten. 
«For bcing lefe ſingle, and alone, he ſhall bee like vnto that 
white Crow in-the Fable , whom the crowes would nor 
come neare, becauſe of his colour, nor the pigeons keepe him 
company, in regard of hisgreatneſle; ſo that all will fliefrom 
him, andin' the timeof his greateſt need hee ſhall be lefr all 
alone. Ye ſo/i: Woebee'tohim chat is alone. Andthe holy 
Ghoſt ſeemeth to take pittic of him that is alone, for thatif he 


_ * fall, he hath nobody tohelpe him vp. 


Let Fauourites likewiſe conſider, that they are not, ge 
| that 
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chat their King hath cxpreſt his affeion vnto them, and 
profeſt himiſelte to bee their friend, to thinke, thae (like a 
doggein a ſlip) they may leade him whither and which way 
they liſt; For there are mahy things tobe done, which h 
isto doe without them. For (as Cicero ſaith) that friend(hi 
which admitteth not exception in ſome caſes, is not ſo _ 
CAMictia, as Coninratio, Amitie, as conſpiracie. It isobſer- 
ned by the learned Saint Ambroſe, That truc friendſhip is 
grounded vpon that which is1uſt and honeſt; andis ſplimit- 
ed, tharif it breake thoſe bounds, it doth not onely looſe it's 
. name, bur affoords iuſt cauſe for a man to forgoc his friend. 
Friendſhip isto be held, but alwayes with this proviſo, that 
the Lawes of Iuſtice and Chafitie bee duely obſerued ; and 
when ought, contrary thereunto, is pretended, it is no lon- 
per ſaid ro bee friendſhip; though vowes and proteftations 
aue paſt, for the better ſtrengthening and confirming of it. 
For ifa King ſhall ſweare amiſſe, and contrary to the rules 
of charitie, he is not bound to cumply with his oath, nor is 
there any reaſon for it in the world, why hee ſhould in ſuch 
fort make deljuery arid reaſon of his heart to his Fauourite, 
and ler him haue ſo much the hand of him, as to promiſe to 
. Nickevnto him,orto ſtand his friendin thoſe things that are 
valawfull and vniuſt; As thoſe Kings, 4/#erus and 7 iberine 
proceeded with Hamer and Fejanwsy who, out of the fauour 
thatthey bore vnto them, gave them leaue to revenge them- 
ſclucs'of theit enemies, arid to execute all the tyrannies and 
cruelties which they could deuiſe or imagine, to ſatisfie theig 
malice; A fault which deſerued rather (and afterwards drew 
on) their ſpeedicrand oe fall. And well doththat Fauous 
rite deſerve ro be ruined, that ſhall preſume to pretend hazer 
rags (asthey ſay) con ſuame.To ſtandiuſt in the fame ſtreaks 
or line with his Maſter. For if God, who ſurpaſſeth. in glory, 
and frori whomt is impoſſible to take the leaſtatomethere- 
of, and is ab!e to turne all that he hath created into.dult, will 
not admit of a companion in matter of adoration and wor= 
Gg | ſhip; 
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ſhip, How much more will Kings of the carth bee offended, 
and how ill muſt they take it, thatany Subic& ſhould equall 
his ſhonlder, or ſhare with him in his greatneſſe, being his 


-4otiour is ſo ſhortned, and his power ſo limited? For, if out 


of their loue ro the perſon of the Fayourite, they bearc with 
him for a while, cither for to ſhew themſclues thankfull for 
his good ſecruices, or haply to make him the inſtrument to 
worke their reuchge. on others ; Yet theſe afte&ions and 
proofes (which I ſpeake of) being once paſſed ouer , there 
enters preſently in the place thereof, a naturall fearc and ica- 
louſie of their authority and greatnefſe; which doth much 
more ſway with them, then the loue andaffeRion which chey 
beare tothe Fauourites perſon. Ennie likewiſe ſhe comes in, 
and playes her part (which is a neare ncigt:bour, and till 
ready at hand in Princes Courts and Pallaces) as ifſhe were 
Attorney generall of all thoſe great places, and fomes forth 
her venome, ſecretly lying in waite, and watching her time 
to doc miſchicfe, ſtabbing ſuddenly, deaths wound being gi- 
uen before it be dream't on; and great is the hurt-which this 
ſo neare a neighbour to the Kings c!bow,doth z and out of 
an in-bred ſplecne) ayrmecth at nothing more, then the down-. 
fall of Favourites. Complaints __ gricuances , they alſo 
make their appearance in Court, being the maine witneſſes 
chat Enuicand Paſſion bring into the Gourt, to make good 
their plea. Next after theſe, comes in the reſpeR (not to fay 
the feare) of thoſe that are diſcontented in all Nates ; for no 
King will be willing, that their Subie&s ypon this ground 
ſhould build their rebellion, and canſe an alteration in the 
kingdome, and will be as loath to bee ball'd on, by gricucd 
and diſcontented perſons, vpon iuſtly pretended complaints; 
nor will he be fo vawiſe (for feare of other claps) to fauour 
one, to offend many. All of them being ſhrewd blowes, for 
toallay, if nor quell the courage of the moſt paſſionate King 
towards his deareſt Fanourite and are ſuch fierce and terri- 
ble conflias, thatthcy toſle his iudgement to and fro, - ch 
rre 
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farre greater violence, thena ſtrong raging winde doth the 


waues of the Sea. 
Gouernours and ſuch as fit at the ſterne of a Common. 


wealth, and ſach, vnto whom Kings haue deliucred vp the 


keyes of their heart, and hold the rudder of the Monarchic 
in their hands, to ſtcare and ſhape their courſe, as they will 
themſclues, there is no queſtion to bee made of it , but thar 
they are in =_ danger vpon euecry ſtorme that ſhall ariſe; 
for looke what misfortune ſhall befall the Commonwealth, 
the blame ſhall be laid vpon them, and the fault imputed ei- 
ther to their ill counſcll, or their ignorance, or their paſſion; 
For ordinarily (nay I may fay continually) the ere vom 
andill ſucceſles of Kings, and kingdomes, I fay the cauſe of 
them is attributed to thoſe that are neareſt and deareſt about 
the Kings perſon, and poſlefle the higheſt places. And cuery 
one running along with the common opinion (and few are 
they which haue-nota ſmacke or taſte thereof) laboureth eo 
lay the faule otthisneighbour,though he be of his owne pro« 

r fleſh and bloud; Andthis is an inheritance which wee 

uefrom our father .14daw. And no man is aſhamed there« 


. Of: for weare all of vs his heires; and thercfore ought to cn- 


deuour (as much as in them lies) that the peaceand quict of 
the kingdome bee nor diſturbed or troubled in the time of 
their gouernment. As well for their gloric and reputation, to 


' hauc in all their proccedings carried themſcluesin ſuch farr, 


that no il accident hath berided them, or any maine di(- 
grace 2s alſo for the not ſubieing of themiſclues to the vn+ 
certaine chances of fortune, which arc ordinary vpon cuery- 
alreration, and may ſerue to worke their ruine and perditio:. 
Let therefore thoſe haue an eye (* ſay it, and fay it againe); 
that are Priuvie-Councellours to their King, and more parti 
cularly the Fauonrite, ro whom hee ſhall haue deliuered vp: 
the poſſeſſion of his heart,thattheaduiceand coun whic 


they ſhall give vnto him, beegood, pure, and cleare water, 
iſuing from forth a pure, cleane, and difineerciſed boſame.. 
Gg 2 Such 
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Such is the water (faith. _1r1/torle) as is the carth, through 
which it paſſeth ; if through mynes of brimſtone, ie ſcaldes 
and burnes, it through craggy rocks, it cooles and ſtupefies, 
and if chrough ſalt-pits, it is briniſhand brackiſh. The like 
judgement may wee make of counſell; if it proceed from a 
breaſt and heart thar is foule and filthy, it-teacheth filthi- 
neſle; it from a-pure, and cleane, honeſtic, and cleannefle ; if 
from a libcrall, it doth good vnto all; if from a couctous , it 
aduiſeth nothipg but gripping and wring ng of the Subie&, 
Sothat counſell is figured forth vnto vs in-water : which. in 
it's ſoftneſle, ſauour, colour, and ſent, is perfetly knowne, 
whether the myne be good or bad, through which ir paſſeth, 
And ſach is their opinion, and that which they aduiſe, as is 
the humour that is predominant in their tomacke. Eucric 
onecaſts his eye vpon his owne particular, approuing and 
accounting that for iuſt which tends to his profit, and con- 
demning the contrary. God dcliner Kings from ſuch Coun. 
cellours, and let rhem take heed that Nenrhloe not crre in 
their aduiſe, and in thoſe medicines and remedies, which 
t ey preſcribe vnto their Kings, for it is as it were a remedi- 
l«1;. nd irrecoucrable crrour ; and theirs muſt bee the fault, 


and many times the puniſhment, but alwayes the note and 
infamie of their Kings crring. Nor let thoſe that hauc the 


Kings care, make a mockerie of my words, for it is a very 
dangerous and tickliſh place that they poſſeſſe. Where, to 
erre, is an caſie thing; bur to hit right, hard ; and cuen then, 
when they leaſt thinke of it, their preciouſeſt Tewells, their 
richeſt Mettalls, and their greateſt treaſures are turned into 
coales, and the like traſh, like thoſe moneyes of your Hob.

He hdd the dignitie of 
om mn ng tn being as it were the ſecond -petfon of 
the King ; to whom, the weightieft buſineſſes of peace and 
warre were remitted: and what therein he determined and re. 
ſolged vpon; wasreceiued as an oracle that could noterre. 
Though:now zdayes, little credit'is ginen to the words of 
erent perſons and powerfull Miniſters, and not without 
cauſesfor tharmany of them ſay, and donory promiſe much, 
and performe little. And your Fauonrites, which have grear- 
boikpime and power abont their Kings, are in ſuch good 
opinion and credit likewiſe withthe world,that they preſene-' 
ly beleene whatſoever they ſay 3 ang (ce: what they' profeſle, 
is approucd by them, as if it wete'a ſentence pronoiinced 
fromthe mouth of a moſt inſt Tudge: And therefore they 
ought well and wiſely to conſider what they ſpeake, and not 
tolnlarge themaſelues in words, putting thoſe thar are # +9 
renders in great good hopes. ich it they ſhall not after- 
wards take cffe&, will prone to bee no other rhen thar' faire 
and beautifull fruite,whoſe fight pleaſeththe eye; but whoſe 
taſtekilleth the body.

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another farre greater and better then'it, And al didacknow- 


ledge and confeſſe,that hismerirs and deſerts were farre grea- 
rer then all the offices pur _ which hee enioyed and 
adminiſtred. In thoſe whom he repreſented andrecommend= 
<dto his King, ro the end that his Maicſtie mighr confeire 
ſome one fauour or another vpon them, he euermore had an 
eye to the neceflitic ofthe office, and the qualitie ofthe per- 
ſon. Things wherein Fauourites ought to bee very carchill, 
when'they imploy their fauour in furthering-any man, as 
whether they bemoued therenmto vpotia iuſt orillaffeRion, 
- or by theſole vertue and meritofthe perſon, &c. And not to 
thinke with themſelues, that becauſe they are in great grace 
and fauour with their King, that it is lawtfull for them to vio- 
late the Law of Iuſtice, which ought to bee equall to all, 
(which in cyes, not blinded with paffion and couctoufneſle, 
ſhe her ſelfe makes.t plainly appeare) and to thruſt the better 
deſeruer beſides thar dignitic and office which is due vnto 
him.Which isa Law thatobligerh all, for that it is anaturall 
obligation, and hath all the Lawes of reaſon on it's ſide, 
which are more powerfull then either the will of Kings, ot 
their Fauourices: The' tiot keeping'whereof, is bue a large 
and fpyift ruining fountaine of conplaitits and diſtaſts.

... This great Fanourite had likewiſe ſo good 8 Head. pecce, 
and knew ſo well howto gouerne vpon all occaſions, and all 
the accidents of that age,ns well the good, as; bad, the for- 
tunate and vnfortnnate {ycceſles of thoſe times,that howbe- 
iemany were the changes of thoſe Kings, yetwas he Mill in 
the fame hcight of eſteeme, was ſuperiour vnto fortune, being 
in all thoſe alterations, her Lord and Maſter. All the Kings 
of the Gothes, whom hee ſerucd, did him very particular. fa- 
uours. Andalthough King Thcodericus was a very fortunate + 
and yaliant Prince, yet did a great pure of his happincſl& and 
felicitic' conſiſt in this, in hauing his Fauourite Coſtodorws 
alwayes at his cl|bow, andiin receiuing his good proicts,and 
ſound aduice which (when occaſion offered). were neuer 
wanting vnto him, That bcing (according vnto Sexecs) zhe 


beſt partof counſell, which comes in it's due time and ſeaſon; 


Whereas that comes too late, and without any fruit, which is 
not rcady at hand: For occafion. (whereunto wee mult  oc- 
curre) oftentimes betakes her ſelfe to her wings, and flies out 
of our reach, if we be not quicke and nimble in laying hold 


| on her foretop. So that all the while that. this Coſſrodorw 


was in their ſeruicy, their kingdome and Sigyorie continued 
ina moſR flouriſhing eſtate. So.muck can a man of ſuch cou- 
rage and counſel! doe in.a commonwealth., . For with ſuch a 
Miniſters preſence, all things ſtand vpright, and go well and 
handſomely on; but in-his abſence, and when he 1s wanting, 
all things go backward, For, being thax all theſe things dc- 
penidnext after God, on the worth and wifedome..of him 
that hath-the managing of them by his death or abſence, 
they runne a great hazard of miſcarrying,, or ſuffer ſome

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great hurt or detriment z as was to be ſecne in thoſe ſucceſles 


of the Grecian Empire; which (no ſooner was thar great go- 


ucraour Alexander dead, vnder whoſe proteRQion je went 


increaſing, and lived in fo much peace and ſeeuritie) vuy jt 


vaniſhed like ſo much froath. For:of how much the. mere 
rice and eſtecme peace is, by ſo much the moreis it hazard. 
cd in thc loſle of thoſe that maintaine and vphold it. Now 
this ſo excellent and worthy a Miniſter , when as nothi 
was waiting vato' him , ſane the-;putting on of a Ki 
Crowne,refuſed ie, became a Friar, and tooke vpon hitn. 
habiteof the order of Sax Benito. And did fo exerciſe himſelfe 
in continuall prayerand contemplation, that cucn whileſt he 


lived hereypob carth, they held him for a Saint. And if he. 


were ſo worthy a man-in that age, ſcruing the Kings of the 
carth, with ſo much punQualitic and ſinceritie; itis not to be 
doubted, but that hee was as preciſe in his ſanQitic and holi- 


neſle of life, when he rendred himſelfe aflaue, and ſeruant to: 


his Lordand Maſter the King ofheauen. For your excellent 
wits, which know how to make aduantage of all things, and 
that nothing comes amiſle vnto them, wken they are once 
rcſolued to ferue God, they do truly humble themlſelues, and: 


with a frong determination , tread and trample, the world 
Cc 


vnder their feet, and wharſdeuer.therein-is, and imbrace and 
rake hold on Chriſt. And being thus occupied in holy excr- 
ciſes, laden with ycares, hee departed out of this life, to that 
which was cternall, hauing inioyed ſome yeares of that quie- 
tude and.abundance of peace, wherewith'he did eſſay todie 
wal, (which bein@ſo dangerous, ſo difficult, and darke. a 


paſſage, too little care is commonly had therein) hee: paſſed:

All that hath beene hitherto ſaid both in generall and par.. 
ticular, concerning a'Monarchie, and kingdome, ſhall nat be 
fruitleſe, nor the time loſt, that hath beene ſpent'in the wri-. 
ting, 
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ting; or ſhall bepent in the reading of this Treatiſe , if it be 
well and erply conſidered. For by the peryſall thereof, Kings * 
and Princes'may came to know athouſand ſeuerali ſemblan- 
ces># Miniſters, and diſguiſed countenances of hypocriticall 
Grurtiers, and the diuers diſpoſitions and humours, as well 
of the ambirious as the couetous; their affeRions,conditions, 
and naturall inclinations, whether they be by nature of great 
and vnruly ſpirits, or whether they bce by fortune pur into 

t places. 'For this, without doubt, changeth man from 
is firſt eſtate; ws mer him with other particular 
afſetions.; And infhe true knowledge of theſe, confiſteth 
the augmentation, conſeruation, and good gubernation of - 
kin es, and commonwealths: as alſo*the reputation, 
| it, opinion, andauthoritic of Kings. In a word,they may 
out of theſe doArines, and aduertiſements, colle& and know 
how atone time the naturall diſpoſitions,cuſtomes,and man- 
ncrs of the vulgar, ſtand affefed, and how at another time 
thoſe that are nor ſo vulgar, and of ſo low aranke, and how 
at all times to make vſe of this knowledpe, for the better in- 
crealing and inlarging of their power and greatneſle ; and 
how, and in what manner, they are to carry themſelues to- 


wards them, as alſo thoſe other, that are to aide and aſſt in 
goucrnment.For there isnot any thing of more price,or more 


to be valued by Kings, then this knowledge of the affeRions, 
as well for the diſcerning thoſe of others, as the moderating 
of their owne. Andas it were to make a indgement , and to 
_—_ by them, the end of the aQions of thoſe that 
arc about, and where they intend to mak®their ſtop, and ſet 
vp their reſt, be they foes, or friends. And by the ations of 
thoſe that are preſent (be they Confederates, Miniſters, and | 
dependents) their ends, deſignes,and pretenſions. And par-= | 
ticularly in thoſe who: cleaue cloſer to their Kings fortune, | 
then. his perſon. Points, whereon doth hang the hinge, and 
wherein areincluded and ſhut vp, all boththe particular and 
generall paſſages of gonernment, and of that art, and ſcience, 4 


which 
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which they call by the common name of Reaſon of State. 
And although I know for certaine, thattherewijl nor fach 
be wanting, that will laugh and' ſcoffe at theſe my pygjijricall 
Aduertiſements ; ſome becauſe they would beiaccoumud the 
onely men ſecne in this Science, and would make themſtlues 
the onely admired men amongſt the vulgar, and that there ig 
notany one that is a profeſſour in that Art, that vnderſtan= 
deth cheir plots and defignes: Others, lefſe malignant, as be- 
ing ignorant of the ſecrets ofthis Science, iudging it to bean 
Art, tull of impoſhbilities, will not trouble themlſclues there- 
withall, nor looke into the Myſteries thereof, as if by the cf 
_ feds, they were not ableto iudge of the cauſes of thingszand 
by the carriage and ſucceſſe of former buſinefles, trodiuine of 
the ends and delignes of thoſe which are now on: foot.

-* knowthistruth, deny the ſame,and ſeecke many colours both 
for thewiſgracing of it, and rhe Author and for no other 
reaſon in the world, but becauſe they are profeſſed enemies, 
to whatſocuer counſell, that is not of their owne hatching, 
fearing that it mighe' quit ſomething of the gloty of their 
ambitton. Andfor that they will haue nothing thougheto be

Tied in theduſi, as it hath befallen other farre better things 
then theſes And Time, which couers-what is paſt, and diſco.

And for this cauſe, 
they called Areimedes the Syracuſan, The Inuenter of new 
'Things:; and; the;Regiſter of old. {And certaine, it is, that 
amongſt the'Ancients, there was agreat agreement and Ar- 
tifice in the gouertment of ſome common wealths,, as was 
that of the. &2yp1iens,: of the Arbenjans, of the Allmanes, 
andaboueal!, of the Romane Commonwealth, Which Saint 
Auſten did, ſa much admire.

ſay , and publiſh to the world, that they onely atrend the
